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THE   RATIFICATION    OF 

THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 


By  the  Bishops,  the  Clergy,  and  ike  Laili/ 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church-  in  the 
United  States  of  Mmerica,  in  Convention, 
this  Sixteenth  Day  of  October,  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-nine. 

T^HIS  Convention  having,  in  their  present 
session,  set  forth  ^  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  Administration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments, and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church,  do  hereby  establish  the  said  Book: 
And  they  declare  it  to  be  the  Liturgy  of  this 
Church;  And  require  that  it  he  received  as 
such  by  all  the  members  of  the  same :  And  this 
Book  shall  be  in  use  from  and  after  the  First 
Day  of  October,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety. 
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ri'  is  a  most  invaluable  part  of  that  blessed 
■^  liberty  wAerevntk  Christ  hatk  made  us  free, 
that  in  his  worship,  different  forms  and  usages 
may  without  offence  be  allowed,  provided  the  sub- 
stance of  the  Faith  be  kept  entire ;  and  that,  in 
every  Church,  what  cannot  be  clearly  determined 
to  belong  to  Doctrine  must  be  referred  to  Disci- 
pline; and  therefore,  by  common  consent  and 
authority,  may  be  altered,  abridged,  enlarged, 
amended,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  may  seem 
most  convenient  for  the  edification  of  the  people, 
"according  to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and 


The  Church  of  England,  to  which  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  these  States  is  in- 
debted, under  God,  for  her  first  foundation  and  a 
long  continuance  of  nursing  care  and  protection, 
hath,  in  the  Preface  of  her  Book  of  Common 
Pra^  er,  laid  it  down  as  a  rule,  that  "  The  particu- 
lar forms  of  Divine  Worship,  and  the  Rites  and 
Ceremonies  appointed  to  be  used  therein,  beii^ 
things  in  their  own  nature  indifferent  and  altera- 
ble, and  so  acknowledged,  it  is  but  reasonable 
that  upon  weighty  and  important  considerations, 
according  to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and 
occasions,  such  changes  and  alterations  should  be 
made  therein,  as  to  those  who  are  in  places  of 
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authority  slioukl,  Ironi  time  to  time,  seem  eillier 
necessary  or  espedienf." 

The  same  Church  hath  not  only  in  herPieface, 
but  likewise  in  her  Articles  and  Homilies,  declaret! 
the  necessity  and  expediency  of  occasional  altera- 
tions and  amendments  in  her  Forms  of  PubUc 
Worship;  and  we  find  accordmgly,  that,  seekini; 
to  "keep  the  happy  mean  Ijetween  too  mucli 
stifihess  in  refusing,  and  too  much  easiness  in  ad- 
mitting variations  in  things  once  advisedly  esta- 
blished, she  hath,  in  the  reign  of  several  Princes, 
since  the  first  compiling  of  her  Liturgy  in  the 
time  of  Edward  the  Sixtti,  upon  just  and  weighty 
considerations  her  thereunto  moving,  yielded  to 
make  such  alterations  in  some  particulars,  as  in 
their  respective  times  were  thought  convenient; 
yet  BO  aa  that  the  main  body  and  essential  parts 
gf  the  same  (as  well  in  the  chiefest  materials,  as 
in  the  frame  and  order  thereof)  have  stilt  been 
continued  firm  and  unshaken." 

Her  general  aim  in  these  different  reviews  and 
alterations  hath  been,  as  she  further  declares  in 
her  said  Preface,  "  to  do  that  which,  according  to 
her  best  understanding,  might  most  tend  to  the 
preservation  of  peace  and  unity  in  the  Church ; 
the  procuring  of  reverence,  and  the  exciting  of 
piety  and  devotion  in  the  worship  of  God;  and, 
finally,  the  cutting  off  occasion,  from  them  that 
seek  occasion,  of  cavil  or  quarrel  against  her 
Liturgy,"  And  although,  according  to  her  judg- 
ment, there  he  not  "any  thing  in  it  contrary  to 
(he  Word  of  God,  or  to  sound  doctrine,  or  whicJi 
a  godly  man  may  not  with  a  good  conscience  use 
and  submit  unto,  or  which  is  not  fairly  defensible, 
if  allowed  such  just  and  favourable  construction 
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as  in  commou  equity  oughl  lo  be  Qilowed  lo  all 
iiUTiian  writings;"  yet  upon  the  principles  already 
laid  down,  it  cannot  but  be  supposed  that  further 
alterationi  would  in  time  be  found  expedient. 
A  d  ^ly  a  ommission.  for  a  review  was 
ssu  d  n  the  j  a  1G89  :  but  this  great  and  good 
wo  k  n  s  a  d  at  that  time;  and  the  Civil  Aii- 
tho  y  has  not  nee  thought  proper  to  revive  it 
bi  any  ne       o  nmission. 

B  t  h  n  n  the  course  of  Divine  Providence, 
these  American  States  became  independent  with 
respect  to  civil  government,  their  ecclesiastical 
independence  was  necessarily  included ;  and  the 
different  religious  denominations  of  Christians  in 
these  States  were  left  at  full  and  equal  liberty  lo 
model  and  organize  their  respective  Churches, 
and  forms  of  worship,  and  discipline,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  might  judge  most  convenient  for  their 
future  prosperity ;  consistently  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  their  country. 

The  attention  of  this  Church  was  in  the  first 
place  drawn  to  those  alterations  in  the  Liturgy 
which  became  necessary  in  the  prayers  for  our 
Civil  Rulers,  in  consequence  of  the  Revolution, 
And  the  principal  care  herein  was  to  make  them 
conformable  to  what  ought  to  be  the  proper  end 
of  all  such  prayers,  namely,  that  "Eulers  may 
have  grace,  wisdom,  and  understanding  io  execute 
justice,  and  to  maintain  truth  ;"  and  that  the  peo- 
ple "may  lead  quiet  and  peaceable  lives,  in  all 
godliness  and  honesty." 

But  while  these  alterations  were  in  review 
before  the  Conmntion,  they  could  not  but,  with 
gratitude  to  G!od,  embrace  the  happy  occasion 
which  was  offered  to  them  (uninfluenced  and  uii- 
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restrained  by  any  worldly  authority  whatsoever) 
to  take  a  further  review  of  the  Public  Service, 
&ot\  to  establish  such  other  alterations  and  amend- 
inents  therein  as  might  be  deemed  expedient. 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  enumerate  all  the  dif- 
ferent alterations  and  amendments.  They  will 
appear,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  the  reasons  of  them 
also,  upon  a,  comparison  of  this  with  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  of  the  Church  of  England.  In 
which  it  will  also  appear  that  this  Church  is  far 
from  intending  to  depart  from  the  Church  of 
England  in  any  essential  point  of  doctrine,  disci- 
pline, or  worship ;  or  further  than  local  circum- 
stances require. 

And  now,  this  important  work  being  brought 
to  a  conclusion,  it  is  hoped  the  whole  will  be  re- 
ceived and  examined  by  every  true  member  of 
our  Church,  and  every  sincere  Christian,  with  a 
meek,  candid,  and  charitable  frame  of  mind; 
without  prejudice  or  prepossessions;  seriously 
considering  what  Chrlstiaoity  is,  and  what  the 
truths  of  the  Gospel  are  ;  and  earnestly  beseech- 
ing Almighty  God  to  accompany  with  his  blessing 
every  endeavour  for  promulgating  them  to  man- 
kind, in  the  clearest,  plainest,  most  affecting  and 
majestic  manner,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ, 
QUI  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.

Go  and  show 
John  again  those  things  which  ye  do  hear  and 
see :  The  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  the 
lame  walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed,  and  the 
deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the  poor 
have  the  Glospel  preached  to  them ;  and  blessed 
is  he  whosoever  shall  not  be  oiFended  in  me.

yea,  I  sajf  unto  you,  and  more  than  a  prophet. 
For  this  IS  he  of  whom  it  is  written,  Behold,  I 
send  my  messenger  before  thy  face,  which  shall 
prepare  thy  way  before  thee.

Uiat  we  may  give  an  answer  to  them  that  sent 
us.  What  sayest  thou  of  thyself?  He  said, 
I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
Make  straight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as  said 
the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they  which  were 
sent  were  of  the  Pharisees,     And  they  asked 
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hini,  and  said  unto  him,  Why  baptizest  Ihou 
then,  if  thou  be  not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  nei- 
ther that  Prophet  ?  John  answered  them,  say- 
ing, I  baptize  with  water :  but  there  standeth 
One  among  you,  whom  ye  know  not ;  He  it  is, 
who,  coming  after  me,  is  preferred  before  me, 
whose  shoe  s  latchet  I  am  not  worthy  to  un- 
loose. These  things  were  done  in  Bethabara 
beyond  Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing.

And  she 
shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his 
name  JESUS ;  for  he  shall  save  his  people 
from  their  sins.  (Now  all  this  was  done,  that 
it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the 
Lord  by  the  prophet,  sayine.  Behold,  a  virgin 
shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  son, 
and  they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel,  which, 
being  interpreted,  is,  God  with  us.)  Then  Jo- 
seph being  raised  from  sleep  did  as  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took  unto  him 
his  wife ;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought 
forth  her  first-bom  son :  and  he  Ctdleii  his  name 
JESUS.

And  he  received  the  fflgn  of  circumcision,  a  seal 
of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had 
yet  being  uncircumcised ;  that  he  might  be  the 
father  of  all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be 
not  circumcisetl ;  that  righteousness  might  he 
imputed  unto  them  also :  and  the  father  of  cir- 
cumcision to  them  who  are  not  of  the  Circum- 
cision only,  but  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that 
faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had, 
being  yet  uncircumcised.  For  the  promise,  that 
he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world,  was  not  to 
Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  through  the  Law,  hut 
through  the  righteousness  of  faith.  For  if 
they  which  are  of  the  Law  are  heirs,  faith  is 
ma(ie  void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect.

Then  Herod,  when  he  had  priyily  called  the 
wise  men,  enquired  of  them  diligently  what  time 
the  star  appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to  Beth- 
lehem, and  said,  Go,  and  search  diligently  for 
the  young  child  ;  and  when  ye  have  found  him, 
bring  me  word  again,  that  I  may  come  and 
worship  him  also.  When  they  had  heard  the 
king,  they  departed ;  and,  lo,  the  star  which 
they  saw  in  the  East  went  before  them,  till  it 
came  and  stood  over  where  the  young  child  was. 
When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  ex- 
ceeding great  joy.  And  when  they  were  come 
into  the  house,  they  saw  the  young  child  with 
Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down  and  worshippeo 
hira :  and  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures, 
they  presented  unto  him  gifts ;  gold,and  frankin- 
cense, and  myrrh.

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when  he  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up 
to  Jerusalem,  after  the  custom  of  the  feast. 
And  when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they 
returned,  the  child  Jesus  tarried  behind  in  Jeru- 
salem ;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother  knew  not  of 
it.  But  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been  in 
the  company,  went  a  day's  journey,  and  they 
sought  him  among  their  kinsfolk  and  acquaint- 
ance.

Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Fill  the  water-pots  with 
water.  And  they  filled  them  up  to  the  hrim. 
And  he  saith  unto  ihem.  Draw  out  now,  and 
bear  unto  the  governor  of  the  feast.  And  they 
bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted 
the  water  that  was  made  wine,  and  knew  not 
whence  it  was,  (but  the  servants  whicli  drew 
the  water  knew,)  the  governor  of  the  feast 
called  the  bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him.  Ev- 
ery man  at  the  beginning  doth  set  forth  gooil 
wine,  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  then  that 
which  is  worse ;  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good 
wine  until  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles 
did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested 
forthhis  glory,  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him.

THE  GosPF.i..  St.  Luke  viii.  4. 
TT/'HEN  much  people  were  gathered  toge- 
ther, and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every 
city,  he  spake  by  a  parable:  A  sower  went 
out  to  sow  his  seed;  and  as  he  sowed,  some 
fell  by  the  way-side ;  and  it  was  tradden  down, 
and  the  fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it.  And 
some  fell  upon  a  rock ;  and  as  soon  as  it  was 
sprung  up,  it  withered  away,  because  it  lacked 
moisture.  And  some  fell  among  thorns;  and 
the  thorns  sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it. 
And  other  fell  on  good  ground,  and  sprang  up, 
and  bare  fruit  an  hundred-fold.  And  when  he 
had  said  these  things,  he  cried,  He  that  bath 
ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And  his  disciples 
asked  him,  saying,  What  might  this  parable 
be?     And  he  said.  Unto  you  it  is  given  to 
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know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  God: 
but  to  others  in  parables ;  that  seeing  they 
might  not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not  un- 
derstand. Now  the  parable  is  this:  The  seed 
is  the  Word  of  God.  Those  by  the  way-side 
are  they  that  hear ;  then  coraeth  the  devil,  and 
taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest 
they  should  believe  and  be  saved.  They  on 
the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  re- 
ceive the  word  with  joy ;  and  these  have  no 
root,  which  for  a  while  believe,  and  in  time  of 
temptation  fall  away.  And  that  which  fell 
■among  thorns  are  they,  which,  when  they  have 
heard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked  with  cares  and 
riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no 
fruit  to  perfection.  But  that  on  the  good 
ground  are  they,  which  in  an  honest  and  good 
heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and 
bring  forth  fruit  with  patience.

And  though  I  bestow  all  my 
goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  iny 
body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it 
pronteth  me  nothing.  Charity  sutfereth  long, 
and  is  kind;  charity  envieth  not;  charity 
vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up,  doth  not 
behave  itself  unseemly ;  seeketh  not  her  own, 
is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil ;  re- 
joiceth  not  in  iniquity,  biit  rejoiceth  in  the 
truth ;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureUi  all  things.  Chanty 
never  faileth ;  but  whether  there  be  prophecies, 
they  shall  fail ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they 
shall  cease ;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it 
shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and 
we  prophesy  in  part ;  but  when  that  which  is 
perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall 
be  done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake 
as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought 
as  a  child ;  but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put 
away  chi!c!ish  things.  For  now  we  see  through 
a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face :  now  I 
know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as 
also  I  am  known.     Aiid  now  abideth  faith,  hope. 
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charity,  these  three ;  but  the  greatest  of  Ihese 
is  charity.

T?E  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  dear 
children ;  and  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also 
hath  loied  us,  and  hath  given  himself  for  us, 
an  offenng  and  a  sacrifice  to  God  for  a  sweet- 
smelling  savour.  But  fornication,  and  all  un- 
cleanness,  or  covetousness,  let  it  not  be  once 
named  amongst  you,  as  becometh  saints;  nei- 
ther filthmess,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor  jesting, 
%vhich  are  not  convenient;  but  rather  giving 
of  thanki  For  this  ye  know,  that  no  whore- 
monger, nor  unclean  person,  nor  covetous  man, 
who  IS  an  idolater,  hath  any  inheritance  in  the 
kingdom  of  Christ  and  of  God.  Let  no  man 
deuei^e  you  with  vain  words;  for  because  of 
these  things  comelh  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the 
children  of  disobedience.  Be  not  ye  therefore 
partakers  with  them.     For  ye  were  sometimes 
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darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the  Lord, 
walk  as  children  of  light ;  (for  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  in  all  gooilness,  and  righteousness,  and 
truth ;)  proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the 
Lord,  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  un- 
Truilfu]  works  of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove 
.hem.  For  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of 
those  things  which  are  done  of  thera  in  secret. 
But  all  thmgs  that  are  reproved  are  made  mani- 
fest by  the  light ;  for  whatsoever  doth  make 
manifest  is  light.  Wherefore  he  saith.  Awake, 
thou  that  sleepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and 
Christ  shall  give  thee  light. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Luke  xi.  14. 
TESTIS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was 
dumb.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
devil  was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake ;  and  the 
people  wondered.  But  some  of  them  said. 
He  casteth  out  devils  through  Beelzebub,  tlie 
chief  of  the  devils.  And  others,  tempting  him, 
sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he, 
knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them.  Every 
kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to 
desolation ;  and  a  house  divided  against  a  house 
falleth.  Tf  Satan  also  be  divided  against  him- 
self, how  shall  his  kingdom  stand  ?  because  ye 
say  that  I  cast  out  devils  through  Beelzebub. 
And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom 
do  your  sons  cast  them  out?  therefore  shall 
they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I  with  the  linger 
of  God  cast  out  devils,  no  doubt  the  Kingdom 
of  God  is  come  upon  you.     When  a  strong 
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man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are 
in  peace;  but  when  a  stronger  than  he  sliall 
(xime  upon  him,  and  overcome  him,  he  taketh 
from  him  al!  his  armour  wherein  he  trusted, 
anil  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not  with 
me  is  against  me ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not 
with  me  scattereth.  When  the  unclean  spirit 
is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through  dry 

f laces,  seeking  rest ;  and  finding  none,  he  saitli, 
will  return  unto  my  house  whence  I  came 
out.  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept 
and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to 
him  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  hina- 
self;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there:  and 
the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things, 
a  certain  woman  of  the  company  lifted  up  her 
voice,  and  said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  the  womb 
that  bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast 
sucked.

'T'ELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the 
Law,  flo  ye  not  hear  the  Law  ?  For  it  is 
written,  that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  the  one 
by  a  bond-maid,  the  other  by  a  free-woman. 
But  he  who  was  of  the  bond-woman  was  born 
afler  the  flesh ;  but  he  of  the  free-woman  was 
by  promise.

For  this  Agar  is  Mount  Sir^ai 
in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to  Jerusalem  which 
now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her  children. 
But  Jerusalem  which  is  above  is  free,  which 
is  ihe  mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is  written.  Re- 
joice, thou  barren  that  bearest  not ;  break  forth 
and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not :  for  the  deso- 
late hath  many  more  children  tiian  she  which 
hath  an  husband.  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac 
was,  are  the  children  of  promise.  But  as  then 
he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh  persecuted  him 
that  wa.s  born  after  the  Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now. 
Nevertheless,  what  saith  the  Scripture?  Cast 
out  the  bond-woman  and  her  son ;  for  the  son 
of  the  bond-woman  shall  not  be  heir  with  the 
50n  of  the  free-woman.  So  then,  brethren,  we 
ai^e  not  children  of  the  bond-woman,  but  of  the 
free. 

THE  GOSPEL,     St.  John  vi.  1. 

JESUS  went  o-ver  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  which 
is  the  Sea  of  Tiberias.     And  a  great  multi- 
tude followed  him,  because  they  saw  his  mira- 
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cles  which  he  did  on  them  that  were  diseased. 
And  Jesus  went  up  into  »  mountain,  and  there 


he  sat  with  his  disciples.  And  the  ] 
a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When  Jesus 
then  hfted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  com- 
pany come  unto  him,  he  saith  anto  Phihp, 
Whence  shall  we  buy  hread,  that  these  may 
eat  ?  (And  this  he  sail!  to  prove  him  ;  for  he 
himself  knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip  an- 
swered him,  Two  hundred  pennyworth  of 
bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one 
of  them  may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disci- 
ples, Andrew  J  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith 
unto  him,  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five 
barley  loaves,  and  two  small  fishes :  but  what 
are  they  among  so  many  ?  And  Jesus  said, 
Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was 
much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat 
down,  in  number  about  five  thousand.  And 
Jesus  took  the  loaves ;  and  when  he  had  given 
thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the 
disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down;  and 
likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disci- 
ples. Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that 
nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them 
together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves,  which  re- 
mained over  and  above  unto  them  that  bad 
eaten.  Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen 
the  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said.  This  is  of  a 
truth  that  Prophet  thai  should  come  into  the 
world.

Heb.ix.il, 
QHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of  good 
things  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  per- 
fect tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands;  that  is 
to  say,  not  of  this  building ;  neither  by  the 
blood  of  goats  ant!  calves,  but  by  his  own  blood 
he  entered  in  once  into  the  Holy  Place,  having 
obtainefl  eternal  redemption  for  us.  For  if  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an 
heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the 
purifying  of  the  Hesh ;  how  much  more  shall 
tiie  blood  of  Christ,  who,  through  the  etei'nsJ 
Spirit,  offered  himself  without  spot  to  God, 
pui^e  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to 
serve  the  living  God  ?  And  for  this  cause  he 
is  the  Mediator  of  the  new  testament,  that  by 
means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the  trans- 
gi'Essions  that  were  under  the  first  testament, 
they  which  are  cailed  raight  receive  the  promise 
of  eternal  inheritance. 

THE  GOSPEL.     St.  John  viii.  46. 
JESUS  said.  Which  of  you  convinceth  mo 
of  sin  ?     And  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye 
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not  believe  me?  He  that  is  of  God  heareth 
God's  words:  je  therefore  hear  them  not,  be- 
cause ye  are  not  of  God.  Then  answered  the 
Jews,  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well  that 
thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil  ?  Jesus 
answered,  I  have  not  a  deiil ;  but  I  honour  my 
Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  me.  And  I  seek 
not  mine  own  glory :  there  is  One  that  seeketh 
and  judgeth.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  yoH, 
If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  =i'p 
death.  Then  said  the  Jews  anto  him.  Now 
we  know  that  thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham  is 
dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and  thou  sayest.  If  a 
man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of 
death.  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abra- 
ham, which  is  dead  ?  and  the  prophets  are 
dead:  whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus  an- 
swered. If  I  honour  myself,  my  honour  is 
nothing :  it  is  my  Father  that  honourelh  me ; 
of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God.  Yet  ye 
have  not  known  him ;  but  I  know  him  :  and  if 
I  should  say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar 
like  unto  you ;  but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his 
saying.  Your  father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see 
my  day ;  and  he  saw  it,  and  was  glad.  Then 
said  the  Jews  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty 
years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham  ?  J^ 
sns  said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  before  Abraham  was,  I  AM.  Then  took 
they  up  stones  to  cast  at  him  ;  but  Jesus  hid 
himself,  and  went  out  of  the  temple.

THE  EPISTLE.      Phil.  ii.  5. 

T  ET  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in 
Christ  Jesus :  who,  being  in  the  form  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with 
God ;  hut  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men :  and  being  found 
in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly 
exalted  him,  and  given  him  a  Name  which  is 
above  every  name ;  that  at  the  Name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should  how,  of  things  in  heaven, 
and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth  ; 
and  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Je- 
sus Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the 
Father. 
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THE  GOSPEL.     St.  Matt,  xxvii.  1. 

TX/'HEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  of  the  people  took  coun- 
sel against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death.  And 
when  they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away, 
and  delivered  him  to  I'ontius  Pilate  the  gov- 
ernor. Then  Judas,  who  had  betrayed  him, 
when  he  saw  that  he  was  condemned,  repented 
himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of 
silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  1 
have  sinned,  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  inno- 
cent blood.  And  they  said.  What  is  that  to 
us  ?  see  thou  to  that.  And  he  cast  down  the 
pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and  departed, 
and  went  and  hanged  himself.     And  the  chief 

Eiriests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said,  It  is  not 
awful  for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  be- 
cause it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And  they  took 
coimsel,  and  bought  with  them  the  potter's 
field,  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore  that 
field  was  called.  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this 
day.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spo- 
ken by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying,  And  they 
took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of 
Him  that  was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  did  value ;  and  gave  them  for 
the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me. 
And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor ;  and  the 
governor  asked  him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  King 
of  the  Jews  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou 
sayest.  And  when  hewasaccased  of  the  chief 
priests  and  elders,  he  answered  nothing.     Then 
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saitli  Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how 
many  tilings  they  witness  against  thee  ?  Anr! 
he  answered  him  to  never  a  word ;  insomuch 
that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly.  Now  at 
that  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release  unto 
the  people  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would.  And 
they  had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barab- 
bas.  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  toge- 
ther, Pilate  siiid  unto  thera,  Whom  will  ye  that 
I  release  unto  you  ?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  which 
is  called  Christ  ?  For  he  knew  that  for  envy 
they  had  delivered  him.  When  he  was  set 
down  on  the  judgment-seat,  his  wife  sent  unto 
him,  saying.  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
just  man  ;  for  I  have  suffered  many  things  this 
day  in  a  dream  because  of  him.  But  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude  that 
they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus. 
The  governor  answered  and  said  unto  them. 
Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  ?  They  said,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith 
unto  them,  What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus, 
which  is  called  Christ  ?  They  all  say  unto 
him,  Let  him  be  crucified  I  And  the  governor 
said.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  But  they 
cried  out  the  more,  saying.  Let  him  be  cruci- 
fied !  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  pi-ev.nil 
nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he 
took  water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the 
multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood 
of  this  just  person :  see  ye  to  it.  Then  an- 
swered all  the  people,  and  said.  His  bloorl  be 
on  us,  and   on  our  children  I     Then    releaser! 
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he  Barabbas  unto  them ;  anc!  when  he  had 
scourged  Jesus,  he  ilelivered  him  to  be  cruci- 
fied. Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took 
Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and  gathered  unto 
him  the  whoie  band  of  soldiers.  And  thej 
stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe. 
j\nd  when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns, 
they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his 
right  hand ;  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before 
him,  and  mocked  him,  saying.  Hail,  King  of 
the  Jews!  And  they  spit  upon  hicn,  and  took 
the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the  head.  And 
after  that  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  the 
robe  off  from  hira,  and  put  his  own  raiment  on 
him,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify  him.  And 
as  they  came  out,  they  found  a  man  of  Cyrene, 
Simon  by  name :  him  they  compelled  to  bear 
his  cross.  And  when  they  were  come  unto  a 
place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a  place 
nf  a  skull,  they  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  min- 
gled with  gali ;  and  when  he  had  tasted  there- 
of, he  would  not  drmk.  And  they  crucified 
him,  and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots: 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by 
the  prophet.  They  parted  my  garments  among 
them,  and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots, 
And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there ;  and 
set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  written, 
THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS.  Then  were  there  two  thieves  cruci- 
fied with  him,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  an- 
other on  the  left.  And  they  that  passed  by 
reviled  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying, 
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Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildesl 
it  in  three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the 
Son  of  Goi!,  come  down  from  the  cross.  Like- 
wise also  ihe  chief  priests  mocking  him,  with 
the  scribes  and  elders,  said.  He  saved  others ; 
himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the  King  of 
Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him.  He  trusted  in  God ; 
let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him : 
for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves 
also,  which  were  crucified  with  him,  cast  the 
same  in  his  teeth.  Now  from  the  sixth  hour 
there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land  unto  the 
ninth  hour.  And  about  the  nioth  hour  Jesus 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eli  I  Eli ! 
lama  sabachthani  ?  that  is  to  say.  My  Goil ! 
my  God  !  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ?  Some 
of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heai-d  that, 
said.  This  man  calleth  for  Elias.  And  straight- 
way one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  sponge,  and 
filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and 
gave  him  to  drink.  The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let 
us  see  whether  EKas  will  come  to  save  him. 
Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud 
voice,  yielded  up  the  ghost.  And  behold,  the 
vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom ;  and  the  earth  did  quake, 
and  the  rocks  rent ;  and  the  graves  were  open- 
ed ;  and  many  bodies  of  saints  which  slept 
arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  re- 
surrection, and  went  into  the  ho!y  city,  and 
appeared  unto  many.  Now  when  the  centu- 
rion, and  they  that  were  with  him,  watching 
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Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things 
that  were  done,  they  feared  fcreatly,  saying. 
Truly,  this  was  the  Son  of  God.

FOR   THE    EPISTLE.      Isa.  Ixiii.  1. 

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with 
dyed  garments  from  Bozrah  ?  this  that  is 
glorious  in  his  apparel,  travelling  in  the  great- 
ness of  his  strength  ?  I  that  speak  in  righte- 
ousness, mighty  to  save.  Wherefore  art  thou 
red  in  thine  apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him 
that  treadeth  in  the  wine-fat  ?  I  have  trodden 
the  wine-press  alone ;  and  of  the  people  there 
was  none  with  me  :  for  I  will  tread  them  in 
mine  anger,  and  trample  them  in  my  fury ;  and 
their  blood  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my  gar- 
ments, and  I  will  stain  all  my  raiment.  For 
the  day  of  vengeance  is  in  mine  heart,  and  the 
year  of  my  redeemed  is  come.  And  I  looked, 
and  there  was  none  to  help ;  and  I  wondered 
that  there  was  none  to  uphold  :  therefore  mine 
own  arm  brought  salvation  unto  me ;  and  my 
fury,  it  upheld  me.  And  I  will  tread  down  the 
people  in  mine  anger,  and  make  them  drunk  in 
my  fury,  and  I  will  bring  down  their  strength 
to  the  earth.  I  will  mention  the  loving-kind- 
nesses of  the  Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the 
Lord,  according  to  ail  that  the  Lord  hath  be- 
stowed on  us,  and  the  great  goodness  towards 
Ihe  house  of  Israel,  which  he  hath  bestowed 
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on  them  according  to  his  mercies,  a/i<i  accord- 
ing to  the  multitude  of  his  loving-kindnesses. 
For  he  said,  Surely  they  are  my  people,  chil- 
dren that  win  not  he  :  so  he  was  their  Saviour, 
tn  all  their  affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the 
Angel  of  his  presence  saved  them  :  in  his  love 
and  in  his  pity  he  redeemed  them  ;  and  he  bare 
them,  and  carried  them  all  the  days  of  old. 
But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed  his  Holy  Spirit ; 
therefore  he  was  turned  to  be  their  enemy,  and 
he  fought  against  them.  Then  he  remembered 
the  days  of  old,  Moses,  and  his  people,  saying, 
Where  is  he  that  brought  them  up  out  of  the 
sea  with  the  shepherd  of  his  flock '!  Where  is 
he  that  put  his  Holy  Spirit  within  him  ?  that 
led  them  by  the  right  hand  of  Moses  with  his 
glorious  arm,  dividing  the  water  before  them, 
to  make  himself  an  everlasting  Name  ?  that  led 
them  through  the  deep,  as  an  horse  in  the  wil- 
derness, that  they  should  not  stumble  ?  As  a 
beast  goeth  down  into  the  valley,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Loud  caused  hira  to  rest ;  so  didst  thou 
lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a  glorious 
Kame.  Look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold 
from  the  habitation  of  thy  holiness  and  of  thy 
glory :  where  is  thy  zeal  and  thy  strength,  the 
sounding  of  thy  bowels  and  of  thy  mercies  to- 
wards me  ?  are  they  restrained  ?  Doubtless 
thou  art  oui  Father,  though  Abraham  be  igno- 
rant of  us,  and  Israe'  "cknowJedge  us  not : 
Ihou,  O  Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer ; 
thy  Name  is  from  everlasting.  O  Lord,  why 
hast  thou  made  us  to  err  from  thy  ways,  und 
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hardened  our  h(^art  from  thy  fear?  Return  ibr 
tliy  servants'  sake,  the  tribes  of  thine  inherit- 
ance. The  people  of  thy  holiness  have  pos- 
sesse(i  it  but  a  little  while:  our  adversaries 
have  trodden  down  thy  sanctuary.  We  are 
thine ;  thou  never  barest  rule  over  tliem ;  they 
were  not  called  by  tliy  Name. 

THE  GOSPEL,     St.  Mark  xiv.  1, 

A  FTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  Pass- 
over, and  of  unleavened  bread:  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  talfi'  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 
But  they  s^id,  Not  on  the  feast-diVi  l^st  there 
be  an  uproar  of  the  people  And  bemg  in 
IJethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as 
he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an 
alabaster  box  of  ointment  of  spikenaid,  ^ery 
precious ;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and  poured 
it  on  his  head.  And  there  were  some  that  had 
indignation  within  themselves,  and  said.  Why 
was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  made?  for  it 
might  have  been  sold  for  more  than  three  hun- 
dred pence,  and  have  been  given  to  the  poor. 
And  they  murmured  against  her.  And  Jesus 
saiil,  Let  her  alone  ;  why  trouble  ye  her  ?  She 
hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.  For  ye 
iiave  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whenso- 
ever ye  will  ye  may  do  them  good ;  but  me  ye 
liave  not  always.  She  hath  done  what  she 
could  ;  she  is  come  aforehand  to  anoint  my 
body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
Wheresoever   this   Gkispel   shall   be    preached 
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Ihroughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she 
hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of,  for  a  memorial 
of  her.  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  unto  the  chief  priests,  to  betray  him  unto 
them.  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  were 
glad,  and  promised  to  ^ive  him  money.  And 
he  sought  how  he  might  conveniently  betray 
him.  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread, 
when  they  killed  the  pKssover,  his  disciples 
said  unto  him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and 
prepare,  that  thou  mayest  eat  the  passover? 
And  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  liis  disciples,  and 
saith  unto  thera,  Go  ye  into  the  dty,  and  there 
shall  meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  wa- 
ter: follow  him.  And  wheresoever  he  shall 
go  in,  say  ye  to  the  good  man  of  the  house, 
The  Master  saith,  Where  is  the  guest-chamber, 
where  i  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disci- 
ples? And  he  will  show  you  a  large  upper 
room  furnished  and  prepared :  there  make 
ready  for  us.  And  his  disciples  went  forth, 
and  came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had 
said  unto  them ;  and  they  made  ready  the  pass- 
over.  And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the 
twelve.  And  as  they  sat,  and  did  eat,  Jesus 
said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  one  of  you  which 
eateth  with  nie  shall  betray  me.  And  they  be- 
gan to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  him,  one 
by  one,  Is  it  I  ?  And  another  said,  Is  it  I? 
And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  It  is  one 
of  the  twelve  that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish. 
The  Son  of  Man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written 
of  him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son 
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o(  Man  is  betrayed !  good  were  it  for  that  man 
if  he  had  never  been  born.  And  as  they  did 
eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  to  them,  anii  said,  Take,  eat :  this 
is  my  body.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when 
he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave  it  to  them :  and 
they  all  drank  of  it.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
This  is  my  blood  of  the  nei,*  testament,  which 
is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  iin- 
li!  that  day  that  I  di'ink  it  new  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  And  when  they  had  sune  an  hymn, 
they  went  out  into  the  Mount  of  Olives.  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  them.  All  ye  shall  be  offended 
because  of  me  this  night :  for  it  is  written,  I 
will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be 
scattered.  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go 
before  you  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  said  unto 
him.  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will 
not  I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Verily  I  say 
unto  thee,  that  this  day,  even  in  this  night,  be- 
fore the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shall  deny  me 
thrice.  But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently. 
If  I  should  die  with  thee,  I  wi!l  not  deny  thee 
in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  all. 
And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named 
Gethsemane :  and  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  Sit 
ye  here,  while  I  shall  pray.  And  he  taketh 
with  him  Peter  and  James  and  John,  and  began 
to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very  heavy  ;  and 
saith  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrow- 
ful unto  death :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch.  And 
he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  groimd, 
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am!  prayed  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour 
miglit  pass  from  him.  And  he  said,  Abba,  Fa- 
ther, all  things  are  possible  unto  thee;  take 
away  this  cup  from  me  :  nevertheless,  not  what 
I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt.  And  he  cometh, 
and  fmdeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  unto  Pe- 
ter, Simon,  sleepest  thou?  coddest  not  thou 
watch  one  hour  ?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye 
enter  into  temptation.  The  spirit  truly  is  ready, 
but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And  ^;ain  he  went 
away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same  words. 
And  when  he  returned,  he  found  them  asleep 
again ;  (for  their  eyes  were  heavy ;)  neither  wist 
they  what  to  answer  him.  And  he  cometh  the 
third  time,  and  saith  unto  them,  Sleep  on  now, 
and  take  your  rest :  it  is  enough,  the  hour  is 
come  ;  behold,  the  Son  of  Man'  is  betrayed  into 
the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise  up,  let  us  go ;  lo, 
he  that  betrayeth  me  is  at  hand.  And  imme- 
diately, while  he  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one 
of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great  multitude 
with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  and  the  e)ders.  And  he  that 
betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  saying, 
Whooasoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he ; 
take  him,  and  lead  him  away  safely.  And  as 
soot!  as  he  was  come,  he  goeth  straightway  to 
him,  and  saith.  Master,  Master ;  and  kissed 
him.  And  they  laid  their  hands  on  him,  and 
took  him.  And  one  of  them  that  stood  by 
drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of  the  high 
priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them.  Are  ye  come  oul 
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as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  with  staves, 
to  take  me  ?  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  tena- 
ple,  teaching,  and  ye  took  me  not :  but  the 
Scriptures  must  be  fulfilled.  And  they  all  for- 
sook him,  and  fled.  And  there  followed  him  a 
certain  young  man,  having  a  linen  cloth  cast 
about  his  naked  body  ;  and  the  young  men  laid 
hold  on  him.  And  he  left  the  Imen  cloth,  and 
fled  from  them  naked.  And  they  led  Jesus 
away  to  the  high  priest:  and  with  him  were 
assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders 
and  the  scribes.  And  Peter  followed  him  afar 
off,  even  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest ; 
and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and  warmeil  him- 
self at  the  fire.  And  the  chief  priests,  and  all 
the  council,  sought  for  witness  against  Jesus  to 
put  him  to  death ;  and  found  none.  For  many, 
bare  false  vritness  against  him,  but  their  witness 
agreed  not  together.  And  there  arose  certain, 
and  bare  false  witness  agamst  him,  saying,  We 
heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that 
is  made  with  hands,  and  within  three  days  I 
will  build  another  made  without  hands.  But 
neither  so  did  their  witness  agree  together. 
And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and 
asked  Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing '? 
what  is  it  which  these  witness  against  thee? 
But  he  held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing. 
Again  the  high  priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Bless- 
ed ?  And  Jesus  said,  I  am :  and  ye  shall  see 
the  Son  of  Man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of 
power,  and   coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 
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Then  the  high  priest  rent  hia  clothes,  and  saitli, 
What  need  we  any  further  witnesses?  ye  have 
heard  the  blasphemy :  what  think  ye  ?  And 
they  all  condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 
And  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover 
his  face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto 
him,  Prophesy.  And  the  servants  did  strike 
him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands.  And  as 
Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there  cometh 
one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ;  and  when 
she  saw  Peter  warming  himself,  she  looked 
upon  him,  and  said,  .4nd  thou  also  wast  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied,  saying,  I 
know  not,  neither  understand  I  what  thou  say- 
est.  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch ;  and  the 
cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and 
began  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by,  This  is  one 
of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  lit- 
tle after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter, 
Surely  thou  art  one  of  them ;  for  thou  art  a 
Galilean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But 
he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know 
not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak.  And  the 
second  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called 
to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny 
me  thrice.     And  when  he  thought  theieon,  he 
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tjueairag  before  (foster, 
poa  THE  EPISTLE.     Isa. !.  -1. 

'l^HE  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  ear,  and 
I  was  not  rebellious,  neither  turned  away 
back.  I  gave  my  back  to  the  smiters,  and  my 
cheeks  to  them  that  plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid 
not  my  face  from  shame  and  spitting.  For  the 
Lord  God  will  help  me ;  therefore  shall  I  not 
be  confounded :  therefore  have  I  set  my  face 
like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be 
ashamed.  He  is  near  that  justifietli  me ;  who 
will  contend  with  rae  ?  let  us  stand  together : 
who  is  mine  adversary  ?  let  him  come  near  to 
me.  Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  help  me ;  who 
is  he  that  shall  condemn  me?  Lo,  they  all 
shall  wax  old  as  a  garment ;  the  moth  shall  eat 
them  up.  Who  is  among  you  that  feareth  the 
Lord,  that  obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  servants, 
that  walketh  in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light? 
let  him  trust  in  the  Name  of  the  Loed,  and 
stay  upon  his  God.  Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle 
a  fire,  that  compass  yourselves  about  with 
sparks :  walk  in  the  light  of  your  fire,  and  in 
the  sparks  that  ye  have  kindled.  This  shall 
ye  have  of  mine  hand;  ye  shall  lie  down  in

A  ND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief 

priests  held  a  consultation  with  the  elders 

and  scribes,  and  the  whole  cnimcil,  and  bound 
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Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  oncl  delivered 
him  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  Artthrra 
the  Kintr  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answering  said 
unto  him,  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the  chief  priests 
accused  hira  of  many  things ;  but  he  answered 
nothing.  And  Pilate  askod  him  again,  saying, 
Answeresl  thou  nothing?  behold  how  many 
things  they  witness  against  thee.  But  Jesus 
yet  answered  nothing;  so  that  Pilate  mar- 
velled. Now  at  that  feast  he  released  unto 
them  one  prisoner,  whomsoever  they  desired. 
And  there  was  one  named  Barahbas,  which  lay 
liound  with  them  that  had  made  insurrection 
with  him,  who  had  committed  murder  in  the 
insurrection.  And  the  multitude  crying  aloud 
began  to  desire  him  to  do  as  he  had  ever  done 
unto  them.  But  Pilate  answered  them,  saymg. 
Will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  the  King  of 
the  Jews  ?  (For  he  knew  that  the  chief  pnests 
had  delivered  him  for  envy.)  But  the  chief 
priests  moved  the  people,  that  he  should  rather 
release  Barahbas  unto  them.  And  Pilate  an- 
swered and  said  again  unto  them,  What  will 
ye  then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye 
call  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  they  cried 
out  again,  Crucify  him!  Then  Pilate  said 
unto  them,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 
And  they  cried  out  the  more  exceedingly,  Cru- 
cify him!  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  content 
the  people,  released  Barahbas  unto  them,  and 
delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged  him,  to 
be  crucified.  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away 
uito  the  hall,  called  Prjetorium ;  and  they  callea 
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together  the  whole  band.  And  they  clothed 
him  with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns, 
and  put  it  about  his  head,  and  began  to  salute 
him,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  And  they  smote 
him  on  the  bead  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon 
him,  and  bowing  their  knees,  worshipped  him. 
And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off 
the  purple  frona  him,  and  put  his  own  clothes 
on  hira,  and  ied  him  out  to  cnidfy  him.  And 
they  compel  one  Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed 
by,  coming  out  of  the  country,  the  father  of 
Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross.  And 
they  bring  him  unto  the  place  Golgotha,  which 
is,  being  interpreted.  The  place  of  a  skull. 
And  tbey  gave  him  to  drink  wine  mingled  with 
myrrh ;  but  he  received  it  not.  And  when  they 
had  crucified  him,  they,  parted  his  garments, 
casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man  should 
take.  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they 
crucified  him.  And  the  superscription  of  his 
accusation  was  written  over,  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS.  And  with  him  they  crucify 
two  thieves;  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and 
the  other  on  his  left.  And  the  Scripture  was 
fulfilled,  which  saith,  And  he  was  numbered 
with  the  transgressors.  And  they  that  passed 
by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  heads,  and 
saying.  Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  temple, 
and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself,  and 
come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise  also  the 
chief  priests  mocking  said  among  themselves 
with  the  scribes.  He  saved  others;  himself  he 
cannot  save.     Let  Christ  the  King  of  Israel 
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descend  now  from  the  cross,  *Jiat  we  may  see 
and  believe.  And  they  that  were  cruciiied 
with  him  reviled  him.  And  when  the  sixth 
hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness  over  the 
whole  land  mitil  the  ninth  hour.  And  at  the 
ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  say- 
ing, Eloi  I  Eloi :  lama  sabachthnni  ?  which  is, 
being  interpreted.  My  God !  my  God !  wliy 
hast  thou  forsaken  me?  And  some  of  them 
that  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it,  said,  BehoW, 
h(  calleth  Elias.  And  one  ran  and  filled  a 
sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed, 
and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying.  Let  alone  ;  let 
us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  take  hiai 
down.  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost.  And  the  vail  of  the  tem- 
pie  was  rent  in  twain,  from  the  top  to  the  bot- 
tom. And  when  the  centurion,  which  stood 
over  against  him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  out,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said.  Truly,  this  man  was 
the  Son  of  God. 


tDebnesbiip  before  ffinster. 
THE  EPISTLE.  Heb.  ix,  16, 
TT/'HERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of 
necessity  be  the  death  of  the  testator. 
For  a  testament  is  of  force  after  men  are  dead  ; 
otherwise  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  whilst  the 
testator  liveth.  Whereupon  neither  the  first 
testament  was  dedicated  without  blood.  For 
when  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all 
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the  people  according  to  the  Law,  he  took  the 
blov  d  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and 
scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both 
the  Dook  and  all  the  people,  saying,  This  is  the 
blood  of  the  testament  which  God  hath  enjoined 
unto  you.  Moreover,  he  sprinkled  likewise 
with  blood  both  the  tabernacle,  and  ail  the  ves- 
sels of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all  things  are 
by  the  Law  purged  with  blood ;  and  without 
shedding  of  "blood  is  no  remission.  It  was 
therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns  of  things 
in  the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these ; 
but  the  heavenly  things  themselves  with  better 
sacrifices  than  these.  For  Christ  is  not  entered 
into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands,  which 
are  the  figures  of  the  true ;  but  into  heaven 
itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God 
for  us.  Nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself 
often  as  the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  Holy 
Place  every  year  with  blood  of  others;  (for 
then  must  he  often  have  suffered  since  the 
foundation  of  the  world ;)  but  now  once  in  the 
end  of  the  world  hath  he  appeared  to  put  away 
sm  b>  t!ie  sacrifice  of  himself.  And  as  it  is 
appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this 
the  judgment:  so  Christ  was  once  offered  to 
bear  the  sms  of  many;  and  unto  them  that 
look  for  him  shall  he  appear  the  second  time 
without  sin  unto  salvation.

"WOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew 
nigh,  which  is  called  the  Passover.     And

the  chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  kill  him;  for  they  feared  the  people- 
Then  entered  Satan  into  Judas  surnamed  Is- 
cariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve.  And 
he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with  the  chief 
priests  and  captains,  how  be  might  betray  him 
unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and  cove- 
nanted to  gii  e  him  money.  And  he  promised, 
and  sought  opportunity  to  betray  him  mito  them 
in  the  absence  of  the  multitude.  Then  came 
the  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the  pass- 
over  must  be  killed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and 
John,  saying,  Go  and  prepare  us  the  passover, 
that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare?  And  he 
said  unto  them.  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered 
into  the  city,  there  shall  a  man  meet  you,  bear- 
ing a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him  into  the 
house  where  he  eotereth  in.  And  ye  shall  say 
unto  the  good  man  of  the  house.  The  Master 
saith  unto. thee.  Where  is  the  guest-chamber, 
where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  ray  disci- 
pies?  And  he  shall  show  you  a  large  upper 
room  furnished  ;  there  make  ready.  And  they 
went,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them ; 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And  when 
the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down,  and  the  twelve 
apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this  passover 
with  you  before  I  suffer.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  imtil  it  be  ful- 
filled in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  And  he  took 
the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said,  Take  this, 
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and  divide  it  among  yoursulves.  For  I  say 
unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  the  Kingdom  of  God  shall  come. 
And  he  took  bread  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  unto  them,  saying,  This  is  my 
body  which  is  given  for  you;  this  do  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  Likewise  also  the  cup 
after  supper,  saymg,  This  cup  is  the  new  tes- 
tament in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 
But  behold,  die  hand  of  him  that  betrajeth  me 
b  with  me  on  the  table.  And  truly  the  Son 
of  Man  goeth  as  it  was  determined ;  but  wo 
unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayei!  !  And 
they  began  to  inquire  among  themselves,  which 
of  them  it  was  tliat  should  do  this  thing.  And 
there  was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest.  And 
he  said  unto  them.  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles 
exercise  lordship  over  them ;  and  they  that  ex- 
ercise authority  upon  them  are  called  benefac- 
tors. But  ye  shall  not  be  so:  but  he  that  is 
greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the  younger ; 
and  he  that  b  chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.  Tor 
whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or 
he  that  serveth  ?  Is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat  ? 
Bu'  I  am  among  you  as  he  that  serveth.  Ye 
are  they,  which  have  continued  with  me  in  my 
temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  king- 
dom, as  my  Father  hath  appointed  unto  me ; 
that  ye  maj  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my 
kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve 
tribes  of  Israel.  And  the  Lord  said,  Simon, 
Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you 
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that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat :  but  I  hiive 
|jrayetl  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not;  and 
when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  bre- 
thren. And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  X  am 
ready  to  go  with  thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to 
death.  And  he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the 
cock  shall  not  crow  this  day,  before  that  thou 
shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent  you  without 
purse,  and  scrip,  an<l  shoes,  lacked  ye  any 
thing?  And  they  said.  Nothing.  Then  said 
he  unto  them.  But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse, 
let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip ;  and  he 
that  ha.th  no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment, 
and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  this 
that  is  written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in  me. 
And  he  was  reckoned  among  the  transgressors: 
for  the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end. 
And  they  said.  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two 
swords.  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  enough. 
And  he  came  oat,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont, 
to  the  Mount  of  Olives ;  and  his  disciples  also 
followed  him.  And  when  he  was  at  the  place, 
he  said  unto  them,  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation.  And  he  was  withdrawn  frojn  them 
about  a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed,  saying.  Father,  if  thou  be  wiljing,  re- 
move this  cup  from  me :  nevertheless,  not  my 
will,  buc  thine,  be  done.  And  there  appeared 
un  angel  unto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening 
him.  And  being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more 
earnestly ;  and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great 
drops  of  blood    falling  down    to  the  ground. 
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Ami  wlien  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  anil  was 
come  to  hb  disciples,  he  found  them  skepinu 
for  sorrow,  and  said  unto  them.  Why  sleep  ye  ? 
rise  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation. 
And  while  he  yet  spake,  behoM  a  multitude, 
and  he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  before  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to 
kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas, 
betrayest  thou  the  Son  of  Man  with  a  kiss  ? 
When  they  which  were  about  him  saw  what 
would  follow,  they  said  unto  hira.  Lord,  shall 
we  smite  with  the  sword  ?  and  one  of  them 
smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  cut 
off  his  right  ear.

but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  dark- 
ness.

And  Peter  went  out,  and 
wept  bitterly.  And  the  men  that  held  Jesus 
mocked  him,  and  smote  him.  And  M'hen  they 
had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on  the 
face,  and  asked  him,  saying,- Prophesy,  who  is 
it  that  smote  thee?  And  many  other  things 
blasphemously  spake  they  against  him.  And 
as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people, 
and  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes  came 
together,  and  led  him  into  their  council,  saying. 
Art  thou  the  Christ?  tell  us.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe : 
and  if  I  also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer  me, 
nor  let  me  go.  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  Man 
sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God. 
Then  said  they  all,  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of 
fiod  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say,  that  1 
am.  And  they  said.  What  need  we  any  fur- 
ther witness?  for  we  oui*selves  have  heard  of 
his  own  mouth. 
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THE   EPISTLE.      1  CoT.  xi.  17. 

IN  this  that  I  declare  untu  you,  I  praise  yo\i 
not,  that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  better, 
but  for  the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when  ye 
come  together  in  the  church,  I  hear  that  there 
be  divisions  among  you ;  and  I  partly  believe 
it.  Fof  there  must  be  also  heresies  among 
yoti,  that  they  which  are  approved  may  be 
made  manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come 
together  therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to 
eat  the  Lord's  Supper,  For  in  eating  every 
one  taketh  before  other  his  own  supper ;  and 
one  is  hungry,  and  another  is  ftrunken.  What  I 
have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in  ?  or 
despise  ye  the  church  of  Gorl,  and  shame  them 
that  have  not  ?  What  shall  I  say  to  you  ?  shall 
I  pr^e  jou  in  this?  I  praise  you  not.  For 
I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I 
delivered  unto  you,  That  the  Lord  .lesus,  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took 
bread :  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you ;  this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me.  After  the  same  manner  also  he 
took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying. 
This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood : 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance 
of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and 
drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death 
till  he  come.     Wherefore,  whosoever  shall  eat 
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this  brtad,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord,  un- 
worthily, shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood 
of  the  Lord.  But  let  a  man  examine  himself, 
and  so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of 
that  cup.  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  un- 
worthily, eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  him- 
self, not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.  For  this 
cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you 
and  many  sleep.  For  if  we  would  judge  our- 
selves, we  should  not  be  judged.  But  when 
■we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  should  not  be  condemned  with  the 
world.  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  when  ye 
come  tc^ther  to  eat,  tarry  one  for  another, 
And  if  any  man  hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home  ; 
that  ye  come  not  together  unto  condemnation. 
And  the  rest  will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Luke  xxiii.  1. 
T^HE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led 
him  unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to  ac- 
cuse him,  saying.  We  found  this  fellow  per- 
verting the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute 
to  Ctesar,  saying  that  he  himself  is  Christ  a 
king.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou 
the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answered  him, 
and  said.  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  to 
the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people,  I  find  no 
fault  in  this  man.  And  they  were  the  more 
fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teach- 
ing throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from  Gahlee 
to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee, 
he  asked  whether   the  man  were  a  Galilean. 
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And  -IS  soon  as  lie  knew  that  he  belonged  unto 
Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  Herod,  who 
himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 
And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding 
glad  :  for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long 
season,  because  he  had  heard  many  things  of 
him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with  hur, 
m  many  words ;  but  he  answered  him  nothing. 
And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and 
vehemently  accused  him.  And  Herod  with 
his  men  of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mocked 
him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and 
sent  him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day 
Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends  together ; 
for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between  them- 
selves. And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  to- 
gether the  chief  priests,  and  the  rulers,  and  the 
people,  said  unto  them.  Ye  have  brought  this 
man  unto  me,  as  one  that  perverteth  the  peo- 
ple :  and  behold,  I,  having  examined  him  be- 
fore YOU,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man, 
touchmg  those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him. 
No,  nor  yet  Herod :  for  I  sent  you  to  liira ; 
and  lo,  nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done  unto 
him.  I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  release 
him.  (For  of  necessity  he  must  release  one 
unto  them  at  the  feast.)  And  they  cried  out 
all  at  once,  saying.  Away  with  this  man,  and 
release  unto  us  Barabbas :  (who  for  a  certain 
sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was 
cast  into  prison  :)  Pilate  therefore,  willing  to 
release  Jesus,  spake  again  to  them.     But  they 
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orieil,  siiying,  Crucily  him !  crudfy  him !  Ami 
he  said  unto  them  the  third  time,  Why,  what 
evil  hath  he  done  ?  I  have  found  no  cause  of 
death  in  him:  1  will  therefore  chastise  him, 
and  let  him  go.  And  they  were  instant  with 
ioud  voices,  requiring  that  he  might  be  cruci- 
fied :  and  the  voices  of  them,  and  of  the  chief 
priests  prevailed.  And  Pilate  gave  sentencf 
that  it  should  be  as  they  required.  And  he 
released  unto  Ihem  him  that  for  sedition  and 
murder  was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had 
desired  ;  but  he  deUvered  Jesus  to  their  will. 
And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon 
one  Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the  coun- 
try, and  on  him  they,  laid  the  cross,  that  he 
ought  bear  it  after  Jesus.  And  there  followed 
him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of  women, 
which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  him.  But 
Jesus  turning  unto  them,  said.  Daughters  of  Je- 
rusalem, weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  your- 
selves, and  for  your  children.  For  behold,  the 
days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall  sny, 
Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that 
never  bare,  and  the  paps  which  never  gave 
suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the 
mountains.  Fall  on  us  !  and  to  the  hills,  Cover 
us  I  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a  green 
tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ?  And  there 
■were  also  two  others,  malefactors,  led  with  hicQ 
to  be  put  to  death.  And  when  they  were  come 
to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvary,  tliere  they 
crucified  him,  and  the  malefactors ;  one  on  the 
ri^ht  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.     Theu 
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said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them ;  for  they 
Itnow  not  what  they  do.  And  they  parted  hia 
raiment,  and  cast  lots,  And  the  people  stooiJ 
beholding.  And  the  rulers  also  with  them  de- 
rided him,  saying,  He  saved  others;  let  him 
save  himself,  if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of 
God.  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him, 
coming  to  him,  and  offering  him  vinegar,  and 
saying.  If  thou  be  the  King  of  the  Jews,  save 
thyself.  And  a  superscription  also  was  written 
over  him,  in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and 
Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS.  And  one  of  the  malefactors  which 
were  hanged  railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thon  be 
Christ,  save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other 
answering,  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not  thou 
feat  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condem- 
nation ?  And  we  indeed  justly ;  for  we  receive 
the  due  reward  of  our  deeds :  but  this,  rrian 
hath  done  nothing  amiss.  And  he  said  unto 
Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou,  comest 
into  thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day  shall  thou  he 
with  me  in  Paradise,  And  it  was  about  the 
sixth  hour,  and  there  was  a  darkness  over  all 
the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  the  sun 
was  darkened,  and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  had  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father,  into  thy 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit :  and  having  said 
thus,  be  gave  up  the  ghost.  Now  when  the 
centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God, 
saying.  Certainly   this  was  a   righteous   man. 
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Am]  all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that 
sightj  beholding  the  things  whidi  were  done, 
smote  their  breasts  and  returned.  And  all  his 
acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  ibilowed  him 
from  Galilee,  stood  afar  otF,  heholding  these 
things.

through  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

r\  MERCIFUL  God,  who  hast  made  all 
men,  and  hatest  nothmg  that  thou  hast 
made,  nor  desirest  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but 
rather  that  he  should  be  converted  and  live ; 
Have  mercy  upon  all  Jews,  Turks,  Infidels, 
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nnd  Heretics;  and  take  from  them  al]  igno- 
rance, hardness  of  heart,  and  contempt  of  thy 
Word ;  and  so  fetch  them  home,  blessed  Lord, 
to  thy  flock,  that  they  may  be  saved  among 
the  remnant  of  the  true  Israehtes,  and  be  made 
one  fold  under  one  shepherd,  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and 
the  Holy  Spirit,  one  God,  world  without  end. 

THE   EPISTLE.       Heb.  X.  1. 

'pHE  Law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things 
to  come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the 
things,  can  never,  with  those  sacrifices  which 
they  offered  year  by  year  continually,  make  the 
comers  thereunto  perfect.  For  then  would 
they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered?  because 
that  the  worshippers  once  purged  should  have 
had  no  more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those 
sacrifices  there  is  a  remembrance  again  made 
of  sins  every  year.  For  it  is  not  possible  that 
the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats  should  take 
away  sins.  Wherefore,  when  He  coraeth  into 
the  world,  he  saith,  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou 
wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared 
me:  in  burnt-offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin 
thou  hast  had  no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo, 
I  come  (in  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written 
of  me)  to  do  thy  will,  O  God.  Above,  when 
he  said.  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt-offer- 
ings and  offering,  for  sin  thou  wouldest  not, 
neither  hadst  pleasure  therein ;  which  are  offer- 
ed by  the  Law ;  then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to 
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do  thy  will,  O  God,  He  taketh  away  the  first, 
thai  he  may  establish  the  second.  By  the 
which  will  we  are  sanctified,  through  the  off"er- 
ing  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all. 
Atid  every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering  and 
offering  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices,  which 
can  never  take  away  sins :  but  this  Man,  after 
he  had  offered  (me  sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever, 
sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  from 
henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be  made 
his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering  he  hat}) 
perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctifittl. 
Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  (is : 
for  after  that  he  had  said  before,  This'  is  the 
tovenant  that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those 
days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  wilt  put  my  laws  into 
their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I  write 
them ;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I  re- 
member no  more.  Now  where  remission  Of 
these  is,  there  is  no  more  -offering  for  sin. 
Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new 
and  living  way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for 
us,  through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh ; 
and  having  an  High  Priest  over  the  house  of 
God ;  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in 
full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprin- 
kled from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies 
washed  with  pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the 
profession  of  onr  faith  without  wavering ;  (for 
He  is  faithful  that  promised  ;)  and  let  us  con- 
sider one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and  to 
^<)(h!  works:  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of 
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ourselves  tc^ether,  as  the  mantiei'  of  some  is; 
but  exhorting  one  another:  and  so  much  the 
more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

THE  Gospci..  St.  John  six.  1. 
"DILATE  therefore  took  Jewis,  and  scourged 
him.  And  the  soldiers  plattetl  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on 
him  a  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews!  and  they  smote  him  with  their  hands. 
Pilate  therefore  went  forthagain,  and  saith  unto 
tiiem,  Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  je 
may  know  that  I  iind  no  fault  in  him.  Then 
came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns, 
and  the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  said  unto 
themi  Behold  the  man !  When  the  chief  priests 
therefore  and  officers  ■  saw  him,  they  cried  out, 
saying,  Crucify  him !  crucify  him  I  Pilate 
saith-  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify 
him';  for  I  find  no  fault  in  hi;:i.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law 
he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the 
Son  of  God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard 
that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid :  and  went 
again  mto  the  judgment-hall,  and  saith  unto 
Jesus,  Whence  art  thmi?  But  Jesus  gave 
him  no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  hmi, 
Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowest  thou  not 
that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee*  and  have 
power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  answered,  Thou 
couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me,  ex- 
cept it  were  given  thee  from  above  ;  therefore 
he  lliat  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater 
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sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  tp 
release  him:  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying, 
If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar  s 
frienti :  whosoevei;  maketh  himself  a  king, 
speaketh  against  Ctesar.  When  Pilate  there- 
fore heard  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth, 
and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat,  in  a  place 
that  is  called  the  PavemcDt,  but  in  the  Hebrew, 
Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the 
Passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour:  and  he 
saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold  your  King  I  But 
they  cried  out.  Away  with  him  I  away  with 
him  I  crucify  him  I  Pilate  saith  unto  them. 
Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The  chief  priests 
answered.  We  have  no  king  hut  Cjesar.  Then 
delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be 
crucified.  And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him 
away.  And  he  bearing  his  cross  Went  forth 
into  a  place  called  the  place  of  a  skull,  which 
is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  Golgotha ;  where  they 
crucified  him,  and  two  others  with  him,  on 
either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  th(  midst.  And 
Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  il  on  the  cross. 
And  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZA- 
RETH, THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 
This  title  then  read  many  of  the  Jews  :  for  the 
place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to 
the  city ;  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and 
Greek,  and- Latin.  Then  said  the  cliief  priests 
of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of 
the  Jews ;  but  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the 
Jews.  Pilate  answered.  What  I  have  written, 
I  have  written.     Then  the  soldiers,  when  they 
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harf  crucified  Jesus,  took  his  garments,  and 
made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ;  and 
also  his  coat :  now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said 
therefore  among  themselves.  Let  us  not  rend 
it,  but  cast  lots  for  it  whose  it  shall  be :  that 
the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith, 
They  parted  my  raiment  among  them,  and  for 
my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These  things 
therrfore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there  stood  by 
the  cross  of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  mother  s 
sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mar^ 
Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his 
mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  by,  wliom  he 
loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman,  be- 
liold  thy  son !  Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple. 
Behold  thy  mother !  And  from  that  hour  that 
dimple  took  her  unto  his  own  home.  After 
this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  ac- 
complished, that  l£e  Scripture  might  be  fulfil- 
led, snith,I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vesse! 
full  of  vinegar :  and  they  filled  a  sponge  with 
vinegar,  an3  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to 
his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received 
the  vinegar,  he  said.  It  is  finished;  and  he 
bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  The 
Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation, 
tliat  the  bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the 
cross  on  the  sabbath-day,  (for  that  sabbath-day 
was  an  high  day,)  besought  Pilate  that  their 
legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they  might  be 
taken  away.  Then  cnme  the  soldiers,  and 
brake  the  legs  of  the  firsl,  and  of  the  other 
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■which  was  crucified  with  him.  But  when  they 
Came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  wtis  dead  al- 
ready, they  brake  not  his  lea;s :  but  one  of  the 
soldiers  with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forth- 
with came  thereout  blood  and  water.  And  he 
that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true : 
and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye 
might  believe.  For  these  things  were  done, 
that  the  Scripture  should  be  fulfilled,  A  bone 
of  him  shall  not  he  broken:  And  again  another 
Scripture  saith.  They  shall  look  on  him  whom 
Ihey  pierced. 


(^RANT,  O  Lord,  that  as  we  are  baWiiied 
^^  into  the  death  of  thy  blessed  Son  o«r  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ,  so  by  continual  mortitying 
our  corrupt  affections  we  may  be  buried  with 
him ;  and  that  through  the  erave,  and  gate  of 
death,  we  may  pass  to  our  joyful  resurrection ; 
for  his  merits,  who  died,  and  was  buried,  and 
rose  again  for  us,  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

THE  EPISTLE,     i  St.  Pel.  iii.  17. 

'T  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye 
"  suffer  for  well-doing,  than  for  evil-doing. 
For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the 
just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to 
God,  being  put  to  death  m  the  llesh,  but  qiiick- 
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ened  by  the  Spirit :  by  which  aiso  he  went  and 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison ;  wliicli 
sometime  were  disobedient,  when  once  the 
long-suffering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of 
Koab,  while  the  arlt  was  a  preparing ;  wherein 
few,  that  is,  eight  souls  were  saved  by  water. 
The  like  figure  whereimto,  even  baptism,  doth 
also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the 
filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  con- 
science towards  God,)  by  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus  Christ:  who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is 
on  the  right  hand  of  God ;  angels,  and  authori- 
ties, and  powers  being  made  subject  unto  hitn. 

THE  GOSPEL.     St.  Matt,  xxvii.  57. 

^HEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a 
rich  man  of  Arimathea,  named  Joseph, 
who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disdple ;  he  went 
to-  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesua.  Then 
Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered. 
And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he 
wrapped  it  in  a  dean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it 
m  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out 
in  the  rock ;  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the 
door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed.  And 
there  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other 
Mary,  atting  over  against  the  sepulchre.  Now 
the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the  pre- 
paration, the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came 
together  unto  Pilate,  saying.  Sir,  we  remember 
that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  ahve, 
After  three  days  I  will  rise  again,  Command 
therefore  that  ihti  sepulchre  be  made  sure  until 
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the  third  day,  lest  his  dfeciples  come  by  night, 
and  steal  him  away,  and  say  mito  the  people. 
He  is  risen  from  the  dead :  so  the  last  error 
shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto 
them,  Ye  have  a  watch :  go  your  way,  make 
it  as  sure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went  and  made 
the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and  set- 
ting a  watch.

COR  THE  EPISTLE.        Acts  X.  34. 

DETER  opened  his  mouth,  and  said.  Of  a 
truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of 
persons;  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth 
hira,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted 
with  him.  The  Word  which  God  sent  unto 
the  chil<iren  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Je- 
^us  Christ,  (he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  Word,  I 
say,  ye  know,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  bemn  from  Galilee,  after  the 
baptism  which  John  preached ;  how  '  God 
anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  with  power :  who  went  about  doing 
good,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of 
the  devil ;  for  God  was  with  him.  And  we 
are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he  did  both 
in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem ; 
whom  they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree.  Him 
God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  showed  him 
openly ;  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  wit- 
nesses chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  ms,  who 
did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  rose  from 
the  dead.

And  the  one  of 
them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering 
said  unto  him,  Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Je- 
rusalem, and  hast  not  known  the  things  which 
are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days?  And 
he  said  unto  them,  What  things  ?  And  they 
said  unto  him.  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word 
before  God,  and  all  the  people;  and  how  the 
chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him  to  be 
condemned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him. 
But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  which 
would  have  redeemed  Israel :  and  beside  all 
this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of 
our  company  made  us  astonished,  which  were 
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early  at  the  sepulchre ;  and  when  they  found 
not  his  body,  they  came,  saying,  that  they  had 
also  seen  a  yision  of  angels,  which  said  that  he 
was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were 
with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it 
even  so  as  the  women  had  said ;  but  him  they 
saw  not.  Then  he  sai<!  unto  them,  O  fools, 
and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  Pro- 
phets have  spoken!  Ought  not  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  his 
glory  ?

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tliat  the  promise  which  was  made  unto  the 
fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us 
their  children,  in  that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesua 
again ;  as  it  is  also  written  in  the  second  Psalm, 
Ihou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten 
thee.  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him 
up  from  the  dead,  now  no  more  to  return  to 
corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I  will  give  you 
the  sure  mercies  of  David.

And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow, 
but  will  flee  from  him ;  for  they  know  not  the 
I'oice.  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus 
unto  them,;  but  they  understood  not  what 
things  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them. 
Tiien  said  Jesus  unto  them  again.  Verily,  veri- 
ly, I  say  imto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 
All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and 
robbers;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I 
am  the  door ;  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find 
pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  hut  for  to  steal, 
and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy;  I  am  come  that 
they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have 
it  more  abundantly.

Come  up  hither, 
and  1  will  show  thee  things  which  must  be 
hereafter.

Arnt  before  the 
throne  there  was  a  sea  of  glass  hkt  unto  crys- 
tal ;  and  in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round 
about  the  throne,  were  four  beasts  full  of  eyes 
before  and  behind.  And  the  first  beast  was 
like  a  lion,  and  the  second  beast  like  a  calf,  and 
the  third  beast  had  a  face  as  a  man,  and  the 
fourth  beast  was  like  a  flying  eagle.  And  the 
four  beasts  had  each  of  them  ax  wings  about 
bim ;  and  they  were  full  of  eyes  within ;  and 
they  rest  not  day  and  night,  saying.  Holy,  holy, 
holy,  Lord  God  Almighty,  which  was,  and  is, 
and  is  to  come.  And  when  those  beasts  give 
glory,  and  honour,  and  thanks  to  Him  that  sat 
on  the  throne,  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  the 
four  and  twenty  eiders  fall  down  before  Him 
that  sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship  Him  that 
liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  cast  their  crowns 
before  the  throne,  saying,  Thou  art  worthy,  0 
Lord,  to  receive  glory,  and  honour,  and  power ; 
for  thou  hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy 
pleasure  they  are,  and  were  created. 

THE  GOSPEL.     St.  John  iii,  1. 

'T'HERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named 
Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews.  The  same 
came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  hin>, 
Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come 
from  God  ;  for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles 
that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Je- 
sus answered  and  said  unto  him.  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  again, 
he  cannot  see  the  Kingdom  of  Gotl.     Nicodc- 
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mus  saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be  bom 
when  iie  is  old  ?  can  he  enter  the  Second  time 
into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born  ?  Jesus 
answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Ex- 
cept a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and 
tliat  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Mar- 
vel not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  bom 
again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth, 
and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof;  but  canst 
not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  go- 
elh  :  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
Nicod emus  answered  and  said  unto  bim.  How 
can  these  things  be  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said 
imto  him,  Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and 
knowest  not  these  things  ?  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee,  we  speak  that  we  do  know, 
and  testify  that  we  have  seen;  and  ye  receive 
not  our  witness.  If  I  have  told  you  earthly 
things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how  shall  ye  believe, 
if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ?  And  no  man 
hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he  that  came 
down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  Man  which 
is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  ser- 
pent in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son 
of  Man  be  lifted  up ;  that  whosoever  believeth 
in  hiiQ  should  not  perish,  but  have  eterniil 
liie.

THE  EPISTLE.  1  St.  John  iv.  7. 
T3EL0VED,  let  us  love  one  another;  for 
love  is  of  God,  and  every  one  that  loveth 
is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth  God.  He  liiat 
loveth  not  knoweth  not  God ;  for  God  is  love. 
In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  toward 
us,  because  that  God  sent  his  only -begotten. 
Son  into  the  world,  that  we  might' live  through 
hi«!.  Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God, 
but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  be 
the  propitiation  for  our  sins.  Beloved,  if  God 
so  loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one  another. 
No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time.  If  we 
love  one  another,  God  dwelleth  b  us,  and  his 
love  h  perfected  in  us.  Hereby  know  we  that 
we  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us;  because  he 
hath  given  us  of  his  Spirit,  And  we  have  seen 
and  do  testify  that  the  father  sent  the  Son  to 
be  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  Whosoever  shall 
i;onfess   thfit  Jesus  is  the  Son   of  God,  God 
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(Iwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  God.  And  we  have 
known  and  believed  the  love  that  God  hath  to 
us.  God  is  love  ;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love 
dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him.  Herein  is 
our  love  made  perfect,  that  we  may  have  bold- 
ness in  the  day  of  judgment ;  because  as  he  is, 
so  are  we  in  this  world.  There  is  no  fear  in 
love ;  but  perfect  love  casteth  out  fear :  be- 
cause fear  hath  torment.  He  that  feareth  is 
not  made  perfect  in  love.  We  love  him,  be- 
cause he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say,  I  love 
God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar :  for 
he  that  loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he  hath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not 
seen?  And  this  commandment  have  we  from 
him,  That  he  who  loveth  God  love  his  brother 
also. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Luke  xvi.  19. 
'TWERE  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was 
clothed  in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  fared 
sumptuously  every  day.  And  there  was  a  cer- 
tain beggar  named  Lazarus,  which  was  laid  at 
his  gate,  full  of  sores,  and  desiring  to  be  fed 
with  the  crumbs  which  iell  from  the  rich  man's 
table :  moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked  his 
sores.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beggar 
died,  and  was  carried  by  the  angels  into  Abra- 
ham's bosom.  The  rich  man  also  died,  and 
was  buried ;  and  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
being  in  torments,  and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off, 
and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and 
said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and 
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send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his 
linger  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue ;  for  I  am 
tonnented  in  this  flame.  But  Abraham  said, 
Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  lifetime  re- 
ceivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus 
evil  things ;  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou 
art  tormeoted.  ■  And  beside  all  this,  betweer 
us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed :  so  that 
they  wfich  would  pass  from  hence  to  you  can- 
not ;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would 
come  from  thence.  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee 
therefore,  father,  that  thou  wouldest  send  him 
to  my  father's  house :  for  I  have  five  brethren ; 
that  he  may  testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also 
come  into  this  place  of  torment.  Abraham 
saith  unto  him.  They  have  Moses  and  the  Pro- 
phets ;  let  them  hear  them.  And  he  said,  Nay, 
father  Abraham ;  but  if  one  went  unto  them 
from  the  dead,  they  will  repent,  And  he  said 
unto  him,  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  Pro- 
phets, neither  will  they  be  persuaded  though 
one  rose  from  the  dead.

jV/TARVEL  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  worM 
hate  you.  We  know  that  we  have  passed 
from  death  unto  hfe,  because  we  !ove  the  breth- 
ren. He  that  loveth  not  his  brother  abidetli  iu 
death.  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is  a  mur- 
derer :  and  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath 
eternal  hfe  abiding  in  him.  Hereby  perceive 
we  the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid  down  his 
life  for  us:  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our 
lives  for  the  brethren.

THE  EPISTLE.  Rom.  viii.  18. 
T  RECKON  that  the  sufferings  of  this  pres- 
ent time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared 
with  the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us. 
For  the  earnest  expectation  of  the  creature 
waitelh  for  the  manifestation  of  the  sons  of 
God.  For  the  creature  was  made  subject  to 
vanity,  not  willingly,  but  by  reason  of  Him 
who  hath  subjected  the  same,  in  hope;  because 
the  creature  itself  also  shall  be  delivered  from 
the  bondage  of  corruption  into  the  glorious 
liberty  of  the  children  of  God.  For  we  know 
that  the  whole  creation  groaneth  and  travaileth 
in  pain  together  until  now.  And  not  only  they, 
but  ourselves  also,  which  have  the  first-fruits 
of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan  within 
ourselves,  waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  wit,  the 
redemption  of  our  body. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Luke  vi.  36. 
"DE  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also 
is  merciful.-  Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not 
be  judged :  condemn  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be 
condemned :  forgive,  and  ye  shall  be  forgiven : 
give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ;  good 
measure,  pressed  down,  and  shaken  together, 
and  running  over,  shall  men  give  into  your 
bosom.  For  with  the  same  measure  that  ye 
mete  witha!  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 
And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  Can  the 
blind  lead  the  blind  ?  shall  they  not  both  fall 
into  the  ditch?     The  disciple  is  not  above  his 
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master;  but  every  one  that  is  perfect  shall  be 
as  his  master.  And  why  beholdest  thou  the 
mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  «ye,  but  perceivest 
not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Either 
how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Brother,  let 
me  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when 
thou  thyself  beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in 
thine  own  eye?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first 
the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt 
thou  see  clearly  to  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in 
thy  brother's  eye.

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Luke  v.  1. 
TT  came  to  pass,  that,  as  the  people  pressed 
upon  him  to  hear  the  Word  of  God,  he  stood 
by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret,  and  saw  two  ships 
standing  by  the  iake ;  but  the  fishermen  were 
gone  out  of  them,  and  were  washing  their  nets. 
And  he  entered  into  one  of  the  ships,  which 
was  Simon's,  and  prayed  him  that  he  would 
thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land.  And  he  sat 
down,  and  taught  the  people  out  of  the  ship. 
Now,  when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto 
Simon,  Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down 
your  nets  for  a  draught.  And  Simon  answer- 
ing said  unto  him,  Master,  we  have  toiled  all 
the  night,  and  have  taken  nothing ;  neverthe- 
less at  thy  word  I  will  let  down  the  net.  And 
when  they  had  this  done,  they  enclosed  a  great 
multitude  of  fishes ;  and  their  net  brake.  And 
they  beckoned  unto  their  partners,  which  were 
in  the  other  ship,  that  they  should  come  and 
help  them.  And  they  came,  and  filled  both 
the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink.  When 
Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he   fell  down  at  Jesus' 
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knees,  saying,  Depart  from  me ;  for  I  am  a 
anful  man,  O  Lord  I  For  he  was  astonished, 
and  ail  that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught  of 
the  fishes  wbich  they  had  taken ;  and  so  was 
also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee, 
which  were  partners  with  Simon.  And  Jesua 
said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not;  from  henceforth 
thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they  had 
brought  their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook  all, 
and  followed  him.

T7"N0W  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were 
baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized 
into  his  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
hira  by  baptism  into  death ;  that  like  as  Christ 
was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of 
the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in 
newness  of  hfe.  For  if  we  have  been  planted 
together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall 
be  also  in   the   likeness  of  his  resurrecdon : 
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knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  mn  might  be  de- 
stroyed, that  henceforth  we  should  not  serve 
sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin. 
Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe 
that  we  shall  also  live  with  him :  knowing  that 
Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no 
more ;  death  hath  no  more  dominion  over  him. 
For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once ;  but 
in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God.  Like- 
wise reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  in- 
deed unto  sin,  hut  alive  unto  God  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

THE  GOSPEL.  .  St.  Matt.  V.  20. 
JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples,  Except  jour 
righteousness  shall  exceed  the  righteousness 
of  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no 
case  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Ye 
have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old 
time.  Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever  shall 
kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment.  But 
I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  is  angry  with 
his  brother  without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger 
of  the  judgment :  and  whosoever  shall  say  to 
(lis  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the 
council :  but  whosoever  shall  say.  Thou  fool, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  hell-fire.  Therefore  if 
thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  re- 
memberest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against 
thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and 
go  thy  way ;  first  he  reconciled  to  thy  brother, 
and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift.     Agree  with 
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thine  adversary  quickly,  whiles  thou  art  in  the 
way  with  him ;  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary 
deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver 
thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  prison. 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  Thou  shait  by  no  means 
come  out  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  utter- 
most farthing.

■pRETHREN,  I  would  not  that  ye  should 
be  ignorant,  how  that  all  our  fathers  were 
under  the  cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the 
sea ;  and  were  all  baptized  unto  Moses  in  the 
cloud  and  in  the  sea  ;  and  did  all  eat  the  same 
spiritual  meat ;  and  did  all  drink  the  same  spir- 
itual drink ;  (for  they  drank  of  that  spiritual 
Rock  that  followed  them,  and  that  Rock  was 
Christ.)  But  with  many  of  them  God  was  not 
well  pleased  ;  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the 
wilderness.  Now  these  things  were  our  ex- 
amples, to  the  intent  we  should  not  lust  after 
evil  things,  as  they  also  lusted.  Neither  be 
ye  idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them;  as  it  is 
written,  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink, 
and  rose  up  to  play.     Neither  let  us  commit 
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fornication,  as  some  of  them  committed,  and 
fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 
Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  them 
also  tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of  serpents. 
Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  mur- 
mured, and  were  destroyeti  of  the  destroyer. 
Now  all  these  things  happened  unto  them  for 
examples :  and  they  are  written  for  our  admo- 
nition, upon  whom  the  ends  of  the  world  are 
come.  Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketh  he 
standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There  hath 
no  temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  ia  com- 
mon to  man :  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will  not 
suffer  you  to  he  tempted  above  that  ye  are 
able  ;  but  will  with  the  temptation  also  make  a 
way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it.

I 
im  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put 
lut  of  the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me 
nto  their  houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of 
lis  lord's  debtors  unto  him,  and  said  unto  the 
;rst.  How  much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ? 
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And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of  oil. 
And  he  said  unto  bira,  Take  thy  bilJ,  and  sit 
down  quickiy,  and  write  fifty.  Then  said  be 
to  another,  and  how  much  owest  thou  ?  And 
he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  four 
score.  And  the  lord  commended  the  unjust 
steward,  because  he  had  done  wisely :  for  the 
children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation 
wiser  than  the  children  of  light.  And  I  say 
unto  you.  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness;  that,  when  ye 
fail,  they  may  receive  you  into  everlasting 
habitations.

Ye  Imow 
that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  away  unto  thest 
dumb  idols,  even  as  ye  were  led.  Wherefon 
I  give  you  to  understand,  that  no  man  speak' 
ing  by  the  Spirit  of  God  ealleth  Jesus  accursed 
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and  that  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord, 
but  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  diver- 
siiies  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit,  And  there 
are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord.  And  there  are  diversities  of  operations, 
but  it  is  the  same  God  which  worketh  all  in  all. 
But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to 
every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is 
given,  by  the  Spirit,  the  word  of  wisdom  ;  to 
another,  the  word  of  knowledge,  by  the  same 
Spirit ;  to  another,  faith,  by  the  same  Spirit ; 
to  another,  the  gifts  of  healing,  by  the  s^ne 
Spirit;  to  another,  the  working  of  miracles;  to 
another,  prophecy  ;  to  another,  discerning  of 
spirits  ;  to  another,  divers  kinds  of  tongues  ;  to 
another,  the  interpretation  of  tongues.  But  all 
these  worketh  that  one  and  the  self-same  Spirit, 
dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he  will.

■QRETHREN,  I  declare  unto  you  the  Gos- 
per which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also 
ye  have  received,  and  wherein  ye  stand;  by 
which  also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory 
what  I  preached  unto  you,  unless  ye  have  be- 
lieved in  vain.  For  I  delivered  unto  you  first 
of  all,  that  which  I ,  also  received.  How  that 
Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  Scrip- 
tures ;  and  that  he  was  buried,  and  that  he  rose 
ag;ain  the  third  day  according  to  the  Scriptures. 
And  that  he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the 
twelve  ;  after  that,  he  was  seen  of  above  five 
hundred  brethren  at  once  t  of  whoukthe  greater 
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part  rcraain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are 
fiilleii  asleep.  After  thhit,  he  was  seen  of 
James ;  then  of  ail  the  Aposties.  And  last  of 
all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  born  out 
of  due  time.  For  I  am  the  ieast  of  the  Apos- 
tles, that  am  not  meet  to  be  called  an  Apostle, 
because  I  persecuted  the  Church  of  God.  But 
by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am :  and  his 
grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me.  was  not  in 
vain ;  but  I  laboured  more  abundantly  than 
they  all ;  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of  God  which 
was  with  me.  Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or 
they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye  believed. 

THE  GOSPEL.     St,  Luke  xviii.  9. 

TESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which 
trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were  righte- 
ous, and  despised  others:  Two  men  went  up 
into  the  temple  to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee, 
and  the  other  a  Publican.  The  Pharisee  stood 
and  prayed  thus  with  himself:  God,  I  thank 
thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extor- 
tioners, unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  Puh- 
iican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes 
of  all  that  I  possess.  And  the  Publican,  stand- 
ing afar  off,  woidd  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his 
eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast, 
saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner !  I  tell 
you,  this  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified 
rather  than  the  other ;  for  every  one  Uiat  ex- 
alteth  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he  that 
humbleth  himself  shaSl  be  exalted. 
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THE   COLLECT. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who  art 
always  more  ready  to  hear  than  we  to 
pray,  and  art  wont  to  give  more  than  either  we 
desire  or  deserve;  Pour  down  upon  us  the 
abundance  of  thy  mercy ;  forgiving  us  those 
things  whereof  our  conscience  is  afraid,  and 
giving  us  those  good  things  which  we  are  not 
worthy  to  ask,  but  through  the  merits  and  me- 
diation of  Jesus  Christ,  thy  Son,  our  Lord.

gUCH  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God- 
ward:  not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  our- 
selves to  think  any  thing  as  of  ourselves ;  but 
oursufficiency  isof  God.  Who  also  hath  made 
us  able  ministers  of  the  New  Testament ;  not 
of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit :  for  the  letter 
kilteth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.  But  if  the 
ministration  of  death,  written  and  engraven  in 
stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Is- 
rael could  not  steadfastly  behold  the  face  of 
Moses  for  the  glory  of  his  countenance,  which 
glory  was  to  be  done  away ;  how  shall  not  the 
ministration  of  the  spirit  be  rather  glorious? 
For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation  he 
glory,  much  more  doth  the  ministration  of 
righteousness  exceed  in  glory.

JESUS,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre 
and  Sidon,  came  unto  the  Sea  of  GaJiiee, 
through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of  Decapolis. 
And  they  bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf, 
and  had  an  impediment  in  his  speech ;  anil 
they  beseech  bim  to  put  his  hand  upon  him. 
And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and 
put  his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and 
touched  his  tongue ;  and  lookii^  up  to  heaven> 
he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him,  Ephphatka,  that 
is.  Be  opened.  And  straightway  his  ears  were 
opened,  and  the  string  of  his  tongue  was  iooaed, 
and  he  spake  plain.  And  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the  more  he 
charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great  deal 
they  published  it ;  and  were  beyond  measure 
astonished,  saying.  He  hath  done  all  things 
well ;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and 
the  dumb  to  speak.

T^O  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the 

made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  a^  „. 
many  ;  but  as  of  one,  And  to  thy  seed,  which 
is  Christ.  And  this  I  say,  That  the  covenant, 
that  was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the 
Law,  which  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years 
after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the 
promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance 
be  of  the  Law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise ;  but 
God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  Where- 
fore then  serveth  the  Law  ?  It  was  added  be- 
cause of  tran^ressions,  till  the  seed  sh.?uld 
come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made ;  and  it 
was  ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  me- 
diator. Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator  of 
one  ;  but  God  is  one.  Is  the  Law  then  against 
the  promises  of  God  ?  Gorl  forbid  :  for  if  there 
had  been  a  law  given  w^hich  could  have  given 
life,  verily  righteousness  should  have  been  by 
the  Law.  But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded 
all  uiitler  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of 
Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  be- 
lieve. 

THE  GOSPEL,     St.  Luke  X.  33. 

"DLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things 
that  ye  see.  Forltel]  you,  that  many  pro- 
phets and  kings  have  desired  to  see  those  things 
which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them ;  and  to 
hear  those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not 
heard  them.     And  behold,  a  certain  Lawyer 
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stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  sayine;.  Master, 
what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?  He  said 
unto  him,  What  is  written  in  the  Law  ?  how 
I'eadeat  thou  ?  And  he  answering  said,  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength, 
and  with  all  thy  mind  ;  and  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  an- 
swered right ;  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live.  But 
he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus, 
And  who  is  my  neighbour?  Aiid  Jesus  an- 
swering said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from 
Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves, 
which  stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wound- 
ed him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead. 
And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain 
Priest  that  way ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he 
passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  likewise  a 
Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other 
side.  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journey- 
ed, came  where  he  was;  and  when  he  saw 
him,  he  had  compassion  on  hira,  and  went  to 
him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil 
and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own  beast,  and 
liroTight  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him. 
And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed,  he  took 
out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and 
said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him;  and  what- 
soever thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come  again, 
T  will  repay  thee.  Which  now  of  these  three, 
thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour  unto  him  that 
fell  among  the  thieves?     And  he  said,  He  that 
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showed  mercy  on  him.     Then  said  Jesus  unto 
him,  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise.

such  things  shall  not  inherit  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  But  the  fruit  of  the  spirit  is  love,  joy, 
peace,  long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness, 
feith,    meemiess,    temperance:     against    such 
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there  is  no  law.  And  they  that  are  Christ's 
have  crucified  the  flesh,  with  the  affection* 
and  lusts.

As  many  as  de- 
sire to  make  a  fair  show  in  the  flesh,  they  con- 
strain you  to  be  circumcised ;  only  lest  they 
should  suffer  persecution  foi'  the  cross  of  Christ. 
For  neithei  they  themselves  who  are  circum- 
cised keep  the  Law;  but  desire  to  have  you 
circumcised,  that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh. 
But  God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the 
cross  of  our  Lord  JesuS  Christ,  by  whom  the 
world  is  crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto  the 
world.

IV"©  man  can  serve  two  masters  -.  for  either

Consider  the 
hlies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil 
not,  neither  do  they  spin  :  and  yet  I  say  unto 
you,  That  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was 
not  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if 
Goil  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  which  to- 
day is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven, 
shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of 
little  faith  ?  Therefore  take  no  thought,  say- 
ing, What  shall  we  eat?  or.  What  shall  we 
drink  ?  or.  Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed  ? 
(for  after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles  seek ;) 
for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have 
neerf  of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  the 
Kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  aud 
all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.  Take 
therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow;  for  the 
morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the  things  of  it- 
aulf.

And  take 
the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the 
Spirit,  which  is  the  Word  of  God :  praying  al- 
ways with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the 
Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perse- 
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verance  and  supplication  for  all  saints ;  and  for 
me,  that  utterance  may  be  given  unto  me,  that 
I  may  open  my  month  boldly,  to  make  known 
the  mystery  of  the  Gospel,  for  which  I  am  an 
iimbassador  in  bonds ;  that  therein  I  may  speak 
boldJy,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

THK  GOSPEL.  St.  John  iv.  46. 
'INHERE  was  a  certain  nobleman,  whose  son 
was  sick  at  Capernaum.  When  he  heard 
that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee, 
he  went  unto  him,  and  besought  him  that  he 
would  come  down  and  heal  his  son;  for  he 
was  at  the  point  of  death.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders, 
ye  will  not  beUeve.  The  nobleman  saith  unto 
him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  ray  child  die.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him.  Go  thy  way  ;  thy  son  liveth. 
And  the  man  believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had 
spoken  unto  him,  and  he  went  his  way.  And 
as  he  was  now  going  down,  his  servants  met 
him,  and  told  htm,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth. 
Then  inquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he 
began  to  amend,  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Yesterday,  at  the  seventh  hour,  the  fever  left 
him.  So  the  father  knew  that  it  was  at  the 
same  hour  in  the  which  Jesus  said  unto  liim. 
Thy  son  liveth ;  and  himself  believed,  and  his 
whole  house.  This  is  again  the  second  mira- 
cle that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come  out  of 
Judea  into  Galilee.

T  THANK  my  God  upon  every  rememhrance 
of  you,  (always  in  every  prayer  of  mine  for 
you  all  making  request  with  joy.)  for  your  fel- 
lowship in  the  Gospel  from  the  first  day  until 
now ;  being  confident  of  this  very  thing,  that 
he  which  hath  begun  n  good  work  in  you  will 
perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ :  even 
as  it  is  meet  for  me  to  think  this  of  you  all, 
because  I  have  you  in  my  heart ;  inasmuch  as 
•loth  in  my  bonds,  and  in  the  defence  and  con- 
h-mation  of  the  Gospel,  ye  aU  are  partakers  of 
my  grace.  For  God  is  my  record,  how  greatly 
I  hmg  after  you  all  in  the  bowels  of  Jesus 
Christ.

X)ETER  said  imto  Jesus,  Lord,  how  oft  shat] 
my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive 
him  ?  till  seven  times  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven  times ;  but, 
Until  seventy  times  seven.  Therefore  is  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  kbg 
which  would  take  account  of  his  servants.  And 
when  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents. 
But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord 
commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  bis  wife  and 
children,  and  ail  that  he  had,  and  payment  to 
be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and 
worshipped  him,  saying.  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then  the 
lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  compas- 
sion, and  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt. 
But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one 
of  his  fellow-servants,  which  owed  him  an  hun- 
dred pence:  and  he  laid  hands  on  him,  and 
took  bim  by  the  throat,  saying,  Pay  me  that 
thou  owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,  saying.  Have  pa- 
lieni'«  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  And 
be  would   not ;   but  went  and   cast  him  into 

Erison,  till  he  should  pay  the  debt.  So  when 
is  fellow-servants  saw  what  was  done,  they 
were  very  sorry,  and  ca«ie  and  told  unto  their 
lord  all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after 
that  he  had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  0  thou 
wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  be- 
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cause  thou  desiredst  me;  shouldest  not  thou 
also  have  had  compassion  on  thy  fellow-servant, 
even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee?  And  his  lord  was 
wroth,  and  deltveied  him  to  the  tormentors,  till 
he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him.  So 
likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto 
you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  foi^ive  not  every 
one  his  hrother  their  trespasses.

\X/"HEN  Jesus  then  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and 
saw  a  great  company  come  unto  him,  he 
Baith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  f  o  prove 
liim :  for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.)

One  of  his  dis- 
ciples, Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith 
unto  him.  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five 
barley-loaves,  and  two  small  fishes;  but  what 
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are  they  among  so  many  ?  And  Jesus  said, 
Make  the  men  sit  down.  Nowthere  ivasinuch 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in 
number  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took 
the  loaves;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
distributed  to  the  diseip!es,  and  the  disciples  to 
them  that  were  set  down;  and  liltewtse  of  the 
fishes,  as  much  as  they  wouid.  When  they 
were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather 
up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that  nothing  be 
lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together, 
and  filled  twelve  badcets  with  the  fragments  of 
the  five  barley-loaves,  which  remained  over  and 
above  unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those 
men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Je- 
sus did,  said,  This  is  of  a  truth  that  Prophet 
that  should  come  into  the  world.

For  Esaias  saith,  Lord,  who  hath  believed 
our  report  ?  So  then  faith  cometh  by  heanng, 
and  hearing  by  the  Word  of  God.  But  I  say. 
Have  they  not  heard  ?  Yes  verily,  their  sound 
went  into  al!  the  earth,  and  their  words  unto  the 
ends  of  the  world  But  I  say.  Did  not  Israel 
know  ?  First  Moses  saith,  I  will  provoke  you 
to  jealousy  by  them  that  are  no  people,  and  by 
a  foolish  nation  I  will  anger  you.     But  Esaias 
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is  very  bold,  and  saith,  I  was  found  of  them 
that  sought  me  not ;  I  was  made  manifest  unto 
them  that  asked  not  after  me.  But  to  Israel 
he  saith,  All  day  long  I  have  stretched  forth 
my  hands  unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying 
peopJe.

JESUS,  walking  by  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  saw 
two  brethren,  Simon  called  Peter,  and  An- 
drew his  brother,  casting  a  net  into  the  sea  ;  for 
they  were  fishers.  And  he  saith  unto  them, 
Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  men, 
And  they  straightway  left  their  nets,  and  follow- 
ed him.  And  going  on  from  thence,  he  saw 
other  two  brethren,  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  with  Zebedee 
their  father,  mending  their  nets ;  and  he  called 
them.  And  they  immediately  left  the  ship  and 
their  father,  and  followed  him.

Then  sailh  be  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither 
thy  finger,  and  heboid  my  hands;  and  reach 
hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  my  side ; 
and  be  not  faithless,  hut  believing.  And 
Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  him.  My 
[jord  and  my  God !     Jesus  saith   unto   him, 
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Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  me,  thou  hast 
beheved ;  Idessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen, 
and  yet  have  beheved.  And  many  other  signs 
truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his  disciples, 
which  are  not  written  in  this  book.  Bat  these 
are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God ;  and  that  beheving 
ye  might  have  hfe  through  his  Name.

gTEPHEN,  being  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
looked  up  steailfastly  into  heaven,  and  saw 
the  glory  of  God,  and  Jesus  standing  on  the 
right  hand  of  God,  and  said.  Behold,  I  see  the 
heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of  Man  standing 
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on  the  right  hand  of  Gotl  1  TIiph  tlie-y  cried 
out  with  a  loud  voicej  and  stopped  their  ears, 
and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord,  and  cast 
him  out  of  the  city,  and  stoned  hina :  and  the

"DEHOLD,  I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and 
wise  men,  and  scribes :  and  some  of  them 
ye .  shall  kill  and  crucify  ;  and  some  of  them 
shall  ye  scourge  in  your  synagtwues,  and  per- 
secute them  from  city  to  city :  that  upon  you 
may  come  all  the  righteous  blood  shed  upon 
the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  righteous  Abel 
unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  son  of  Baradiias, 
whom  ye  slew  between  the  temple  and  the  al- 
tar.

^HAT  which  was  from  the  beginning,  which 
we  have  heard,  which  we  have  seen  with 
our  eyes,  which  we  have  looked  upon,  and  our 
hands  have  handled,  of  the  Word  of  life ;  (for 
the  life  was  manifested,  and  we  have  seen  it, 
and  bear  witness,  and  show  unto  yoo  that  eter- 
nal life,  which  was  ivith  the  Father,  and  was 
manifested  unto  us  ;)  that  which  we  have  seen 
and  heard  declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also 
may  have  fellowship  with  us:  and  truly  our 
fellowship  is  with  the  Father,  and  with  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ.  And  these  things  write  we  unto 
you,  that  your  joy  may  be  full.  This  then  is 
the  message  which  we  have  heard  of  him,  and 
declare  unto  you,  that  God  is  light,  and  in  him 
is  no  darkness  at  all.  If  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we 
lie,  and  do  not  the  troth  ;  bvit  if  we  walk  in  the 
light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellowship 
one  with  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
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Lis  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin.  If  we  say 
that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and 
the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins, 
he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins, 
and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness.  If 
we  say  that  we  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him 
a  liar,  and  his  word  is  not  in  us.

JESUS  said  unto  Peter,  Follow  me.  Then 
Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved  following ;  (which  also 
leaned  on  his  breast  at  supper,  and  said,  Lord, 
which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee?)  Peter  see- 
ing him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall 
this  man  do  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  If  I  will 
that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ? 
Follow  thou  me.  Then  went  this  saying 
abroad  among  the  brethren,  that  that  disciple 
should  not  die:  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto  hnn. 
He  shall  not  die ;  but,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry 
till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ?  This  is  the 
disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things,  and 
wrote  these  things ;  and  we  know  (hat  his  tes- 
timony is  true.  And  there  are  also  many  other 
things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which,  if  they 
should  he  written  every  one,  I  suppose  that 
even  the  world  itself  could  not  contain  the 
books  that  should  be  written. 
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Q  ALMIGHTY.God,  who  out  of  the  mouths 
of  babes  and  sucklings  hast  ordained 
strength,  and  niadest  infants  to  glorify  thee  bj 
their  deaths  ;  Mortify  and  kill  all  vices  in  qs, 
and  so  strengthen  us  by  thy  grace,  that  by  the 
innocency  of  our  lives,  and  constancy  of  our 
feith  even  unto  death,  we  may  glorify  thy  holy 
Name  ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,    jlmen.

T  LOOKED,  and  lo,  a  Lamb  stood  on  the 
Mount  Sion,  and  with  him  an  hundred  forty 
and  four  thousand,  having  his  Father's  Name 
written  in  their  foreheads.

ND  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threatenings 
'  and  slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the 
Lord,  went  unto  the  high  priest,  and  desired 
of  hira  letters  to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues, 
that  if  he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they 
were  men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them 
bound  unto  Jerusalem.  And  as  he  journeyed, 
he  came  near  Damascus :  and  suddenly  there 
shined  round  about  him  a  light  from  heaven. 
And  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  say- 
ing unto  him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou 
me  ?  And  he  said,  Who  art  thou.  Lord  ?  And 
the  Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou  perse- 
cutest: it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against  the 
pricks.  And  he  trembling  and  astonished  said, 
Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must 
do.  And  the  men  which  journeyed  with  him 
stood  speechless,  hearing  a  voice  hut  seeing 
no  man.  And  Saul  arose  from  the  earth,  and 
when  his  eyes  were  opened,  he  saw  no  man; 
but  they  led  him  by  the  hand,  and  brought  him 
into  Damascus.  And  he  was  three  days  with- 
out sight,  and  neither  did  eat  nor  drink-     And 
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there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damascus^  named 
Ananias ;  and  to  him  said  the  Lord  in  a  vision, 
Ananias.  And  he  said,  Behold,  I  am  here, 
Lord.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise, 
and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called  Straight, 
and  mquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one  called 
Saul  of  Tarsus:  for  behold,  he  prayeth,  and 
hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias, 
coming  in,  and  putting  his  hand  on  him,  that 
he  might  receive  his  sight.  Then  Ananias  an- 
swered. Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many  of  this 
man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy  saints 
at  Jerusalem :  and  here  he  hath  authority  from 
the  chief  priests  to  bind  all  that  call  on  thy 
Name.  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Go  thy 
way ;  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to 
bear  my  Name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings, 
and  the  children  of  Israel :  for  I  will  show  him 
how  great  things  he  must  suffer  for  my  Name's 
sake.  And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered 
into  the  house ;  and  putting  bis  hands  on  hira 
said,  Brother  Sauf,  the  Lord,  even  Jesus,  that 
appeared  unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou  camest, 
hath  sent  me,  that  thou  mightest  receive  thy 
sight,  and  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  And 
immediately  there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had 
been  scales;  and  he  received  sight  forthwith, 
and  arose,  and  was  baptized.  And  when  he 
had  received  meat,  he  was  strengthened.  Then 
was  Saul  certain  days  with  the  disciples  which 
were  at  Damascus.  And  straightway  he  preach- 
ed Christ  in  the  synagogues,  that  be  is  the  Son 
of  God.     But  all  that  heard  him  were  amazed. 
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and  sairl,  Is  not  this  he  that  destroyed  them 
which  called  on  this  Name  in  Jerusalem,  and 
came  hither  for  that  intent,  that  he  might  bring 
them  bound  unto  the  chief  priests?  But  Saul 
increased  the  more  in  strength,  and  confounded 
the  Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving' 
that  this  is  very  Christ.

THE  GOSPEL.     St.  Luke  ii.  22. 
A  ND  when  Ihe  days  of  her  purification  ac-- 
fording  to  the  Law  of  Moses  were  araom- 
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plished,  they  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  to  pre- 
sent him  to  the  Lord ;  (as  it  is  written  in  the 
Law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  that  openeth  the 
womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord ;)  and  to 
offer  a  sacrifice  according  to  that  which  is  said 
in  the  Law  of  the  Lord,  a  pair  of  turtle-doves, 
or  two  young  pigeons.  And  behold,  there  was 
e  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name  was  Simeon ; 
and  the  same  man  was  just  and  devout,  waiting 
for  the  consolation  of  Israel:  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  was  upon  him.  And  it  was  revealed 
unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he  should 
not  see  death,  before  he  had  seen  the  Lord's 
Christ.  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the 
temple ;  and  when  the  parents  brought  in  the 
child  Jesus,  to  do  for  him  after  the  custom  of 
the  Law,  then  took  he  him  up  in  his  arms,  and 
blessed  God,  and  said,  Lord,  now  lettest  thou 
thy  servant  depart  in  peace,  according  to  thy 
word;  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 
which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all 
people ;  a  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
glory  of  thy  people  Israel.  And  Joseph  and 
his  mother  marvelled  at  those  things  which  were 
spoken  of  him.  And  Simeon  blessed  them, 
and  said  unto  Mary  his  mother,  Behold,  this 
child  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of  many 
in  Israel ;  and  for  a  agn  which  shall  he  spoken 
against ;  (yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy 
own  soul  also;)  that  the  thoughts  of  many 
hearts  may  be  revealed.  And  there  was  one 
Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter  of  Phanuel, 
of  the  tribe  of  Aser :  she  was  of  a  great  age, 
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and  had  lived  with  an  husband  seven  years 
from  her  vii^nity ;  and  she  was  a  widow  of 
about  fourscore  and  four  years,  which  departed 
not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God  with  fast- 
ings and  prayers  night  and  day.  And  she  com- 
ing in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise  unto 
the  Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them  that 
looked  for  redemption  in  Jerusalem.  And 
wlien  they  had  performed  all  things  accordina- 
to  the  Law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Gali- 
lee to  iheir  own  city  Nazareth.  And  the  child 
grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with 
wisdom;  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him.

N  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  cf 
■  the  disciples,  and  said,  (the  number  of  the 
names  tceether  were  about  an  hundred  and 
twenty,)  Men  and  brethren,  this  Scripture  must 
needs  have  been  fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
by  the  mouth  of  David  spake  before  concerning 
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Judas, who  was  guide  to  thcEo  that  took  Jesus. 
For  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had  obtain- 
ed part  of  this  ministry.  Now  this  man  pur- 
cliased  a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity ;  and 
lailmg  headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst, 
and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out.  And  it  was 
known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalecd ;  in- 
somuch as  that  field  is  called  in  their  proper 
tongue,  Aceldama,  that  is  to  say,  The  field  of 
blood.  For  it  b  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms, 
Let  his  habitation  be  desolate,  and  let  no  man 
dwell  therein ;  and,  His  Inshopric  let  another 
take.  Wherefore  of  these  men  which  have 
companied  with  us  all  the  lime  that  the  Lord 
Jesus  went  in  and  out  among  us,  beginning 
from  the  baptism  of  John,  unto  that  same  day 
that  he  was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one  he  or- 
dained to  be  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrec- 
tion. And  they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called 
Sarsahas,  who  was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Mat- 
thias. And  they  prayed,  and  said,  Thou,  Lord, 
which  kno west  the  hearts  of  all  men,  show 
whether  of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen ;  that 
he  may  take  part  of  this  ministry  and  apostle- 
ship,  from  which  Judas  by  transgression  fell, 
that  he  might  go  to  his  own  place.  And  they 
gave  forth  their  lots  ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Mat- 
thias; and  he  was  numbered  with  the  eleVeai 
Apostles. 

THE  GosPEX.     St.  Matt.  xi.  25. 
A  T  that  time  Jesus   answered   and  said,  1 
thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  .he*ven  and 
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earth,  because  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from 
the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them 
unto  bjbes.  Even  so.  Father,  for  so  it  seemed

Pro|»hetiJ, 
Siiid  some  Evangelists,  and  some  Pastors  and 
Teachers ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of 
the  body  of  Christ;  till  we  all  eorae  in  the 
unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Soo  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  meas- 
ure of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ ; 
tfa^t  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children,  tossed 
lo  and  fro,  and  carrie<l  about  with  every  wind 
of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cunning 
craftiness,  whereby  tliey  lie  in  wait  to  deceive ;

«)unt  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into  divers  temp- 
tations ;  knowing  this,  that  the  trying  of  your 
faith  worketh  patience.  But  let  patience  have 
her  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be  perfect  and 
entire,  wanting  nothing.  If  any  of  you  Ia(rk 
wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to  all 
men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not,  and  it  shedl 
he  given  him.  Eut  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nc>- 
thing  wavering ;  for  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a 
wave  of  the  sea  driven  with  the  wind  and  toss- 
ed. For  let  not  that  man  think  that  he  shall 
receive  any  thing  of  the  Lord.  A  double- 
minded  man  is  unstable  in  all  his  ways.  Let 
the  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice  in  that  he  is 
exalted ;  but  the  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  low ; 
because  as  the  flower  of  the  grass  he  shall  pass 
away.  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen  with  a 
burning  heat,  but  it  withereth  tlie  grass,  and 
the  flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the  grace  of  the 
fashion  of  it  perisheth :  so  also  shall  the  rich 
man  fade  away  in  his  ways.

Be- 
lievest  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and 
the  Father  in  me?  The  words  that  I  speak 
unto  you  I  speak  not  of  myself;  but  the  Fa- 
ther, that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works.

and  they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should  go 
as  far  as  Antioch.  Who,  when  he  carae,  and 
had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad ;  and  ex- 
horted them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart 
they  would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  For  he  was 
a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
of  faith  :  and  much  people  was  added  unto  the 
Lord.  Then  departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for 
to  seek  Saul.  And  when  he  had  found  hjm, 
he  brought  him  unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to 
■pass,  that  a  whole  year  they  assembled  them- 
selves with  the  Church,  and  taught  much  peo- 
ple ;  and  the  disciples  were  called  Christians 
first  in  Antioch,  And  in  these  days  caine  pro- 
phets from  Jerusalem  unto  Antioch.  And  there 
stood  up  one  of  them,  named  Agahus,  and  sig- 
nified by  the  Spirit  that  there  should  be  great 
dearth  throughout  all  the  world;  which  came 
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\o  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius  Ctesar.  Then 
the  disciples,  every  man  according  to  his  abili- 
ty, determined  to  Bend  relief  unto  the  brethren 
which  dwelt  in  Judea,  Which  also  they  did, 
and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands  of  Bar- 
nabas and  Saul.

Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Je- 
rusalem, and  cry  unto  her,  that  her  warfare  is 
accomplished ;  that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned  : 
for  she  hath  received  of  the  Lord's  hand  double 
for  all  her  sins.

And  fear  came  on  all 
that  dwelt  round  about  them ;  and  all  these  say- 
ings were  noised  abroad  throughout  all  the  hill- 
country  of  Judea.  And  all  they  that  heard 
Ihem  laid  them  up  in  their  hearts,  saying, 
What  manner  of  child  shall  this  be !  And  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  him.  And  his  fa- 
ther Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,

A  BOUT  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched 
forth  his  hands  to  vest  certain  of  the  Church. 
And  he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with 
the  sword.  And,  because  he  saw  it  pleased 
the  Jews,  he  proceeded  further  to  take  Peter 
also.  (Then  were  the  days  of  unleavened 
bread.)  And  when  he  had  apprehended  hira, 
he  put  him  in  prison,  and  delivered  him  to 
four  quaternions  of  soldiers  to  keep  him,  in- 
tending after  Easter  to  bring  him  forth  to  the 
people.  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in  prison; 
but  prayer  was  .made  without  ceasing. of  the 
Church  unto  God  for  him.  And  when  Herod 
would  have  brought  him  forth,  the  same  night 
Peter  was  sleeping  between  two  soldiers, 
bounfl  with  two  chains ;  and  the  keepers  be- 
fore the  door  kept  the  prison.  And  behold, 
the  Angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him,  and  a 
light  shined  in  the  prison ;  and  he  smote  Peter 
on  the  side,  and  raised  him  up,  saying.  Arise 
up  quickly.  And  his  chains  fell  oif  from  his 
hands.  And  the  Angel  said  unto  him,  Gird 
thyself,  and  bind  on  thy  sandals:  and  so  he 
did.     And  he  saith  unto  him,  Cast  thy  garment 
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about  thee,  ami  follow  me.  And  he  went  out, 
and  followed  him;  and  wist  not  that  it  was  true 
which  was  done  by  the  Angel ;  but  thought  he 
saw  a  vision.  When  they  were  past  the  first 
and  the  second  ward,  they  came  unto  the  iron 
gate  that  leadeth  unto  the  city,  which  opened 
to  them  of  his  own  accord  ;  and  they  went  out, 
and  passed  on  through  one  street,  and  forth- 
with the  Angel  departed  from  him.

Wo  unto  the  world  be- 
cause of  offences  I  for  it  must  needs  be  that 
offences  come ;  but  wo  to  that  man,  by  whom 
the  offence  co»eth  1  Wherefore  if  thy  hand 
or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off,  and  cast 
them  from  thee :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter 
into  life  halt  or  maimedj  rather  than  having  two 
hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  everlasting 
fire.  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it 
out,  and  cast  it  from  thee ;  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  hfe  with  one  eye,  rather  than  hav- 
mg  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell-fire.  Take 
heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little 
ones;  for  I  say  unto  you.  That  in  heaven  their 
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iiiigels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  ray  Father 
which  is  in  heaven.

Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of 
righteousness,  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous 
Judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day :  and  not  to 
me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love  his 
appearing.  Do  thy  diligence  to  conae  shortly 
unto  me :  for  Demas  hath  forsaken  me,  having 
loved  this  present  world,  and  is  departed  unto 
Thessalonica  ;  Crescens  to  Galatia,  Titus  unto 
Dalmatia.

TUDE,  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  bro- 
ther of  James,  to  them  that  are  sanctified 
by  God  the  Father,  and  preserved  in  Jesus 
Christ,  and  called :  Mercy  unto  you,  and 
jieace,  and  love  be  multiplied.  Beloved,  when 
I  gave  all  diligence  to  write  unto  you  of  the 
common  salvation,  it  was  needful  for  me  to 
write  unto  you,  and  exhort  you  that  ye  should 
earnestly  contend  for  the  faith  which  was  once 
delivered  unto  the  saints.  For  there  are  cer- 
tain men  crept  in  unawares,  who  were  before 
of  old  ordained  to  this  condemnation,  ungodly 
men,  turning  the  grace  of  our  God  into  lascivi- 
ousness,  and  denying  the  only  Lord  God  and 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  I  will  therefore  pu( 
you  in  remembrance,  though  ye  once  knew 
this,  how  that  the  Lord,  havmg  saved  the  peo- 
ple out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  afterward  destroy- 
ed them  that  believed  not.  And  the  angels 
which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left  their 
own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasring 
chains  under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the 
great  day.  Even  as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and 
tlie  cities  about  them,  in  like  manner  giving 
themselves  over  to  fornication,  and  going  after 
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strange  flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example,  suf- 
fering the  vengeance  of  eternal  fire.  Likewise 
also  these  filthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh,  de- 
spise dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  John  XV.  17. 
T^HESE  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love 
one  another.  If  the  world  hate  you,  yo 
know  that  it  hated  me  before  it  hated  you. 
If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would  love 
his  own :  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world, 
but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  there"- 
fore  the  world  hateth  you.  Remember  th^ 
word  tliat  I  said  unto  you.  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  lord.  If  they  have  persecuted 
me,  they  will  also  persecute  you  ;  if  they  have 
kept  my  saying,  they  will  keep  yours  also. 
But  all  these  thmgs  will  they  do  unto  you  for 
my  Name's  sake,  because  they  know  not  Him 
that  sent  me.  If  I  had  Iiot  come  and  spoken 
unto  them,  they  had  not  had  sin  :  but  now  they 
have  no  cloak  for  their  sin.  He  that  hateth 
me  hateth  my  Father  also.  If  I  had  not  done 
among  them  the  works  which  none  other  man 
did,  they  had  not  had  sin ;  but  now  have  they 
both  seen  and  hated  both  me  and  my  Father. 
But  this  Cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might 
he  fulfilled  that  is  written  in  their  law,  They 
hated  me  without  a  cause.  But  when  the 
Comforter  is  c^me,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you 
fi'om  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  of  Truth, 
which  proceedeth  from  the  Father,  he  shall 
testify  of  me.     And  ye  also  shal!  bear  witness, 
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because  ye  have  been  with  me  from   the   be- 
ginning.

jEARLY  beloved,  on day  next  I  pur- 
pose, through  God's  asKstance,  to  admin- 
;er  to  all  such  as  shall  be  religiously  and  de- 
lutly  disposed  the  most  comfortable  Sacrament 
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of  the  Body  and  Blooi)  of  Christ ;  to  be  bj 
them  received  in  I'emembrance  of  his  meritori- 
ous Cross  and  Passion ;  whereby  alone  we 
obtain  remission  of  our  sins,  and  are  made  par- 
takers of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Where- 
fore it  is  our  duty  to  render  most  humble  and 
hearty  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly 
Father,  for  that  he  hath  given  his  Son  our  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ,  not  only  to  die  for  us,  but 
also  to  be  our  spiritual  food  and  sustenance  in 
that  holy  Sacrament.  Which  being  so  divine 
and  comfortable  a  thing  to  them  who  receive  it 
worthily,  and  so  dangerous  to  those  who  will 
presume  to  receive  it  unworthily ;  my  duty  is 
to  exhort  you,  in  the  mean  season  to  consider 
the  dignity  of  that  holy  mystery,  and  the  great 
^eril  of  the  unworthy  receiving  thereof;  and  so 
to  search  and  examine  your  own  consciences, 
(and  that  not  lightly,  and  after  the  manner  of 
dissemblers  with  God ;  but  so)  that  ye  may 
come  holy  and  clean  to  such  a  heavenly  Feast, 
in  the  marriage-garment  required  by  God  in 
holy  Scripture,  and  be  received  as  worthy  par- 
takers of  that  holy  Table. 

The  way  and  means  thereto  is;  First,  to 
examine  your  lives  and  conversations  by  the 
rule  of  God's  commandments;  and  wherein- 
soever ye  shall  perceive  yourselves  to  have 
offendecl,  either  by  will,  word,  or  deed,  there 
to  bewail  your  own  sinfulness,  and  to  confess 
yourselves  to  Almighty  God,  with  full  purpose 
of  amendment  of  life.  And  if  ye  shall  perceive 
your  oFences  to  be  such  as  are  not  only  against 
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Go(],  but  iiiso  against  your  neighbours;  then 
ye  shall  reconcile  yourselves  unto  them ;  being 
ready  to  make  restitution  and  satisfaction,  ac- 
cording to  the  uttermost  of  your  powers,  for  all 
injuries  and  wrongs  done  by  you  to  any  other ; 
and  being  likewise  ready  to  foi^ive  others  who 
have  offended  you,  as  ye  would  have  forgive- 
ness of  your  offences  at  God's  hand  :  for  other- 
wise the  receivbg  of  the  holy  Communion  doth 
nothing  else  but  increase  your  condemnation. 
Therefore,  if  any  of  you  be  a  blasphemer  ot 
God,  an  hinderer  or  slanderer  of  his  Word,  an 
adulterer,  or  be  in  malice,  or  envy,  or  in  any 
other  grievous  crime;  repent  )e  ot  your  smi, 
or  else  come  not  to  that  holy  Table 

And  because  it  is  requisite  that  no  man 
should  come  to  the  holy  Coranmnion,  hut  with 
a  full  trust  in  God's  mercy,  and  with  a  quiet 
conscience;  therefore,  if  there  be  any  of  you, 
who  by  this  means  cannot  quiet  his  own  con- 
science herein,  but  requireth  further  comfort 
or  counsel,  let  him  come  to  me,  or  to  some 
other  Minister  of  God's  Word,  and  open  his 
grief;  that  he  may  receive  such  godly  counsel 
and  advice,  as  may  tend  to  the  quieting  of  his 
(Uinscieiice,  and  the  removing  of  all  scruple 
and  doubtfulness. 


rjEARLY  beloved  brethren,  on I  in- 
tend,  by    God's    grace,    to    celebrate    the 
Lord's  Supper:   unto  which,  in  God's  behalf. 
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1  bid  you  all  who  are  here  present  ;  and  he- 
seech  you  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake, 
that  ye  will  not  refuse  to  come  thereto,  being 
so  lovingly  called  and  bidden  by  God  himself. 
Ye  know  how  grievous  and  unkind  a  thing  it 
is,  when  a  man  hath  prepared  a  rich  feast, 
decked  his  table  with  all  land  of  piovision,  sc 
that  there  iacketh  nothing  but  the  guests  to  sit 
down  ;  and  yet  they  who  are  caDed  (without 
any  cause)  most  untbankfully  refuse  to  come. 
Which  of  you  in  such  a  case  would  not  be 
moved  ?  Who  would  not  think  a  great  injury 
and  wrong  done  unto  him  ?  Wherefore,  most 
dearly  beloved  in  Christ,  take  ye  good  heed, 
lest  ye,  withdrawing  yourselves  from  this  holy 
Supper,  provoke  God's  indignation  against  you. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  for  a  man  to  say,  I  will  not 
communicate,  because  I  am  otherwise  hindered 
with  worldly  business.  But  such  excuses  are 
not  so  easily  accepted  and  allowed  before  God. 
If  any  man  say,  I  am  a  grievous  sinner,  and 
therefore  am  afraid  to  come :  wherefore  then 
do  ye  not  repent  and  amend?  When  God 
calieth  you,  are  ye  not  ashamed  to  say  ye  will 
not  come?  When  ye  should  return  to  God, 
will  ye  excuse  yourselves,  and  say  ye  are  not 
i'eady  ?  Consider  earnestly  with  yourseJves 
how  little  such  feigned  excuses  will  avail  be- 
fore God.  Those  who  refused  the  feast  in  the 
Gospel,  because  they  had  bought  a  farm,  or 
would  try  their  yokes  of  oxen,  or  because  they 
were  married,  were  not  excused,  but  counted 
unworthy  of  the  heavenly  feast.     Wherefore, 
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according  to  mine  Office,  I  bid  you  in  the 
Name  of  God,  I  call  you  in  Christ's  behalf,  I 
exhort  you,  as  ye  love  yoiir  own  salvation,  that 
ye  will  be  partakers  of  this  holy  Communion, 
And  as  the  Son  of  God  did  vouchsafe  to  yield 
up  his  soul  by  death  upon  the  Cross  for  your 
salvation ;  so  it  is  your  duty  to  receive  the 
Communion  in  remembrance  of  the  sacrifice 
of  his  death,  as  he  himself  hath  commanded  : 
which  if  ye  shall  neglect  to  do,  consider  with 
yourselves  how  great  is  your  ingratitude  to 
God,  and  how  sore  punishment  hangeth  over 
your  heads  for  the  same ;  when  ye  wilfully 
abstain  from  the  Lord's  Table,  and  separate 
from  your  hrethien,  who  come  to  feed  on  the 
banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food.  These 
things  if  ye  earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by  Go<l's 
grace  return  to  a  better  mind :  for  the  obtain- 
ing whereof  we  shall  not  cease  to  make  our 
humble  petitions  unto  Almighty  God,  our  heav- 
enly Father. 


"TjEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  who  mind 
to  come  to  the  holy  Communion  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must 
consider  how  Saint  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons 
diligently  to  try  and  examine  themselves,  be- 
fore they  presume  to  eat  of  that  Bread,  and 
drink  of  that  Cup.  For  as  the  benefit  is  great, 
if  with  a  true  penitent  heart  and  lively  faith  we 
receive  that  holy  Sacrament ;  so  is  the  danger 
jfjcat,  if   we   receive   the   same   unworthily. 
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Judge  therefore  yourselves,  brethren,  that  ye 
be  not  judged  of  the  Lord ;  repent  ye  tridy  for 
your  Bins  past ;  have  a  lively  and  steadfast 
faith  in  Christ  our  Saviour ;  amend  your  hves, 
and  be  in  perfect  charity  with  all  men ;  so  shall 
ye  be  meet  partakers  of  those  holy  mysterifc!. 
And  above  all  things  ye  must  give  most  hum- 
ble and  hearty  thanks  to  God,  the  Father,  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  redemption 
of  the  world  by  the  death  and  passion  of  our 
Saviour  Christ,  both  God  and  man;  who  did 
humble  himself,  even  to  the  death  upon  the 
Cross,  for  us,  miserable  sinners,  who  lay  in 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death;  that  he 
might  make  us  the  children  of  God,  and  exalt 
us  to  everlasting  life.

But  thou  art  holy,  O  Thou  that  inhabitest 
the  praises  of  Israel. 

I  am  a  worm  and  no  man;  a  reproach  of 
men,  and  despised  of  the  people. 

All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn :  they 
shoot  out  the  lip,  they  shake  the  head,  saying. 

He  trusted  »n  God,  that  he  would  deliver 
him ;  let  him  deliver  him,  if  he  will  have  him. 

The  counsel  of  the  wicked  layeth  siege  against 
me ;  they  pierced  my  hands  and  my  feet.

Rut  he  not  thou  far  from  me,  0  Lord  :  0  my 
strength,  haste  thee  to  help  me. 

Thy  rebuke  hath  broken  my  heart ;  I  am  full 
of  heaviness :  I  looked  for  some  to  have  pity  on 
me,  but  there  was  no  man,  neither  found  I  any 
to  comfort  me. 

They  gave  me  gall  to  eat;  and  when  I  was 
thirsty  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 

Sacrifice  and  meat-offermg  thou  wouldest  not, 
but  mine  ears  hast  thou  opened. 

Burnt-offerings  and  sacrifice  for  sin  hast  thou 
not  rer[uired :  then  said  I,  Lo,  1  come : 
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In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me, 
that  I  should  fulfil  thy  will,  0  my  God ;  I  am 
content  to  do  it ;  yea,  thy  law  is  within  my 
heart.

5  As  for  the  ungodly,  it  is  not  so  with  them ; 
but  they  are  like  the  chaif,  which  the  wind  scat- 
tereth  away  from  the  face  of  the  earth, 

6  Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  be  able  to 
stand  in  the  judgment,  neither  the  sinners  in  the 
congregation  of  the  righteous, 

7  But  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of  the  right- 
eous ;  and  the  way  of  the  ungodly  shall  perish. 

Psalm  ii.    Quare  fremuerunt  gentes? 
\T/'HY  do  the  heathen  so  furiously  rage  toge- 
ther? and  why  do  the  people  imagine  a 
vain  thing? 

2  The  kings  of  the  earth  stand  up,  and  the 
rulers  take  counsel  together  against  the  Lord, 
and  against  his  Anointed  : 

3  Let  us  break  their  bonds  asunder,  and  cast 
away  their  cords  from  us. 

4  He  that  dwelleth  in  heaven  shall  laugh 
them  to  scorn :  the  Lord  shali  have  them  in  de- 
rision.

6  I  will  not  be  afraid  for  ten  thousands  of

7  Up,  Lord,  and  help  ran,  0  my  God  I  For 
hou  smitest  ail  mine  enemies  upon  the  cheek- 
lone;  thou  hast  broken  the  teeth  of  the  un-

8  Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lord;  and 
hy  blessing  is  upon  thy  peopie. 
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Psalm  iv.     Cum 

[TEAR  me,  when  I  call,  0  God  of  my  right- 
eousness :  thou  hast  set  me  at  liberty,  when 
I  was  in  trouble  ;  have  mercy  upon  me,  and 
hearken  unto  my  prayer. 

3  O  ye  sons  of  men,  how  Jong  will  ye  blas- 
pheme mine  honour,  and  have  such  pleasure  in 
vanity,  and  seek  after  falsehood  ?

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Psalm  vii.     Domine,  l)eus  meus. 
r\  LORD,  my  God,  in  thee  have  I  put  my 
trust:   save  me  from  all  them  that  perse- 
cute me,  and  deliver  me  ; 

2  Lest  he  devour  my  soul  like  a  Hon,  and 
tear  it  in  pieces,  while  there  is  none  to  help. 

8  O  Lord  my  God,  if  I  have  done  any  such 
tbng;  or  if  tliere  be  any  wickedness  in  my 
hands ; 

4  If  I  have  rewarded  evil  unto  him  that 
dealt  friendly  with  me ;  yea,  I  have  delivered 
him  that  without  any  cause  is  mine  enemy ; 

5  Then  let  mine  enemy  persecute  my  soul, 
and  take  me ;  yea,  let  him  tread  my  life  down 
upon  the  earth,  and  lay  mine  honour  in  the 
liust.

12  God  is  a  righteous  Judge,  strong,  and 
patient ;  and  God  is  provoked  every  day. 

13  If  a  man  -will  not  turn,  he  will  whet  his 
sword ;  he  hath  bent  his  bow,  and  made  it 
ready. 

14  He  hath  prepared  for  him  the  instruments 
of  death ;  he  ordaineth  his  arrows  against  (be 
persecutors. 

15  Behold,  he  travaileth  with  mischief;  he 
hath  conceived  sorrow,  and  brought  forth  un- 
godliness. 

16  He  hath  graven  and  digged  up  a  pit,  and 
is  fallen  himself  into  the  destruction  that  he 
made  for  other, 

17  For  his  travail  shall  come  upon  his  own 
bead,  and  his  wickedness  shall  fall  on  his  own 
pate. 

18  I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  accord- 
ing to  his  righteousness ;  and  I  will  praise  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  most  high.

C\  LORD,  our  Governor,   how   excellent  is 

thy  Name  in  all  the  world  ;  thou  that  has(

2  Out  of  the  mouth  of  very  babes  and  suck- 
lings bast  thou  ordained  strength,  because  of 
thine  enemies,  that  thou  mightest  stili  the 
enemy  and  the  avenger. 

3  For  I  will  consider  thy  heavens,  even  the 
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■works  of  thy  fingers ;  the  moon  and  the  stars 
which  thou  hast  ordained. 

4  What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of 
him?  and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest 
him? 

5  Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels, 
to  crown  him  with  glory  and  ■worship. 

6  Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of  the 
works  of  thy  hands ;  and  thou  hast  put  all 
things  in  subjection  under  his  feet ;

WILL  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  -with 
my  whole   heart;   I  will  speak  of. all  thy 
marvellous  works. 

2  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thee;  yea, 
iny  songs  will  I  make  of  thy  Name,  0  thou 
Most  IBghest. 

3  While  mine  enemies  are  driven  back,  they 
shall  fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right  and  my 
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cause ;  thou  art  set  in  the  throne  that  judges! 
right. 

5  Thou  hast  rehuked  the  heathen,  and  de- 
stroyed the  ungodly;  thou  hast  put  out  their 
name  for  ever  and  ever, 

6  0  thou  enemy,  destractitms  are  come  to  a 
[lerpetua]  end ;  even  as  the  cities  which  thou 
hast  destroyed,  their  memorial  is  perished  with 
them. 

7  But  the  LoKD  shall  endure  for  ever;  he 
hath  also  prepared  his  seat  for  judgment. 

8  For  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righteous- 
ness, and  minister  true  judgment  unto  the 
people, 

9  The  Lord  also  will  be  a  defence  for  the 
oppressed,  even  a  refuge  in  due  time  of  trou- 
ble. 

10  And  they  that  know  thy  Name  will  put 
their  trust  in  thee ;  for  thou,  Lobd,  hast  never 
failed  them  that  seek  thee. 

11  O  praise  the  Lord  which  dwellcth  in 
Sion ;  show  the  people  of  his  doings, 

12  For  when  he  maketh  inquisition  for  blowl, 
he  remembereth  them,  and  forgetteth  not  the 
complaint  of  the  poor. 

13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  0  Lord  ;  consider 
the  trouble  which  i  suffer  of  them  that  hate 
me,  thou  that  Jiftest  me  up  from  the  gates  of 
death ; 

14  That  I  may  show  all  thy  praises  within 
the  ports  of  the  daughter  of  Sioti :  I  will  re- 
joice in  thy  salvation. 

15  The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the.  pit 
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that  they  made ;  in  the  same  net  which  they  hiti 
privily  is  their  ibot  taken. 

16  The  LorB  is  known  to  execute  judgment; 
the  ungodly  is  trapped  in  the  work  of  his  own 
hantls. 

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and 
ail  the  people  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  poor  shall  not  aiway  be  forgotten; 
the  patient  abiding  of  the  raeek  shall  not  perish 
for  ever, 

19  Up,  Lord,  and  let  not  man  have  the  up- 
per hand ;  let  the  heathen  be  judged  in  thy 
sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  0  Lord,  that  the  hea- 
then may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men. 

Psalm  X.     Ut  quid,  Domine? 

Tt/'Hy  standest  thou  so  far  off,  O  Lord,  and 

hidest  thy  face  in  the  needful  time  of 
trouble  ? 

2  The  ungodly,  for  his  own  iust,  doth  perse- 
cute the  poor :  let  them  be  taken  in  the  crafty 
wiliness  that  they  have  imagined. 

3  For  the  ungodly  hath  made  boast  of  his 
own  heart's  desire,  and  speaketh  good  of  the 
covetous,  whom  God  abborreth. 

4  The  ungodly  is  so  proud,  that  he  careth 
not  for  God,  neither  is  God  in  ail  his  thoughts. 

5  His  ways  are  alway  grievous ;  thy  jtidg- 
ments  are  far  above  out  of  his  aght,  and  there- 
fore defieth  he  all  his  enemies. 

6  For  he  hath  said  in  his  heart»  Tushi  I 
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shall  never  be  cast  down,  there  shall  no  harm 
happen  unto  me. 

7  His  mouth  is  fuil  of  cursing,  deceit,  and 
tfaud ;  under  his  tongue  is  ungodliness  and 
vanity. 

8  He  sitteth  lurking  in  the  thievish  corners 
of  the  streets,  and  privily  in  his  lurking  dens 
doth  he  tQurder  the  innocent ;  his  eyes  are  set 
against  the  poor, 

9  For  he  lieth  waiting  secretly ;  even  as  « 
lion  lurketh  he  in  his  den,  that  he  may  ravish 
tlie  poor. 

10  He  doth  ravish  the  poor,  when  he  getteth 
him  into  his  net. 

11  He  falleth  down,  and  humbleth  himself, 
that  the  congregation  of  the  poor  may  fail  into 
the  hands  of  his  captains. 

12  He  hath  said  in  his  heart.  Tush !  God 
hath  forgotten ;  he  hideth  away  his  face,  and 
he  will  never  see  it. 

13  Arise,  0  Lord  God,  and  lift  up  thine 
hand  ;  forget  not  the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  should  the  wicked  blaspheme 
God,  while  he  doth  say  in  his  heart.  Tush ! 
thou  God  carest  not  for  it? 

15  Surely  thou  hast  seen  it ;  for  thou  behold- 
est  ungodliness  and  wrong, 

.  16  That  thou  mayest  take  the  matter  into 
thy  hand:  the  poor  comraitteth  himself  unto 
thee;  for  thou  art  the  helper  of  the  friendless. 
17  Break  thoii  the-power  of  the  ungodly  and 
malicious ;  take  away  his  ungodliness,  and  thou 
shalt  Rod  ntme. 
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IS  The  Lord  is  King  for  ever  and  ever,  and 
(lie  heathen  are  perished  out  of  the  land, 

19  Lord,  thou  liast  heard  the  desire  of  the 
poor;  thou  preparest  their  heart,  and  thine  ear 
henrkeneth  thereto : 

20  To  help  the  fatherless  and  poor  unto  their 
right,  that  the  man  of  the  earth  be  no  more  ex- 
alted against  them. 

Psalm  si.     In  Domino  confida 
TN  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust ;  how  say  ye  then 
■^  to  my  soul,  that  she  should  flee  as  a  bird  unto 
thehiU? 

2  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend  their  bow,  and 
make  ready  their  arrows  within  the  quiver,  that 
they  may  privily  shoot  at  them  which  are  trde 
of  heart. 

3  For  the  foundatiMis  will  be  cast  down; 
and  what  hath  the  righteous  done  ? 

4  The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple ;  the  Lord's 
seat  is  in  heaven. 

5  His  eyes  consider  the  poor,  and  his  eye-lida 
try  the  children  of  men. 

6  The  Lord  alloweth  the  righteous :  but  the 
ungodly,  and  hira  that  ileligbteth  in  wickedness, 
doth  bis  sool  aMior. 

7  Upon  the  ungodly  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire 
and  brimstone,  storm  and  tempest :  this  shall  be 
their  pot'tion  to  drink. 

8  For  the  righteous'  Lord  loveth  righfeoils- 
ness ;  his  countenance  will  behold  the  thing  that 
is  just. 
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Psalm  xii.     Snlvum,  mzfac. 
XJELP  me,  Lord,  for  thei'e  is  not  one  godly 
man    left;    for  the    faithful    are  miiiished 
from  among  the  children  of  men. 

2  They  talk  of  vanity  every  one  with  his 
neighbour ;  they  do  but  flatter  with  their  lips, 
and  dissernble  in  their  double  heart. 

3  The  Loan  shall  root  out  all  deceitful  iips, 
and  the  tongue  that  speaketh  proud  things ; 

4  Which  have  said.  With  our  tongue  -will 
we  prevail ;  we  are  they  that  ought  to  speak : 
who  is  lord  over  U3  ? 

5  Now,  for  the  comfortless  trembles'  sake  of 
the  needy,  and  because  of  the  deep  sighing  of 
the  poor, 

6  I  wil!  up,  saith  the  Loao ;  and  will  help 
every  one  from  him  that  swelleth  against  him, 
and  will  set  him  at  rest. 

7  The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words ; 
even  as  the  silver  which  from  the  earth  is  tried, 
and  purified  seven  times  in  the  fire. 

8  Thou  shalt  keep  them,  0  Lord  ;  thou  shalt 
preserve  him  from  this  generation  for  ever. 

9  The  ungodly  walk  on  every  side ;  when  they 
are  exalted,  the  children  of  men  are  put  to  rebuke. 

Psalm  xiii.     (Jstjwe  gwo,  Domine.? 
TTOW  long  wilt  thou    forget  me,  O  Lord; 
for  ever  ?  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy  face 
from  me  ? 
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a  How  iong  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  mj-  soul, 
anil  be  so  vexed  in  my  heart?  how  long  shall 
mine  enemies  triumph  over  me  ? 

3  Consider,  and  hear  me,  0  Lord  my  God ; 
lighten  mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not  in  death ; 

4  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed 
against  him :  for  if  I  be  cast  down,  they  that 
trouble  me  will  rejoice  at  it. 

5  But  my  trust  is  in  thy  mercy,  and  my 
heart  is  joyful  in  thy  salvation. 

6  I  will  sing  of  die  Lord,  because  he  hath 
dealt  so  lovingly  with  me;  yea,  I  will  praise 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  most  Highest. 

Psalm  xiv.     Dixit  insipiem: 
'THE  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart.  There  is  no 
-*-    God. 

2  They  are  corrupt,  and  become  ahominable 
in  their  doings ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good, 
no  not  one. 

3  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven  upon 
the  children  of  men,  to  see  if  there  were  any 
that  would  understand,  and  seek  after  God: 

4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they 
are  altogether  become  abominable;  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Their  tbroat  is  an  open  sepulchre;  with 
their  tongues  have  they  deceived :  the  poison 
of  ssps  is  under  their  lips. 

6  Their  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitter- 
ness ;  their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood. 

7  Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their 
ways,  and   the  way  of  peace   have  they  not 
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known ;   thfre  is  no  fear  of  Goil  before  their 
eyes. 

8  Have  tbey  no  knowledge,  that  they  are 
all  such  workers  of  mischief,  eating  up  my 

Ei>ople  as  it  were  breati,  and  call  not  upon  the 
lORD? 

9  There  were  they  brought  in  great  fear, 
even  where  no  fear  was ;  for  God  is  in  the 
generation  of  the  righteous. 

10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock  at  the 
counsel  of  the  poor ;  because  he  puttefh  his 
trust  in  the  I-ord. 

H  Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel  out 
of  Sion?  When  the  Lohd  tumeth  the  cap- 
tivity of  his  people,  then  shall  Jacob  rejoice, 
and  Israel  shall  be  glad.

2  Even  he  tbat  leadeth  an  uncorrupt  life, 
and  doeth  the  thing  which  is  right,  and  speak- 
eth  the  truth  from  his  heart. 

3  He  that  hath  used  no  deceit  in  his  tongue, 
nor  done  evi!  to  his  neighbour,  and  hath  not 
slandered  his  neighbour. 

4  He  that  setteth  not  by  himself,  but  is  lowly 
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in  hb  own  eyes,  ar.d  maketli  much  of  them  thai 
Tear  the  Loed. 

5  He  that  sweareth  unto  his  neighbour,  and 
disappointeth  him  not,  though  it  were  to  hia 
own  hindrance. 

6  He  that  hath  not  given  his  money  upon 
usury,  nor  taken  reward  against  the  innocent. 

7  Whoso  doeth  these  things  shall  never  fall. 

Psalm  xvi.     Conserva  me,  Domine. 
RESERVE  me,  0  God;  for  in  thee  have 
I  put  my  trust. 

2  O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  Loan, 
Thou  art  my  God  ;  my  goods  are  nothing  unto 
thee. 

3  All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints  that  are 
in  the  earth,  and  upon  such  as  excel  in  virtue. 

4  But  they  that  run  after  another  god  shall 
have  great  trouble. 

5  Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I  not 
offer,  neither  make  mention  of  their  names 
within  my  lips. 

6  The  Lord  himself  is  the  portion  of  mine 
inheritance,  and  of  my  cup ;  thou  shalt  main- 
tain my  lot. 

7  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair  ground ; 
yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

8  I  will  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me  warn- 
ing ;  my  reins  also  chasten  me  in  the  night- 
season. 

9  I  have  set  God  always  before  me ;  for  he 
is  on  my  right  hand,  therefore  I  shall  not  fell. 

10  Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and  my 
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glory  rejoiced :  my  flesh  also  shall  rest  in 
hope. 

il  For  why  ?  tbou  shalt  not  leave  my  soiil 
in  hell ;  neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy  Holy  One 
to  see  corruption. 

12  Thou  shalt  show  me  the  path  of  life:  in 
thy  presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy,  and  at  thy 
light  han<i  there  is  pleasure  for  evermore. 

Psalm  xvii.     Exaudi,  Domine. 
TJEAR  the  right,  0  Lokd,  consider  my  com- 
plaint, and  hearken  unto  my  prayer,  that 
goeth  not  out  of  feigned  lips. 

3  Let  my  sentence  come  forth  from  thy 
presence ;  and  let  thine  eyes  look  upon  the 
thing  that  is  equal. 

3  Thou  hast  proved  and  visited  mine  heart 
in  the  night-season ;  thou  hast  tried  me,  and 
shalt  find  no  wickedness  in  me ;  for  I  am 
utterly  purposed  that  my  mouth  shall  not 
offend. 

4  Because  of  men's  works  that  are  done 
against  the  words  of  thy  lips,  I  have  kept  me 
from  the  ways  of  the  destroyer. 

5  0  hold  thou  up  my  goings  in  thy  path^ 
that  my  footsteps  slip  not. 

6  I  have  called  upon  thee,  0  God,  for  thou 
shalt  hear  me:  incline  thine  ear  to  me,  and 
hearken  unto  my  words. 

7  Show  thy  marvellous  loring-kindness, 
thou  that  art  the  Saviour  of  them  which  put 
their  trust  in  thee,  from  such  as  resist  thy  right 
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8  Keep  me  as  the  app]e  of  an  tye;  hide  lue 
umler  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 

9  From  the  ungodly,  that  trouble  me ;  mine 
enemies  compass  me  round  about,  to  take  away 
my  soul. 

10  They  are  inclosed  in  their  own  fat,  and 
tlieir  mouth  speaketh  proud  things, 

11  They  lie  waiting  in  our  way.  «ii  every 
side,  turning  their  eyes  down  to  the  ground ; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his  prey, 
and  as  it  were  a  lion's  whelp  lurking  in  secret 
places. 

13  Up,  Lord,  disappoint  him,  and  cast  him 
down  ;  deliver  my  soul  from  the  ungodly,  which 
is  a  sword  of  thine  ; 

14  From  the  men  of  thy  hand,  0  Lobd, 
from  the  men,  I  say,  and  from  the  evil  world ; 
which  have  their  portion  in  this  life,  whose 
bellies  thou  fillest  with  thy  hid  treasure. 

15  They  have  children  at  their  desire,  and 
leave  the  rest  of  their  substance  for  their 
biibes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  presence 
in  righteousness;  and  when  I  awake  up  after 
Ihy  likeness,  I  shall  be  satisfied  with  it.

T  WILL   love   thee,  0   Lord,  my  strength.

23  1  was  also  uncorrupt  before  him,  and  es- 
chewed mine  own  wickedness. 

24  Therefore  shall  the  Lord  reward  mc 
after  my  righteous  dealing,  and  according  unto 
the  cleanness  of  ray  hands  in  his  eyesight. 

25  With  the  holy  thou  shalt.  be  holy,  and 
wilh  ii  perfect  man  thou  shalt  he  perfect. 
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■•J6  With  the  clean  thou  shalt  be  clean,  and 
witli  the  froward  thou  shalt  learn  frowardness. 

27  For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that  are 
in  adversity,  ami  shalt  bring  down  the  high 
looks  of  the  proud. 

23  Thou  also  shalt  light  my  candle ;  the 
LoRi;  my  God  shall  make  my  darkness  to  be 
light. 

29  For  in  thee  I  shall  discomfit  an  host  of 
men,  and  with  the  help  of  my  God  I  shall  leap 
over  the  wall. 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an  undefiled  way; 
the  word  of  the  Lord  also  is  tried  in  the  fire : 
he  is  the  defender  ol  all  them  that  put  theii 
trust  in  him.

34  He  teacheth  mine  hands  to  fight,  and 
mine  arms  shall  break  even  a  bow  of  steel. 

35  Thou  hast  given  me  the  defence  of  thy 
salvation  ;  thy  right  hand  also  shall  hold  me  up, 
and  thy  loving  correction  shall  make  me  great. 

36  Thou  shalt  make  room  enough  under  me 
for  to  go,  that  my  footsteps  shall  not  slide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine  enemies,  and 
overtake  them ;  neither  will  I  turn  again  till  I 
have  destroyed  them. 

38  I  will  smite  them,  that  they  shall  not  he 
able  to  stand,  but  fall  under  my  feet. 
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39  Thou  hast  girdei^  me  with  strength  unto 
the  battle;  thou  shall  throw  down  mine  ene- 
mies under  me.

44  A  people  whom  I  have  not  known  shall 

4o  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they  shall 
obey  me ;  but  the  strange  children  shiul  dis- 
semble with  me, 

46  The  strange  children  shall  fail,  and  be 
afraid  out  of  their  prisons. 

47  The  Lord  iivelh;  and  blessed  be  my 
strong  helper,  and  praised  be  tlie  God  of  my 
salvation : 

48  Even  the  God  that  seeth  that  I  he  aven- 
ged, and  subdueth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  me  from  my  cruel 
enemies,  and  setteth  me  up  above  mine  adver- 
saries :  thou  shalt  rid  me  from  the  wicked  man, 

50  For  this  cause  will  I  give  thanks  unto 
thee,  O  LoBD,  among  the  Gentiles,  and  sing 
praises  unto  thy  Name, 
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5]  Great  prosperity  giveth  he  unto  liis  Kitif;, 
and  showeth  loving-kindness  unto  David,  his 
Anointed,  and  unto  his  seed  for  evermore.

T^HE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  ;  and

9  One  day  telleth  another;  and  one  night 

certifieth  another. 

3  There  is  neither  speech  nor  language ;  but 
their  voices  are  heard  among  thero. 

4  Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands ;  and 
Iheir  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world, 

5  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the 
sun ;  which  cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom  out 
of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  giant  to  run 
his  cotii'se. 

6  It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part  of 
the  heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the  end  of 
it  again  ;  and  there  is  nothing  bid  from  the  heat 
thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lokd  is  an  undefiled  law, 
converting  the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord 
is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Losi>  are  right,  and 
rejoice  the  heart ;  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light  imto  the  eyes. 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and   en- 
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(hireth  for  ever;   the  judgments  of  the  Loits 
are  true,  ant!  righteous  altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  tlian  gold, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold ;  sweeter  also  than 
honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

11  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught; 
and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  rewaril. 

12  Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  offendeth  ?  O 
cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secret  faults. 

13  Keep  thy  servant  also  frora  presump- 
tuous sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over  me  ; 
-so  shall  I  be  undefiled,  and  innocent  from  the 
great  offence. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  month,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart,  be  alway  acceptable  in 
thy  Nght, 

15  0  Lord,  my  strength  and  ray  redeemer. 

Psalm  XX,     Exaudiat  te  Dominus. 
'T'HE  Lord  hear  Ihee  in  the  day  of  trouble ; 
the  Name   of  the  God   of  Jacob  defend 
thee: 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary,  and 
strengthen  thee  out  of  Sion : 

3  Remember  all  thy  offerings,  and  accept 
thy  burnt-sacrifice: 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire,  and  fulfil  all 
thy  mind. 

5  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and  tri- 
umph in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  our  God  the 
Lord  perform  al!  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I  that  the  Lord  helpeth  his 
Anointed,  and  will    hear    him    from    his   hoiy 
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heaven,  even  with  the  wholesome  strengtii  of 
his  right  hajid, 

7  Some  put  their  trust  in  chariots,  and  some 
in  horses ;  but  we  will  remember  the  Name  of 
the  LoKD  our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down  and  fallen ;  bat 
we  are  risen  and  stand  upright. 

9  Save,  Lokd  ;  and  hear  us,  0  King  of 
heaven,  when  we  call  upon  thee. 

PsaJm  xxi.     Domtne,  in  virtute  tua. 
nPHE  King  shall  rejoice  in  thy  strength,  0 
Lord  ;  exceeding  glad  shall  he  be  of  thy 
salvation. 

2  Thou  hast  given  him  his  heart's  desire, 
and  hast  not  denied  him  tiie  request  of  his 
lips. 

3  For  thou  shalt  prevent  him  with  the  bless- 
ings of  goodness,  and  shalt  set  a  crown  of  pure 
gold  upon  his  head. 

4  He  asked  lile  of  thee;  and  thou  gavest 
him  a  long  life,  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

5  His  honour  is  great  in  thy  salvation;  glory 
and  great  worship  shalt  thou  lay  upon  him. 

6  For  thou  shalt  give  him  everlasting  felicity, 
and  make  him  glad  with  the  joy  of  thy  coun- 
tenance. 

7  A  nd  why  1  because  the  King  putteth  his 
trust  in  the  Lord  ;  and  in  the  mercy  of  the 
Most  Highest  he  shall  not  miscarry. 

8  All  thine  enemies  shall  feel  thy  hand ;  tliy 
right  hand  shall  find  out  them  that  hate  thee. 

9  Thou  shatt  make  them  like  a  Pery  oven 
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ill  time  of  thy  wrath :  the  Lokd  shall  destroy 
tliem  in  his  dispSeasiire,  and  the  fire  sbail  con- 
sume them. 

10  Their  fruit  shalt  thou  root  out  of  the 
earth,  and  their  seed  from  among  the  children 
of  men, 

11  For  !hey  intended  mischief  against  thee, 
and  imagined  such  a  device  as  they  are  not  able 
to  perform. 

13  Therefore  shall  thou  put  them  to  flight, 
and  the  strings  of  thy  bow  shalt  thou  make 
ready  against  the  face  of  them, 

13  Be  thou  exalted,  Lord,  in  thine  own 
strength  ;  so  will  we  sing,  and  praise  thy 
power.

|\/TY   God !   my  God !   look  upon  me ;   why

2  0  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  day-time,  but 
thou  hearest  not;  and  in  the  night-season  also 
I  take  no  rest. 

3  And  thou  continuest  holy,  O  thou  Worsbip 
of  Israel. 

4  Our  fathers  hoped  in  thee  ;  they  trusted 
in  thee,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 

5  They  called  upon  thee,  and  were  holpen ; 
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they  put  their  trust  in  thee,  and  were  not  con- 
founded. 

6  But  as  for  me,  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man ; 
a  very  scorn  of  men,  and  the  outcast  of  the 
people. 

7  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn ; 
they  shoot  out  their  lips,  and  shake  their  heads, 
saying, 

8  He  trusted  in  God,  that  he  would  deliver 
him ;  let  him  deliver  him,  if  he  will  have 
him. 

9  But  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my 
mother's  womb ;  thou  wast  my  hope,  when  I 
hanged  yet  upon  my  mother's  breasts. 

10  I  have  been  left  unto  thee  ever  since  I 
was  born;  thou  art  my  God  even  from  my 
mother's  womb. 

11  O  go  not  from  me;  for  trouble  is  bard  at 
hand,  and  there  is  none  to  help  me, 

12  Many  oxen  are  come  about  me ;  fat  bulls 
of  Basan  close  me  in  on  every  side. 

13  They  gape  upon  me  with  their  mouths,  as 
it  were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion. 

14  I  am  poured  out  like  vrater,  and  all  my 
bones  are  out  of  joint ;  ray  heart  also  in  the 
midst  of  ray  body  is  even  hke  melting  wax.

20  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword,  my 
riarling  from  the  power  of  the  dog. 

21  Save  me  from  the  lion's  mouth;  thou 
liast  heard  me  also  from  among  the  horns  of

22  I  will  declare  thy  Name  unto  my  breth- 
ren; in  the  midst  of  the  congregation  will  I 
praise  thee. 

23  0  praise  the  Lokd,  ye  that  fear  him : 
magnify  him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob ;  and 
fear  him,  all  ye  seed  of  Israel. 

34  For  he  hath  not  despised  nor  abhorred 
the  low  estate  of  the  poor;  he  hath  not  bid  his 
face  from  him ;  but  when  he  called  unto  him 
he  heard  him.

19  0  keep  ray  soul,  and  deliver  me :  let  me 
not  be  confounded,  for  i  have  put  ray  trust  in 
thee. 

20  Let  perfectness  and  righteous  dealing 
wait  upon  me ;  for  my  hope  hath  been  in 
thee. 

21  Deliver  Israel,  O  God,  out  of  all  his 
troubles. 

Psalm  xxvi.     Judica  me,  Domine. 
"DE   thou  my  Judge,  O   Loan,,  for   I   have 
walked  innocently:   my  trust  hath  been 
also  in  the  Lord,  therefore  shall  I  not  fall. 

2  Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove  me  ;  try 
out  my  reins  and  my  heart. 

3  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  ever  before 
mine  eyes;  and  I  will  walk  in  thy  truth- 
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4  I  have  not  dwelt  with  vain  persons  ;  nei- 
Iher  will  I  have  fellowship  with  the  deceitful. 

5  I  have  hated  the  congregation  of  the  wick- 
ed ;  and  will  not  sit  among  the  ungodly.

10  In  whose  hands  is  wickedness,  and  their 
right  hand  is  full  of  gifts. 

11  But  as  for  me,  I  will  walk  innocently : 
O  deliver  me,  and  be  merciful  unto  me.

12  When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake 
me,  the  Lord  taketh  me  up. 

1.3  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord,  and  lead 
me  in  the  right  way,  because  of  mine  enemies, 

14  Deliver  me  not  over  into  the  will  of  mine 
ailverearies :  for  there  are  false  witnesses  risen 
up  against  me,  and  such  as  speak  wrong. 

15  I  should  utterly  have  hinted,  hut  that  I 
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believe  verily  to  see  the  goodness  of  ihe  Lobh 
in  the  land  of  the  living.

my  heart  hath  trusted  in  him,  and  I  am  helped  ; 
therefore  my  heart  danceth  for  joy,  and  in  my 
song  will  I  praise  him. 
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9  The  Lord  is  my  strength,  ant!  he  is  the 
wliolesome  (Jefence  of  his  Anointed. 

10  0  save  thy  people,  and  give  thy  blessing 
unto  thine  inheritanc-e :  feed  them,  and  set 
thera  up  for  ever.

10  I-Iaye  mercy  upon  me,  0  Lokd,  for  I  am 
ill  trouble,  and  mine  eye  is  consumetl  for  very 
heaviness  ;  yea,  my  soul  and  my  body. 

11  For  ray  life  is  waxen  old  with  heaviness, 
and  my  years  with  mourning. 

12  My  strength  faileth  me,  because  of  mine 
iniquity,  and  my  bones  are  consumed. 

13  1  became  a  reproof  among  all  mine  ene- 
mies, but  especially  among  my  neighbours; 
and  they  of  mine  acquaintance  were  afraid  of 
me;  and  they  that  did  see  me  without,  con- 
veyed themselves  from  nae. 

14  I  am  clean  forgotten  as  a  dead  man  out 
of  mind  ;  I  am  become  like  a  broken  vessel. 

15  For  I  have  heard  the  blasphemy  of  the 
multitude,  and  fear  is  on  every  side ;  while 
they  conspire  together  against  me,  and  take 
their  counsel  to  take  away  my  life. 

16  But  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee,  O  Lobd  ; 
1  have  said.  Thou  art  my  God. 

17  My  time  is  in  thy  bund  ;  deliver  me  from 
the  hand  of  mine  enemies,  and  from  them  that 
persecute  me. 

18  Show  thy  servant  the  light  of  thy  coun- 
tenance, and  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

19  Let  me  not  be  confounded,  0  Lord,  for 
I  have  called  upon  thee;  let  the  ungodly  be 
piit  to  confusion,  and  he  put  to  silence  in  the 
grave. 

20  Let  the  lying  lips  be  put  to  silence,  which 
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cruelly,    distlainfullj ,    an<t    despitefuily    speak 
Hgainst  the  righteous, 

21  O  how  plentiful  is  thy  goodness,  which 
thou  hast  laid  up  for  them  that  feur  thee,  and 
that  thou  hast  prepared  for  them  that  put  their 
trust  in  thee,  even  before  the  sons  of  men ! 

22  Thou  shalt  hide  them  privily  by  thine 
own  presence  from  the  provoking  of  all  men  : 
thou  shalt  keep  thera  secretly  in  thy  tabernacle 
from  the  strife  of  tongues. 

23  Thanks  be  to  the  Lord;  for  he  hath 
showed  me  marvellous  great  kindness  in  a 
strong  city, 

24  And  when  I  made  haste,  I  said,  I  am 
cast  out  of  the  sight  of  thine  eyes. 

25  Nevertheless,  thou  heardest  the  voice  of 
my  prayer,  when  I  crietl  unto  thee, 

26  O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints ;  for 
the  Lord  preserveth  them  that  are  faithful,  and 
plenteously  rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

27  Be  strong,  and  he  shall  establish  your 
heart,  all  ye  that  put  your  trust  in  the  Lord.

9  For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done ;  he  com- 
manded, and  it  stood  fast. 

10  The  Lord  briiigeth  the  counsel  of  the 
heathen  to  nought,  and  makelh  the  devices  of 
the  people  to  be  of  none  effect,  and  casteth  out 
the  counsels  of  princes, 

11  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  shall  endure 
for  ever,  and  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  from 
generation  to  generation. 

12  Blessed  are  the  people  whose  God  is  the 
Lord  Jehovah  ;  and  blessed  are  the  folk  thai 
he  hath  chosen  to  him,  to  be  his  inheritance. 
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13  The  Lord  looked  down  (mm  heaven, 
and  Uchcid  all  the  children  of  [nen  ;  fiom  the 
habitation  of  his  dwelling,  he  consJdereth  all 
(hem  that  dwell  on  the  earth. 

14  He  fashioneth  all  the  hearts  of  them,  an  I 
Huderstandeth  all  their  works. 

15  There  is  no  king  that  can  be  saved  by 
the  multitude  of  an  host ;  neither  is  any  mighty 
man  delivered  by  much  strength. 

16  A  horse  is  counted  but  a  vain  thing  to 
save  a  man ;  neither  shall  he  deliver  any  man 
by  his  great  strength. 

17  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Loud  is  upon 
them  that  fear  himj  and  upon  them  that  put 
their  trust  in  his  mercy ; 

IS  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death,  and  to 
feed  them  in  the  time  of  dearth. 

19  Our  soul  hath  patiently  tarried  for  the 
Lord  ;  for  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

20  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him ;  be- 
cause we  have  hoped  in  his  holy  Name. 

21  Let  thy  merciful  kindness,  0  Loed,  be 
upon  us,  like  as  we  do  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

Psalm  xxxiv.    Benedicam  Domino. 
T  WILL  alway  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  J 
his  praise  shall  ever  be  in  my  mouth. 

2  My  soul  shall  make  her  boast  in  the  Lord  ; 
the  humble  shall  hear  thereof,  and  b';  glad, 

3  0  praise  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us 
inaenify  his  Name  together. 

4  I  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me ;  yea, 
he  delivered  me  out  of  all  my  fear. 
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f)  They  had  an  eye  unto  him,  and  were 
lightened ;  and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

6  Lo,  the  poor  crieth,  and  the  Lord  hearetli 
him  ;  yea,  and  saveth  him  out  of  all  his  trou- 
ble s. 

7  The  angel  of  the  Lord  tarrieth  round 
about  them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them. 

8  O  taste,  and  see,  how  gracious  the  Lord 
is:  blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

9  0  fear  the  Lokd,  ye  that  are  his  saints ; 
for  they  that  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

JO  The  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger; 
but  they  who  seek  the  Lord  shalJ  want  no 
manner  of  thmg  that  is  good. 

11  Come,  ye  children,  and  hearken  unto  me ;

17  The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord  beareth 
them,  and  dehvereth  them  out  of  all  their 
troubles. 

18  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of 
a  contrite  heart,  and  will  save  such  as  be  of  an 
humble  spirit. 
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19  Great  nre  the  troubles  of  the  rightemisj 
but  the  Lord  delivereth  him  out  of  all, 

20  He  keepeth  all  his  bones,  so  that  not  one 
of  them  is  broken. 

21  But  misfortitne  shall  slay  the  ungodly ; 
and  they  that  hate  the  righteous  shall  be  ile-

22  The  Lord  clelivereth  the  souls  of  his 
servants ;  and  all  they  that  put  their  trust  in 
him  shall  not  be  destitute.

2  Lay  hand  upon  the  shield  and  buckler, 
and  stand  up  to  help  me. 

3  Bring  forth  the  spear,  and  stop  the  way 
against  them  that  persecute  me :  say  unto  my 
soul,  I  am  thy  salvation. 

4  Let  them  be  confounded,  and  put  to 
shame,  that  seek  after  my  sod  j  let  them  be 
turned  back,  and  brought  to  confusion,  that 
imagine  mischief  for  me.

4  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  ciioosest, 
and  receivest  unto  thee :  he  shall  dwell  in  thy 
court,  and  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  pleasures 
of  tby  house,  even  of  thy  holy  temple. 

5  Thou  shalt  show  us  wonderful  things  in 
thy  righteousness,  O  God  of  our  salvation; 
thou  art  the  hope  of  all  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  and  of  them  that  remain  in  the  hroad  sea. 

6  Who  in  his  strength  setteth  fast  the  moun- 
tains, and  is  girded  about  with  power. 

7  Who  BtiUeth  the  raging  of  the  sea,  and  the 
noise  of  his  waves,  and  the  madness  of  the 
people. 

8  They  also  that  dwell  in  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth  shall  be  afraid  at  thy  tokens,  thou 
that  makest  the  oat-goings  of  the  morning  and 
evening  to  praise  thee. 

9  Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  hlessest  it ; 
thou  makest  it  very  plenteous. 

10  The  river  of  God  is  full  of  water:  tlioit 
preparest  their  corn,  for  so  thou  providest  for 
the  earth. 

11  Thou  waterest  her  furrows;  thou  send- 
est  rain  into  the  little  valleys  thereof;  thou 
makest  it  soft  with  the  drops  of  rain,  and  hless- 
est the  increase  of  it, 

12  Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy  good- 
ness; and  thy  clouds  drop  fatness. 

13  They  shall  drop  upon  the  dwellings  of 
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the  wilderness ;  and  the  little  hills  shall  rejoic*! 
on  every  side, 

14  The  folds  shall  be  full  of  sheep ;  the  val- 
leys also  shall  stand  so  thick  witli  com,  that 
they  shall  laugh  and  sing.

f\   BE   joyful  in   God,   all   ye   laniJa ;   sing 
praises  unto   the   honour   of   his   Name ; 
make  his  praise  to  he  glorious. 

2  Say  unto  God,  0  how  wonderful  art  thow 
in  thy  works  ;  through  the  greatness  of  thy 
power  shall  thine  enemies  be  found  liars  unto 

3  For  all  the  world  shall  worship  thee,  smg 
of  thee,  and  praise  thy  Name. 

4  O  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works  of 
God  ;  how  wonderful  he  is  in  his  doing  toward 
the  children  of  men. 

5  He  turned  the  sea  into  dry  Sand,  so  that 
they  went  through  the  water  on  foot ;  there  did 
we  rejoice  thereof, 

6  He  ruleth  with  his  power  for  ever ;  his 
eyes  behold  the  people :  and  such  as  will  not 
believe  shall  not  be  able  to  eicalt  themselves, 

7  O  praise  our  God,  ye  people,  and  make 
the  loice  of  his  praise  to  be  heard ; 

6  Who  holdeth  our  soul  in  life  ;  and  suffer- 
eth  not  our  feet  to  slip. 

9  For  thou,  0  God,  hast  proved  us ;  thou 
also  hast  tried  us,  like  as  silver  is  tried, 

10  Thou  broughtest  us  into  the  snare ;  and 
laidest  trouble  upon  our  loins. 
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11  Thou  sufferedst  men  to  ride  over  our 
heads;  we  went  through  fire  and  water,  and 
thou  broughtest  us  out  into  a  wealthy  plane. 

12  I  will  go  into  thine  house  with  burnt- 
ofFerings ;  and  will  pay  thee  my  vows,  which  I 
promised  with  ray  lips,  and  spake  with  my 
mouth,  when  I  was  in  trouble. 

13  I  will  offer  unto  thee  fat  burnt-sacrifices, 
with  the  incense  of  rams ;  I  will  offer  bullocks 
and  goats. 

14  0  come  hither,  and  hearken,  all  ye  that 
fear  God ;  and  I  will  tell  you  what  he  hath 
done  for  my  soul. 

15  I  called  unto  him  \vith  ray  mouth,  and 
gave  hira  prabes  with  my  tongue. 

16  If  I  incline  unto  wickedness  with  mine 
heart,  the  Lord  will  not  hear  me. 

17  But  God  hath  heard  me ;  and  considered 
the  voice  of  my  prayer. 

18  Praised  be  God,  who  hath  not  cast  out 
my  prayer,  nor  turned  his  mercy  from  me.

fXOT>  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us,  and 
show  us  the  light  of  his  countenance,  and 
be  merciful  unto  us  ;

3  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  0  God;  yea, 
let  all  the  people  praise  thee. 

4  0  let  the  nations  rejoice  and  be  glad ;  Ibr 
thou  shalt  judge  the  folk  righteously,  and  gov- 
ern the  nati(»is  upon  earth. 
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5  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God ,  yea, 
let  all  the  people  praise  thee. 

6  Then  shall  the  earth  bring  forth  her  in- 
crease; and  Gotl,  even  our  own  God,  shall 
give  us  his  blessing. 

7  God  shall  hless  us;  and  all  the  ends  of 
the  world  shall  feaj-  him.

2  Like  as  the  smoke  \^nlsheth  "^o  shilt  thou 
drive  them  away  ;  and  like  as  w  ix  melteth  at 
the  fire,  so  let  the  ungodly  perish  at  the  pre- 
sence of  God. 

3  But  let  the  righteous  be  glad,  and  rejoice 
before  God ;  let  them  also  be  merry  and  joy- 
ful. 

4  0  sing  unto  God,  and  sing  praises  unto 
his  Name ;  magnify  him  that  rideth  upon  the 
heavens,  as  it  were  upon  an  horse  ;  praise  him 
in  his  Name  JAH,  and  rejoice  before  him. 

5  He  is  a  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and  de- 
fendeth  the  cause  of  the  widows ;  even  God  in 
his  holy  habitation, 

6  He  is  the  God  that  maketh  men  to  he  of 
one  mind  in  an  house,  and  bringeth  the  prison- 
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era  out  of  captivity ;  but  letteth  the  runagates 
continue  in  scarceness. 

7  O  God,  when  thou  weotest  forth  before 
the  people ;  when  thou  wentest  through  the 
wiklerness, 

8  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens  dropped 
at  the  presence  of  God ;  even  as  Sinai  also  was 
moved  at  the  presence  of  God,  who  is  the  God 
of  Israel. 

9  Thou,  O  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain  upon 
thine  inheritance,  and  refreshedst  it  when  it  was 
weary. 

10  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  therein ; 
for  thou,  0  God,  hast  of  thy  goodness  prepared 
for  the  poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  word  ;  great  was  the 
company  of  the  preachers. 

12  Kings  with  their  armies  did  flee,  and  were 
discomfited,  and  they  of  the  household  divided 
the  spoil. 

13  Though  ye  have  lain  among  the  pots, 
yet  shall  ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove  that  is 
covered  with  silver  wings,  and  her  feathers  like 
gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings  for 
their  sake,  then  were  they  as  white  as  snow  in 
Salmon. 

15  As  the  hill  of  Basan,  so  is  God's  hill ; 
even  an  high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Basan. 

16  Why  hop  ye  so,  ye  high  hills?  this  is 
God's  hill,  in  the  which  it  pleaseth  him  to 
dwell ;    yea,   the   Lord   will   abide  in  it  for 
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17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thouaa.id, 
even  thousands  of  angels ;  and  the  Lorti  is 
among  them  as  in  the  holy  place  of  Sinai. 

18  Thou  art  gone  up  on  high,  thou  hast  led 
captivity  captive,  and  received  gifts  for  men ; 
yea,  even  for  thine  enemies,  that  the  Loud 
God  might  dwell  among  them. 

19  Praised  be  the  Lord  daily,  even  the  God 
who  helpeth  us,  and  poureth  his  benefits  upon 

20  He  is  our  God,  even  the  God  of  whom 
Cometh  salvation:  God  is  the  Lord,  by  whom 
we  escape  death. 

31  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  enemies, 
and  the  hairy  scalp  of  such  a  one  as  goeth  on 
still  in  his  wickedness. 

33  The  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  bring  my  peo- 
ple again,  as  I  did  from  Basan ;  mine  own  will 
I  bring  again,  as  I  did  sometime  from  the  deep 
of  the  sea. 

93  That  thy  foot  may  be  dipped  in  the  blood 
of  thine  enemies,  and  that  the  tongue  of  thy 
dogs  may  he  red  through  the  same. 

24  It  is  well  seen,  O  God,  how  thou  goest ; 
how  thou,  my  God  and  King,  goest  in  the 
sanctuary. 

25  The  singers  go  before,  the  minstrels  fol- 
low after,  in  the  midst  are  the  damsels  playing 
with  the  timbrels. 

26  Give  thanks,  O  Israe),  unto  God  the 
Lord  in  the  congregations,  from  the  ground  of 
the  heart. 

27  There  is  little  Benjamin  their  ruler,  and 
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the  princes  of  Judah  their  council ;  the  princes 
of  Zabulon,  and  the  princes  of  Nephthali, 

■28  Thy  God  hath  sent  forth  strength  for 
thee  ;  stablish  the  thing,  0  God,  that  thou  hast 
wrought  in  us, 

29  For  thy  temple's  sake  at  JerusaJem ;  so 
shall  kings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  When  the  company  of  the  spear-men, 
and  multitude  of  the  mighty  are  scatter«i 
abroad  among  the  beasts  of  the  people,  so  that 
they  humbly  bring  pieces  of  silver ;  and  when 
he  hath  scattered  the  people  that  delight  in  war ; 

31  Then  shall  the  princes  come  out  of 
Egypt ;  the  Morians'  laini  shall  soon  stretch 
out  her  hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  O  ye  kingdoms  of  the 
earth  ;  O  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord ; 

33  Who  sitteth  in  the  heavens  over  all,  from 
tlie  beginning  :  lo,  he  doth  send;  out  his  voice ; 
yea,  and  that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  the  power  to  God  over  Israel ; 
liis  worship  and  strength  is  in  the  clouds. 

35  0  God,  wonderful  art  thou  in  thy  holy 
places  t  even  the  God  of  Israel,  he  will  give 
strength  and  power  unto  his  people.  Blessed 
be  God.

2  I  stick  fast  in  the  deep  mire,  where  no 
ground  is ;  I  am  come  into  deep  waters,  so 
that  the  floods  run  over  me. 

3  I  am  weary  of  crying ;  my  throat  is  dry ; 
my  sight  failefh  me  for  waiting  so  long  upon 
my  God. 

4  They  that  hate  me  without  a  cause  are 
more  than  the  hairs  of  my  head  ;  they  that  are 

.  mine  enemies,  and  w^ould  destroy  me  guiltless, 
are  mighty, 

5  I  paid  them  the  things  that  I  never  took ; 
God,  thou  knowest  my  simpleness,  and  my 
faults  are  not  hid  from  thee. 

6  Let  not  them  that  (rust  in  thee,  0  Lord 
God  of  hosts,  be  ashanied  for  my  cause;  let 
not  those  that  seek  thee  be  confounded  through 
me,  0  Lord  God  of  Israel. 

7  And  why?  for  thy  sake  have  I  suffered 
reproof;  shame  hath  covered  my  face. 

8  I  ara  become  a  stranger  unto  my  brethren, 
even  an  alien  unto  my  mother's  children. 

9  For  the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  even  eat- 
en me ;  and  the  rebukes  of  them  that  rebuked 
thee  are  fallen  upon  me. 

10  1  wept,  and  chastened  myself  with  fast- 
ing, and  that  was  turned  to  my  reproof. 

11  I  put  on  sackcloth  also,  and  they  jested 
upon  me. 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate  speak  against 
me,  and  the  drunkards  make  songs  upon  rae, 

13  But,  Lord,  I  make  my  prayer  unto  thee 
in  an  acceptable  time. 
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14  Hear  me,  0  God,  in  the  multitude  of  tiiy 
mercy,  even  in  the  truth  of  thy  salvation. 

15  Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  1  sink  not ; 
0  let  me  be  delivered  from  them  that  hate  me, 
and  out  of  the  deep  waters. 

16  Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me,  nei- 
ther let  the  deep  swallow  me  up;  and  let  not 
the  pit  shut  her  mouth  upon  me. 

17  Hear  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  loving-kinii- 
ness  is  comfortable ;  turn  thee  unto  me  accord- 
ing to  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies  :

21  Thy  rebuke  hath  broken  ray  heart ;  I 
am  full  of  heaviness :  I  looked  for  some  to 
have  pity  on  me,  but  there  was  no  man,  neither 
found  I  any  to  comfort  me. 

22  They  g'd\e  me  gal!  to  eat ;  and  when  I 
was  thirsty  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 

23  Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare  to  take 
themselves  withal ;  and  let  the  things  that 
should  have  been  for  their  wealth  he  unto  them 
an  occasion  of  falling. 

24  Let  their  eyes  be  blinded,  that  they  see 
not ;  and  ever  bow  thou  down  their  backs. 

25  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  them, 
and  let  thy  wrathful  displeasure  take  hold  of 
them. 
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'ZQ  Let  their  habitation  be  void,  and  no  man 
to  dwell  in  their  t«nts. 

27  For  they  persecute  him  whom  thou  hast 
smitten ;  and  they  talk  how  they  may  vex  them 
whom  thou  hast  wounded. 

28  Let  them  fall  from  one  wickedness  to 
another,  and  not  come  into  thy  righteousness. 

29  Let  them  be  wiped  out  of  the  book  of  the 
living,  and  not  be  written  among  the  righteous. 

30  As  for  me,  when  I  am  poor  and  in  heavi- 
ness, thy  help,  0  God,  shall  lift  me  up. 

31  I  will  praise  the  Name  of  God  with  a 
song,  and  magnify  it  with  thanksgiving. 

32  This  also  shall  please  the  Lobd  better 
than  a  bullock  that  halJi  horns  and  hoofs. 

33  The  humble  shall  consider  this,  and  be 
glad :  seek  ye  after  God,  and  your  soul  shall 

34  For  the  Lord  heareth  the  poor,  and  de- 
spiseth  not  his  prisoners. 

35  Let  heaven  and  earth  praise  him :  the 
sea,  and  all  that  moveth  therein. 

36  For  God  will  save  Sjon,  and  build  the 
cities  of  Judah,  that  men  may  dwell  there,  and 
have  it  in  possession. 

37  The  posterity  also  of  his  servants  shall 
inherit  it;  and  they  that  love  his  Name  shall 
dwell  thertin. 

Psalm  Ixx.     Deus,  in  adjulorium. 
tTASTE  thee,  0  God,  to  deliver  me;  make 
haste  to  help  rae,  0  Lord. 
2  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded  that

8  Cast  me  not  away  in  the  time  of  age ;  for- 
sake me  not  when  my  strength  faileth  me. 

9  For  mioe  enemies  speak  against  me ;  and 
they  that  lay  wait  for  ray  soul  take  their  coun- 
sel together,  saying,  God  hath  forsaken  him ; 
persecute  him,  and  take  him,  for  there  is  none 
to  deliver  him.

3  The  mountains  also  shall  bnng  peace,  and 
the  little  hills  righteousness  unto  the  people.

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5  They  shall  fear  thee  as  Jong  as  the  sun 
and  moon  endureth,  frmn  one  generation  to 
another.

14  He  shall  deliver  their  souls  from  false- 
hood and  wrong ;  and  dear  shall  their  blood  be 
in  his  sight. 

15  He  shall  live,  and  unto  him  shall  be  given 
of  the  gold  of  Arabia ;  prayer  shall  be  made 
ever  unto  him,  and  daily  shall  he  be  praised. 

16  There  shall  be  an  heap  of  com  in  the 
earth,  high  upon  the  hills ;  his  fruit  shall  shake 
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like  Libanus,  and  shall  be  green  in  the  city  like 
grass  upon  the  earth. 

17  His  Name  shall  endure  for  ever;  his 
Name  shall  remain  under  the  sun  amongst  the 
posterities,  which  shall  be  blessed  through  him ; 
and  all  the  heathen  shall  praise  him. 

18  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God,  even  the  God 
of  Israel,  which  only  doeth  wondrous  things  ; 

19  And  blessed  be  the  Name  of  his  Majesty 
for  ever :  and  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with 
his  Majesty.

10  Therefore  fall  the  people  unto  them,  and 
thereout  suck  they  no  small  advantage. 

11  Tush,  say  they,  how  should  God  per- 
ceive it?  is  there  knowledge  in  the  Most  High? 

12  Lo,  these  are  the  ungodly,  these  prosper 
in  the  world,  and  these  have  nches  in  posses- 
sion :  and  I  said.  Then  have  I  cleansed  my 
heart  in  vain,  and  washed  mine  hands  in  inno- 
cency. 

13  All  the  day  long  have  I  been  punished, 
and  chastened  every  morning. 

14  Yea,  and  I  had  almost  said  even  as  they ; 
but  lo,  then  I  should  have  condemned  the  gen- 
eration of  thy  children. 

15  Then  thought  I  to  understand  this ;  but 
it  was  too  hard  for  me, 

16  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  God  : 
then  understood  I  the  end  of  these  men  ; 

17  Namely,  how  thou  dost  set  them  in  slip- 
pery places,  and  easiest  them  down,  and  de- 
stroyest  them. 

18  0  how  suddenly  do  they  consume,  per- 
ish, and  come  to  a  fearful  end  ! 

19  Yea,  even  like  as  a  dream  when  one 
awaketh ;  so  shalt  thou  make  their  image  to 
vanish  out  of  the  city. 

2(1  Thus  my  heart  was  grieved,  and  it  went 
even  through  my  reins. 
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21  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ignorant,  even  as 
it  were  a  beast  before  tliee. 

22  Nevertheless,  I  am  alway  by  thee:  lor 
thou  hast  hoWen  me  by  ray  right  hand. 

23  Thou  shalt  guide  ine  with  thy  counsel, 
and  after  that  receive  me  with  glory, 

24  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee  ?  and 
there  is  none  upou  earth  that  1  desire  in  com- 
parison of  thee. 

25  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth ;  but  God 
is  the  strength  of  my  heart,  and  my  portion  for 

26.  For  lo,  they  that  forsake  thee  shall  per- 
ish ;  thou  hast  destroyed  all  thein  that  commit 
fornication  against  thee. 

27  But  it  is  good  for  me  to  hold  me  fast  by 
God,  to  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  God,  nnd  to 
speak  of  ail  thy  works  in  the  gates  of  the 
(laughter  of  Sion. 

Psalm  Ixxiv.     Ut  quid,  Dais  ? 
C\  GOD,  wherefore  art  thou  absent  from  its 
so  long  1  why  is  thy  wrath  so  hot  against 
the  sheep  of  thy  pasture? 

2  0  think  upon  thy  congregation,  whom 
thou  hast  purchased,  and  redeemed  of  old. 

3  Think  upon  the  tribe  of  thine  inherit- 
ance,  and    Mount   Sion,   wherein    thou   hast 

4  Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou  mayest  utterly 
destroy  every  enemy,  which  hath  done  evil  in 
thy  sanctuary. 

5  Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst  of  thy 
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congregations,  and    set    up    their    banners   for 
tokens. 

6  He  that  hewed  timber  afore  out  of  the 
thick  trees,  was  known  to  bring  it  to  an  excel- 
lent work. 

7  But  now  they  break  down  ail  the  carved 
work  thereof  with  axes  and  hammers. 

8  They  have  set  fire  upon  thy  holy  places, 
and  have  defiled  the  dwelling-place  of  thy 
Name,  even  unto  the  ground. 

9  Yea,  they  said  in  their  heai-ts.  Let  us  make 
havoc  of  them  altogether :  thus  have  they 
burnt  up  all  the  houses  of  God  in  the  land. 

10  We  see  not  our  tokens  ;  there  is  not  one 
prophet  more  ;  no,  not  one  is  there  among  us, 
that  umlerstandeth  any  more. 

11  O  God,  how  long  shall  the  adversary  do 
this  dishonour?  how  long  shall  the  enemy 
blaspheme  thy  Name  ?  for  ever? 

12  Why  withdrawest  thou  thy  hand  ?  why 
pluckest  thou  not  thy  right  hand  out  of  thy 
bosom  to  consume  the  enemy  ? 

13  For  God  is  my  King  of  old ;  the  help 
that  is  done  upon  earth,  he  doeth  it  himself 

14  Thou  didst  divide  the  sea  through  thy 
power ;  thou  breakest  the  heads  of  the  dragons 
m  the  waters, 

15  Thou  smotest  the  heads  of  Leviathan  in 
pieces,  and  gavest  him  to  be  meat  for  the  peo- 
ple in  the  wilderness. 

16  Thou  broughtest  out  fountains  and  wa- 
ters out  of  the  hard  rocks ;  thou  driedst  up 
mighty  waters. 
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17  The  day  is  thine,  and  the  night  is  thine ; 
thou  hast  prepared  the  light  and  the  sun. 

18  Thou  hast  set  all  the  borders  of  the 
earth  ;  thou  hast  made  summer  and  winter. 

19  Remember  this,  0  Lord,  how  the  enemy 
liath  rebuked ;  and  how  the  foolish  people  hath 
blasphemed  thy  Name 

20  O  dehier  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtle-dove 
unto  the  multitude  of  the  enemies ;  and  fot^et 
not  the  conc^iegation  of  the  poor  for  ever. 

21  Look  upon  the  coienant;  for  all  the 
tiirth  1%  full  oi  darkness,  and  cruel  habita- 
tions. 

22  0  let  not  the  simple  go  away  ashamed ; 
hut  let  the  poor  and  needy  gne  praise  unto  thy 
Name. 

23  Arise,  0  God,  maintain  thine  own  cause ; 
remember  how  the  foolish  man  hiasphemeth 
thee  daily. 

24  Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  enemies : 
the  presumption  of  them  that  hate  thee  in- 
ci-easeth  ever  more  and  more.

Psalm  Ixxv.     ConfiteUmur  tihi. 
NTO   thee,  0  God,  do  we   give   thanks; 
yea,  unto  thee  do  we  give  thanks, 
2  Thy  Name  also  is  so  nigh ;  and  that  do 
thy  wondrous  works  declare. 
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3  When  I  receive  the  congregation,  I  shall 
judge  according  unto  right. 

4  The  earth  is  weak,  and  all  the  inhabiters 
thereof:  I  bear  up  the  pillars  of  it. 

5  I  said  unto  the  fools.  Deal  not  so  madly ; 
and  to  the  ungodly,  Set  not  up  your  horn, 

6  Set  not  up  your  horn  on  high,  and  speak 
not  with  a  stiff  neck. 

7  For  promotion  cometh  neither  from  the  east, 
nor  from  the  west,  nor  yet  from  the  south. 

8  And  why  ?  God  is  the  Judge ;  he  putteth 
down  one,  and  setteth  up  another. 

9  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  is  ft 
cup,  and  the  wine  is  red  ;  it  is  full  mixt,  and 
he  poureth  out  of  the  same. 

10  As  for  the  dregs  thereof,  all  the  ungodly 
of  the  earth  shall  drink  them,  and  suck  them 
out. 

11  But  i  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob,  anil 
praise  him  for  ever. 

19  All  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will  I 
break,  and  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  he 
exalfed. 

Psalm  Ixxvi.    J^otus  in  Judaa, 
TN  Jewry  is  God  known ;  his  Name  is  great 
in  Israel. 

2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle,  and  his  dwell- 
ing in  Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows  of  the  bow, 
the  shield,  the  sword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Thou  art  of  more  honour  and  might  than 
the  hills  of  the  ribbers. 
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5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they  have  slept 
iheir  skep  ;  and  all  the  men  whose  hands  were 
inighty  have  found  nothing. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  0  God  of  Jacob,  both  the 
chariot  and  horse  are  fallen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  he  feared ;  and 
who  may  stand    in    thy  sight  when    thou  art 

8  Thou  didst  cause  thy  judgment  to  be 
heard  from  heaven ;  the  earth  trembled,  and 
was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgment,  and  to  help 
nil  the  meek  upon  earth. 

10  The  fierceness  of  man  shall  turn  to  thy 
praise ;  and  the  fierceness  of  them  shalt  thou 
refrain. 

11  Promise  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  and 
keep  it,  all  ye  that  are  round  about  him  ;  bring 
presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be  feared. 

12  He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of  princes,  and 
is  wonderful  among  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

Psalm  Ixxvii.     Voce  mea  ad  Dominum. 

T  WILL  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice ;  even 
unto  God  will  I  cry  with  my  voice,  and  he 
shall  hearken  unto  me. 

2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the 
Lord :  my  sore  ran,  and  ceased  not  in  the 
night-season ;  my  soul  refused  comfort, 

3  When  I  am  in  heaviness,  I  will  think 
upon  God  ;  when  my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will 
complain. 
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4  Thou  holdest  mine  eyes  waking :  I  am  so 
feeble  that  I  cannot  speak. 

5  I  have  considered  the  days  of  old,  and  the 
years  that  are  past. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  song,  and  in 
the  night  I  commune  with  mine  own  heart,  and 
search  out  my  spirit. 

7  Will  the  Lord  absent  himself  for  ever? 
and  will  he  be  no  more  intreated  ? 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  ?  and  is 
his  promise  come  utterly  to  an  end  for  ever- 
more ? 

9  Hath  God  foi^otten  to  be  gracious?  and 
will  he  shut  up  his  loving-kindness  in  dis- 
pleasure ? 

10  And  I  said,  It  is  mine  own  infirmity, 
but  I  will  remember  the  years  of  the  right 
hand  of  the  Most  Highest. 

11  I  will  remember  the  works  of  the  Lohi>, 
and  call  to  mind  thy  wonders  of  old  time. 

12  I  will  think  also  of  all  thy  works,  and 
my  talking  shall  be  of  thy  doings. 

13  Thy  way,  0  God,  is  holy :  who  is  so 
great  a  God  as  our  God  ? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doesi  wonders, 
and  hast  declared  thy  power  among  the  people. 

16  Thou  hast  mightily  delivered  thy  people, 
even  the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  0  God,  the  waters 
saw  thee,  and  were  afraid;  the  depths  also  were 
troubled. 

17  The  clouds  poured  out  water,  the  air 
thundered,  and  thine  arrows  went  abroad. 
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18  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  heard 
(ound  about:  the  lightnings  shone  upon  the 
around ;  the  earth  was  moved,  and  shook 
titlml. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths  in 
the  great  waters,  and  thy  footsteps  are  not 
known. 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  hke  sheep,  Ly 
the  hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron.

Psalm  Ixxviii,     Atttndite  popule. 
TEAR  my  law,  O  my  people ;  inchne  your 
ears  unto  the  words  of  my  mouth, 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable ;  I  will 
declare  hard  sentences  of  old ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known,  and 
such  as  our  fathers  have  told  us ; 

4  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from  the 
children  of  the  generations  to  come ;  but  to 
show  the  honour  of  the  Lohd,  his  mighty  and 
wonderful  works  that  he  hath  done. 

5  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  gave 
Israel'  a  law,  which  he  commanded  our  fore- 
fathers to  teach  their  children ; 

6  That  their  posterity  might  know  it,  and 
the  children  which  were  yet  unborn ; 

7  To  the  intent  that  when  they  came  up, 
they  might  show  their  children  the  same ; 

8  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in  God  ; 
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and  not  to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to  keep 
his  commandments ; 

9  And  not  to  be  as  their  forefathers,  a  faith- 
less and  stubborn  generation ;  a  generation  that 
set  not  their  heart  aright,  and  whose  spirit 
cleaveth  not  steadfastly  unto  Giod  ; 

10  Like  as  the  children  of  Ephraim ;  who 
being  harnessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned 
themselves  back  in  the  day  of  battle. 

11  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God,  and 
would  not  walk  in  his  law  ; 

13  But  forgat  what  he  had  done,  and  the 
wonderful  works  that  he  had  showed  for 
them. 

13  Marvellous  things  difl  he  in  the  sight  of 
our  forefathers,  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  even  in 
the  field  of  Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  them  go 
through ;  he  made  the  waters  to  stand  on  an 
heap. 

15  In  the  day-time  also  he  led  them  with  a 
cloud,  and  all  the  night  through  with  a  light  of 
fire. 

16  He  clave  the  hard  rocks  in  the  wilder- 
ness, and  gave  them  drink  thereof,  as  it  had 
been  out  of  the  great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  stony  rock, 
so  that  it  gushed  out  like  the  rivers. 

18  Yet  for  all  this  they  sinned  more  against 
him,  and  provoked  the  Most  Highest  in  the 
wilderness. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their  hearts,  and 
required  meat  for  their  lust. 
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20  They  spake  against   God  also,  saying. 

Shall  God  prepare  a  table  in  the  wilderness  ? 

21  He  smote  the  stony  rock  mdeed,  that  the 
water  gushed  out,  and  the  streams  flowed  with- 
al ;  but  can  he  ^ve  bread  also,  or  provide  flesh 
for  his  people  ? 

32  When  the  Lord  heard  this,  he  was 
wroth ;  so  the  fire  was  kindled  in  Jacob,  and 
there  came  up  heavy  displeasure  against  Israel ; 

23  Because  they  believed  not  in  God,  and 
put  not  their  trust  in  his  help. 

24  So  he  commanded  the  clouds  above,  and 
opened  the  doors  of  heaven. 

25  He  rained  dowii  manna  also  upon  them 
for  to  eat,  and  gavfi  them  food  from  heaven, 

26  So  man  did  eat  angels'  food ;  for  he  siitt 
them  meat  enough. 

27  He  caused  the  east-wind  to  blow  under 
heaven ;  and  through  his  power  he  brought  in 
the  southwest-wind. 

28  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  thick  as 
dust,  and  feathered  fowls  like  as  the  sand  of 
the  sea. 

29  He  let  it  fall  among  their  tents,  even 
round  about  their  habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled ; 
for  he  gave  them  their  own  desire  :  they  werp 
not  disappointed  of  their  lust. 

31  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  in  their 
mouths,  the  heavy  wrath  of  God  came  upon 
them,  and  slew  (he  wealthiest  of  them ;  yea, 
and  smote  down  the  chosen  men  that  were  in 
Israel. 
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32  But  for  all  this  they  sinned  yet  more, 
and  believed  not  his  wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume  iu 
vanity,  and  their  years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  slew  them,  they  sought  him, 
and  turned  them  early,  and  inquired  after 
God. 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was 
their  strength,  and  that  the  high  God  was  their 
redeemer. 

36  Nevertheless,  they  did  but  flatter  him 
with  their  mouth,  and  dissembled  with  him  in 
their  tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  whole  with  him, 
neither  continued  they  steadfast  in  his  cove- 
nant. 

38  But  he  was  so  merciful,  that  he  forgave 
their  misdeeds,  and  destroyed  them  not, 

39  Yea,  many  a  time  turned  he  his  wrath 
away,  and  would  not  suffer  his  whole  displeas- 
ure to  arise. 

40  For  he  conadered  that  they  were  but 
flesh,  and  that  they  were  even  a  wind  that 
passeth  away,  and  cometh  not  again. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  provoke  him  in  Ihe 
wilderness,  and  grieved  him  in  the  desert. 

43  They  turned  back,  and  tempted  God,  and 
moved  the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 

43  They  thought  not  of  his  hand,  and  of  the 
day  when  he  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of 
the  enemy ; 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his  miracles  in 
Egypt,  and  his  wonders  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 
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45  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood,  so  tha! 
tliey  might  not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  sent  lice  among  them,  and  devoui-ed 
them  up  ;  and  frogs  to  destroy  them. 

47  He  gave  their  fruit  unto  the  caterpillar, 
and  their  labour  unto  the  grasshopper. 

48  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hailstones, 
and  their  mulberry-trees  with  the  frost. 

49  He  smote  their  cattle  also  with  hailstones, 
and  their  flocks  with  hot  thunderbolts. 

50  He  cast  upon  them  the  furiousness  of  his 
wrath,  anger,  displeasure,  and  trouble :  and 
sent  evil  angels  among  them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his  indignation,  and 
spared  not  their  soul  from  death ;  but  gave 
their  life  over  to  the  pestilence ; 

52  And  smote  all  the  first-born  in  Egypt, 
the  most  principal  and  mightiest  in  the  dwell- 
ings of  Ham. 

53  But  as  for  his  own  people,  he  led  them 
forth  like  sheep,  and  carried  them  in  the  wil- 
derness like  a  flock. 

54  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they 
should  not  fear,  and  overwhelmed  their  ene- 
mies with  the  seal 

55  And  brought  them  within  the  borders  of 
his  sanctuary,  even  to  his  mountain,  which  lie 
purchased  with  his  right  hand. 

56  He  cast  out  the  heathen  also  before  them, 
:aiised  their  land  to  be  divided  among  them  for 
in  heritage,  and  made  the  tribes  of  Israel  to 
Iwell  in  their  tents.

57  So  they  lemiiteit  and  displeaseil  the  most 
iiigh  God,  and  kept  not  his  testimonies ; 

58  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away 
like  their  forefathers ;  starting  aside  like  a 
broken  bow. 

59  For  they  grieved  him  with  their  hill- 
altars,  and  provoked  him  to  displeasure  with 
their  images. 

60  When  God  heard  this,  he  was  wroth,  and 
took  sore  displeasure  at  Israel ; 

61  So  that  he  forsook  the  tabernacle  in  Silo, 
even  the  tent  that  he  had  pitched  among  men. 

62  He  delivered  their  power  into  captivity, 
and  their  beauty  into  the  enemy's  hand. 

63  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the 
sword,  and  was  Wroth  with  his  inheritance, 

64  The  fire  consumed  their  young  men,  and 
iheir  maidens  we're  not  given  to  marriage. 

65  Their  priests  were  slain  with  the  sword, 
and  there  were  no  widows  to  make  lamenta- 
tion. 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep, 
and  like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine. 

67  He  smote  his  enemies  in  the  hinder  parts, 
and  put  them  to  a  perpetual  shame. 

68  He  refused  the  tahernacle  of  Joseph,  and 
chose  not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim  ; 

69  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah,  even  the 
hill  of  Sion  which  he  loved, 

70  And  there  he  built  his  temple  on  high, 
and  laid  the  foundation  of  it  like  the  ground 
which  he  hath  made  continually. 
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71  He  chose  David  also  his  ser\-aiit,  and 
took  him  away  from  the  sheep-folds  : 

72  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great  wllii 
young  ones  he  took  him,  that  he  might  feed 
Jacob  his  people,  and  Israel  his  inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a  faithful  and  true 
heart,  and  ruled  them  prudently  with  all  his 
power.

Psalm  Ixxix.     Deus,  venerunt. 
C\  GOD,  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine  In- 
heritance ;  thy  holy  temple  have  they  de- 
filed, and  made  Jerusalem  an  heap  of  stones. 

2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have  they 
given  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and 
the  flesh  of  thy  saints  unto  the  beasts  of  the 
land. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water  on 
every  side  of  Jerusalem,  and  there  was  no  man 
to  bury  them. 

4  We  are  become  an  open  shame  to  our 
enemies,  a  very  scorn  and  derision  unto  them 
that  are  round  ahout  us. 

5  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  ?  shall 
thy  jealousy  burn  like  fire  for  ever  ? 

6  Pour  out  thme  indignation  upon  the  hea- 
then that  have  not  known  thee  ;  and  upon  the 
kingdoms  that  have  not  called  upon  thy  Name. 
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7  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob,  and  laiil 
waste  his  dweiling-pJace, 

S  O  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have 
mercy  upon  us,  and  that  soon ;  for  we  are  come 
to  ereat  misery. 

9  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the 
glory  of  thy  Name :  0  deliver  iis,  and  be  mer- 
ciful unto  our  sins,  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

10  Wherefore  do  the  heathen  say,  Where 
IS  now  their  God  ? 

11  O  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants' 
hlood  that  is  shetl,  be  openly  showed  upon  the 
heathen,  in  our  sight. 

12  Olet  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the  prison- 
ers come  before  thee  ;  according  to  the  great- 
ness of  thy  power,  preserve  thou  those  that  are 
appointed  to  die. 

13  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our 
neighbours  have  blasphemed  thee,  reward  thou 
them,  O  Lord,  seven-fold  into  their  bosom. 

14  So  we,  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep  of 
thy  pasture,  shall  give  thee  thanks  for  ever, 
and  will  alway  be  showing  forth  thy  praise 
from  generation  to  generation.

2  Before  Ephraim,  Benjamin,  and  Manasses, 
stir  up  thy  strength,  and  corae,  and  help  us.

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4  0  LoHD  God  of  hosts,  how  long  wilt  thou 
lie  angry  with  thy  people  that  prayeth  ? 

5  Thou  feedest  them  with  the  bread  of  tears, 
and  ffiyest  them  plenteousness  of  tears  to  drink. 

6  Thou  hast  made  us  a  very  strife  unto  our 
neighbours,  and  our  enemies  laugh  us  to  scorn, 

7  Turn  us  again,  thou  God  of  hosts ;  show 
the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be 
whole. 

S  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  Egypt ; 
thou  hast  cast  out  the  heathen,  and  planted  it. 

9  Thou  madest  room  for  it ;  and  when  it 
had  taken  root,  it  filled  the  land. 

10  The  hills  were  covered  with  the  shadow 
of  it,  and  the  boughs  thereof  were  like  the 
goodly  cedar-trees. 

11  She  stretched  out  her  branches  unto  the 
sea,  and  her  boughs  unto  the  river. 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her 
hedge,  that  all  they  that  go  by  pluck  off  her 
grapes  ? 

13  The  wild  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth 
root  it  up,  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the  field 
devour  it, 

14  Turn  thee  again,  thou  God  of  hosts,  look 
down  from  heaven,  behold,  and  visit  this  vine ; 

15  And  the  place  of  the  vineyard  that  thy 
right  hand  hath  planted,  and  the  branch  that 
thou  madest  so  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burnt  with  fire,  and  cut  down  ;  and 
they  shall  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  thy  coun- 
tenance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy 
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right  hand,  and  upon  the  son  of  man,  whom 
thou  madest  so  strong  for  thine  own  self. 

18  And  so  will  not  we  go  hack  from  tliee : 
0  let  us  live,  and  we  shall  call  upon  thy  Name- 

19  Turn  us  again,  0  Lord  God  of  hosts: 
show  the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall 
be  whole. 

Psalm  Ixxxi.     Exultafe  Jim. 
QING  we  merrily  unto  God  our  strength ; 
make  a  cheerful   noise   unto   the  God   of 
Jacob. 

2  Take  the  psalm,  bring  hither  the  tabret, 
the  merry  harp  with  the  lute. 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new-moon, 
even  in  the  time  appointed,  and  upon  our 
solemn  feast-day. 

4  For  this  was  made  a  statute  for  Israel,  and 
a  law  of  the  God  of  Jacob. 

5  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  testimony, 
when  he  came  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
had  heard  a  strange  language. 

6  I  eased  his  shoulder  from  the  burden,  and 
his  hands  were  delivered  from  making  the  pots. 

7  Thou  cailedst  upon  me  in  troubles,  and  I 
delivered  thee ;  and  heard  tliee  what  time  as 
the  storm  fell  upon  thee. 

8  I  proved  thee  also  at  the  waters  of  strife. 

9  Hear,  O  my  people;  and  I  will  assure 
tbee,  O  Israel,  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto  me, 

10  There  shall  no  strange  god  be  in  thee, 
neither  shalt  thou  worship  any  other  god. 

11  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  broughl 
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thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  open  thy  month 
wide,  and  I  shall  fill  it. 

12  But  my  people  would  not  hear  my  voice ; 
and  Israel  would  not  obey  me : 

13  So  I  gave  them  up  unto  their  own  hearts' 
lusts,  and  let  them  follow  their  own  imagina- 
tions. 

14  0  that  my  people  would  have  hearkened 
unto  me !  for  if  Israel  had  walked  in  my  ways, 

15  I  should  soon  have  put  down  their  ene- 
mies, and  turned  ray  hand  against  their  adver- 
saries. 

16  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have  been 
found  liars ;  but  their  time  should  have  endured 
for  ever. 

17  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the 
finest  wheat-flour;  and  with  honey  out  of  the 
stony  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee.

Psalm  Ixxxii.     Devs  stetit. 
r^OD  standeth  in  the  congregation  of  princes ; 
he  is  a  Judge  among  gods. 

2  How  long  will  ye  give  wrong  judgment, 
and  accept  the  persons  of  the  ungodly  ? 

3  Defend  the  poor  and  fatherless ;  see  that 
such  as  are  in  need  and  nec^sity  have  right. 

4  Deliver  the  outcast  and  poor ;  save  them 
from  the  hand  of  the  ungodiy. 

5  They  will  not  be  learned,  nor  understand, 
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but  walk  on  still  in  darkness :  all  the  fouptla- 
tions  of  the  earth  are  out  of  course.

3  They  have  imagined  craftily  against  thy 
people,  and  taken  counsel  against  thy  secret 
ones. 

4  They  have  said,  Come,  and  let  us  root 
them  out,  that  they  be  no  more  a  people,  and 
that  the  name  of  Israel  may  be  no  more  in  re- 
membrance. 

5  For  they  have  cast  their  heads  together 
with  one  consent,  and  are  confederate  against 
thee ;

4  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday ;  seeing  that  is  past  as  a  watch  iii 
the  night. 
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5  As  soon  as  ttiou  scatferest  them  tljey  are 
even  as  a  sleep ;  and  fade  away  suddenly  like 
the  grass, 

6  In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  groweth 
up;  but  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  dried 
up,  and  withered. 

7  For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displeasure, 
and  are  afraid  at  thy  wrathful  indignation. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee; 
and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  counte- 
nance. 

9  For  when  thou  art  angry  all  our  days  are 
gone :  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end,  as  it  were 
a  tale  that  is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years 
and  ten ;  and  though  men  be  so  strong  that 
they  come  to  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their 
strength  then  but  labour  and  sorrow ;  so  soon 
passeth  it  away,  and  we  are  gone. 

11  But  who  regardeth  the  power  of  thy 
wrath?  for  even  thereafter  as  a  man  feareth, 
so  is  thy  displeasure. 

13  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we 
may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

13  Turn  thee  again,  O  Lord,  at  the  last,  and 
be  gracious  unto  thy  servants. 

14  O  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy,  and  that 
Eoon :  so  shall  we  rejoice  and  he  glad  all  the 
days  of  our  life. 

15  Comfort  us  again  now  after  the  time  that 
thou  hast  plagued  us ;  and  for  the  years  where- 
in we  have  suffered  adversity. 
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16  Show  thy  servants  thy  work,  and  their 
children  thy  glory. 

17  And  the  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord 
our  God  be  upon  us;  prosper  thou  the  work 
of  our  hands  upon  us ;  O  prosper  thou  our 
handv-work.

14  For  he  knowefh  whereof  we  are  made  ; 
he  rememhereth  that  we  are  but  dust. 

15  The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass ;  foi 
he  flourisheth  as  a  flower  of  the  field. 
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IG  For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over  it,  it 
is  gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it  no 

17  But  the  merciful  goodness  of  the  Lord 
endureth  for  ever  and  ever  upon  them  that  fear 
him ;  and  his  righteousness  upon  children's 
children ; 

18  Even  upon  such  as  keep  his  covenant, 
nnd  think  upon  his  commandments  to  do  theui. 

19  The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  seat  in 
Iteaven,  and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

20  0  praise  the  Lohd,  ye  angels  of  his,  ye 
that  excel  in  strength  ;  je  that  fulfil  his  com- 
man<Iment,  and  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  his 
word. 

21  0  praise  the  Loed,  all  ye  his  hosts ;  ye 
servants  of  his  that  do  his  pleasure. 

22  O  speak  good  of  the  Lord,  all  ye  works 
of  his,  in  all  places  of  his  dominion :  praise 
thou  the  Lord,  0  my  soul.

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3  Who  layetb  the  beams  of  hiti  chambers  ia 
the  waters,  and  maketh  the  clouds  his  chariot, 
and  walketh  upon  the  wuigs  of  the  wind. 

4  He  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his  min- 
isters a  flaming  fire. 

5  He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  that 
il  never  should  move  at  any  time. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  like  as 
with  a  garment ;  the  waters  stand  in  the  hills. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee ;  at  the  voice  of 
thy  thunder  they  are  afraid. 

8  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and  down 
to  the  valleys  beneath;  even  unto  the  place 
which  thou  hast  appointed  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds,  which 
they  shall  not  pass,  neither  turn  again  to  cover 
the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  info  the  rivers, 
which  run  among  the  hills. 

11  All  the  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof, 
and  the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

12  Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air 
have  their  habitation,  and  sing  among  the 
branches. 

18  He  watereth  the  hills  from  above;  the 
earth  is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  ihy  works. 

14  He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle, 
and  green  herb  for  the  service  of  men  ; 

Ifl  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earth, 
and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man  ; 
and  oil  to  make  him  a  cheerful  c'oimteuance, 
and  bread  to  strengthen  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  also  are  full  of 
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sap ;  even  the  cedars  of  Libauus  which  he  hylh 
planted  ; 

17  Wherein  the  birds  make  their  nests ;  and 
the  fir-trees  are  a  dwelling  for  the  stork. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild 
goats ;  and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for  the 
conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  sea- 
sons, and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  mnkest  darkness  that  it  may  be 
night :  wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forests  do 
move. 

21  The  lions,  roaring  after  their  prey,  do 
seek  their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them  away 
together,  and  lay  them  down  in  iheir  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  to  his  work,  and  to  his 
labour,  until  the  evening. 

24  0  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works ! 
in  wisdom  hast  thou  matte  them  all ;  the  earth 
is  full  of  thy  riches. 

25  So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also ;  where- 
in are  things  creeping  innumerable,  both  small 
and  great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that 
Leviathan,  whom  tbou  hast  made  to  take  his 
pastime  tbereiti. 

27  These  wait  al!  upon  thee,  that  tbou  may- 
est  give  them  meat  in  due  season. 

28  When  thou  givest  it  them,  they  gather 
it ;  and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand,  they  are 
filled  with  good. 

29 '  When  thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  trou- 
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bled :  when  thou  takest  away  their  breath,  they 
die,  ami  iire  turned  again  to  their  dust. 

30  When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth, 
they  shali  be  made;  and  thou  shait  renew  the 
face  of  the  earth. 

31  The  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Loed  shall 
endure  for  ever ;  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in  bis 
works. 

32  The  earth  shall  tremble  at  the  look  of 
him ;  if  he  do  but  touch  the  hills,  they  shall 
smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I 
live;  I  will  praise  my  God  white  I  h^ve  my 

34  And  so  shall  my  words  please  him :  my 
joy  shali  be  in  the  Lord. 

35  As  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consumed 
out  of  the  earth,  and  the  ungodly  shall  come  to 
an  end.

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3  Rejoice  in  his  holy  Name;  tel  the  heart 
of  them  rejoice  that  seek  the  Lord. 

4  Seek  tlie  Lord  ami  his  strength ;  seek  his 
face  evermore. 

■5  Remember  the  marvellous  works  that  lie 
hiitli  done  ;  his  wonders,  and  the  judgments  of 
his  mouth ; 

6  O  ye  seetl  of  Abraham  his  servant,  ye 
children  of  Jacob  his  chosen. 

7  He  is  the  Lokd  our  God ;  his  judgments 
are  in  all  the  world. 

8  He  hath  been  alway  mindfu!  of  his  cove- 
nant ant!  promise,  that  he  made  to  a  thousand 
generations ; 

9  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with 
Abraham;  and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto 
Isaac ; 

10  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for 
a  law,  and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  testament ; 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  ol 
Cnnaan,  the  lot  of  your  inheritance : 

12  When  there  were  yet  but  a  few  of  them, 
antl  they  strangers  in  the  land ; 

13  What  time  as  they  went  from  one  na- 
tion to  another,  from  one  kingdom  to  another 
people  ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong, 
but  reproved  even  kings  for  their  sakes  ; 

15  Touch  not  mine  Anointed,  and  do  my 
prophets  no  harm. 

16  Moreover,  he  called  for  a  dearth  upon  the 
iand,  and  destroyed  all  the  provision  of  bread. 

17  But  he   had   sent  a   man   before   theiO) 
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even   Joseph,  who   was   sold   to  be   a   bond- 
serviint ; 

18  "Whose  feet  they  hurt  in  the  stocks  ;  the 
iron  entered  into  his  soul ; 

19  Until  the  time  came  that  his  cause 
was  known :  the  word  of  the  Lohd  tried 
him. 

20  The  king  sent,  and  delivered  him;  the 
prince  of  the  people  let  him  go  free. 

21  He  made  him  lord  also  of  his  house,  and 
ruler  of  all  his  substance ; 

22  That  he  might  inform  liis  princes  after 
his  will,  ami  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt,  and  Jacob 
was  a  stranger  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  people  exceed- 
ingly, and  made  them  stronger  than  their  ene- 
mies ; 

25  Whose  heart  turned  so,  that  they  hated 
}iis  people,  and  dealt  untruly  with  his  ser- 
vants. 

26  Then  sent  he  Moses  his  servant,  and 
Aaron  whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  And  these  showed  his  tokens  among 
them,  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  it  was  dark  ;  and 
they  were  not  obedient  unto  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood,  and 
slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  frogs;  yea, 
even  in  their  kings'  chambers. 

31  He  spake  the  word,  and  there  came  ail 
manner  of  flies,  and  lice  in  all  their  quarters. 
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32  He  eave  them  hailstones  for  rain ;  and 
flames  of  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  fig-trees ; 
and  destroyed  the  trees  that  were  in  their 
coasts. 

34  He  spake  the  word,  and  the  grasshop- 
pers came,  and  caterpillars  innumerable,  and 
did  eat  up  all  the  grass  in  their  land,  and  de- 
voured the  fruit  of  their  ground. 

.35  He  smote  all  the  first-born  in  their  land ; 
even  the  chief  of  all  their  strength. 

36  He  brought  them  forth  also  with  silver 
and  gold ;  there  was  not  one  feeble  person 
among  their  tribes, 

37  Egypt  was  glad  at  their  departing  ;  for 
they  were  afraid  of  them. 

38  He  spread  oat  a  cloud  to  be  a  covering ; 
and  fire  to  give  light  in  the  night-season. 

39  At  their  desire  he  brought  quails ;  and  he 
filled  them  with  the  bread  of  heaven. 

40  He  opened  the  rock  of  stone,  and  the 
waters  flowed  out,  so  that  rivers  ran  in  the  dr) 
places. 

41  For  why  ?  he  remembered  his  holy 
promise ;  and  Abraham  his  servant. 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with 
joy,  and  his  chosen  with  gladness ; 

43  And  gave  thera  the  lands  of  the  heathen; 
and  they  took  the  labours  of  the  people  in  pos- 
session ; 

44  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes,  and 
observe  his  laws. 
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Psalm  cvi.     Conjifemim  Domino. 
Q  GIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord  ;    for  he  is 
gracious,   and    his    mercy    endureth    for 
ever. 

2  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the 
Lord,  or  show  forth  all  his  praise  ? 

3  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judg- 
ment, and  do  righteousness. 

4  Remember  me,  0  Lord,  according  to  the 
favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people ;  0 
visit  me  with  thy  salvation ; 

5  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen, 
and  rejoice  in  Uie  gladness  of  thy  people,  and 
give  thanks  with  thine  inheritance. 

6  We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers ;  we 
have  done  amiss,  and  dealt  wickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  regarded  not  thy  wonders  in 
Egypt,  neither  kept  they  thy  great  goodness  in 
remembrance ;  but  were  disobedient  at  the 
sea,  even  at  the  Red  Sea. 

S  Nevertheless,  he  helped  them  for  his 
Same's  sake,  that  he  might  make  his  power  to 
be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  Sea  also,  and  it  was 
dried  up  ;  so  he  led  Ihem  through  the  deep,  as 
through  a  wilderness. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  adversary's 
hand,  and  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  the 
enemy. 

11  .\s    for    those    that    troubled    them,    the 
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waters  overwhelmed  them  ;  there  was  not  one 
of  them  ieit. 

13  Then  believed  they  his  words,  and  sang 
praise  unto  hhn. 

13  But  within  a  while  they  forgat  his  works, 
and  would  not  abide  his  counsel. 

14  But  lust  came  upon  them  in  the  wildet- 
ness,  and  they  tempted  God  in  the  desert. 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  desire,  and  sent 
leanness  withal  into  their  soul. 

16  They  angered  Moses  also  in  the  tents, 
and  Aaron  the  saint  of  the  Lord. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and  swallowed  up 
Dathan,  and  covered  the  congregation  of  Abi- 
ram. 

18  And  the  fire  was  kindled  in  their  com- 
pany ;  the  flame  burnt  up  the  ungodly. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb,  and  wor- 
shipped the  molten  image. 

20  Thus  they  turned  their  glory  into  the 
similitude  of  a  calf  that  eateth  hay. 

21  And  they  forgat  God  their  Saviour,  who 
had  done  so  great  things  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham ; 
and  fearful  things  by  the  Red  Sea. 

23  So  he  said  he  would  have  destroyed 
them,  had  not  Moses  his  chosen  stood  before 
him  in  the  gap,  to  turn  away  his  wrathful  in- 
dignation, lest  he  should  destroy  them. 

24  Yea,  they  thought  scorn  of  that  pleasant 
land,  and  gave  no  credence  unto  his  word ; 

25  But  murraured  in  their  tents,  and  heark- 
ened not  imto  the  voice  of  the  Lord. 
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26.  Then  lift  he  up  his  hanri  against  them,  lo 
overthrow  thera  in  the  wilderness ; 

27  To  cast  out  their  seed  among  the  nations, 
and  to  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themselves  unto  Baa!-peor, 
and  ate  the  olferings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with 
their  own  inventions  ;  and  the  plague  was  great 
among^lhem. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinees,  and  prayed  ;  and 
so  the  plague  ceased. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for  right- 
eousness, among  all  posterities  for  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters  of 
Strife,  so  that  he  punished  Moses  for  their 
sakes ; 

33  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit,  so  that 
he  spake  unadvisedly  with  his  lips. 

34  Neither  destroyed  they  the  heathen,  as 
the  Lord  commaniled  them ; 

35  But  were  mingled  among  the  heathen, 
and  learned  their  works. 

36  Insomuch  that  they  worshipped  their 
idols,  which  turned  to  their  own  decay ;  yea, 
they  oftereil  their  sons  and  their  daughters  imto 
devils ; 

37  And  shed  innocent  blood,  even  the  blood 
of  their  sons  and  of  their  daughters,  whom  they 
oHered  unto  the  idols  of  Canaan ;  and  the  land 
was  defiled  with  Wood, 

38  Thus  were  they  stained  with  their  own 
works,  and  went  a  whoring  with  their  own 
inventions. 
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39  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord 
kindled  against  his  people,  insomuch  that  he 
abhorred  his  own  inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over  into  the  hand  of 
the  heathen;  and  they  that  hated  them  wtri.' 
Icrds  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  oppressed  them,  and  hail 
them  in  subjection. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  deliver  them ;  but 
they  rebelled  against  him  with  their  own  inven- 
tions, and  were  brought  down  in  their  wicked- 
ness. 

43  Nevertheless,  when  he  saw  their  adver- 
sity, he  heard  their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  covenant,  and  pitied 
them,  according  unto  the  multitude  of  his  mer- 
cies ;  yea,  he  made  all  those  that  led  them 
away  captive  to  pity  them. 

45  Deliver  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  gather 
us  from  among  the  heathen ;  that  we  may  give 
thanks  unto  thy  holy  Name,  and  make  our 
boast  of  thy  praise. 

46  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  from 
everlasting,  and  world  without  end ;  and  let  all 
the  people  say,  Amen.

JJloctiing  fraBer. 
Psalm  cvii.     Confilemini  Domino. 
Q  GIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord  ;   for  he  is 
gracious,  and  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 
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2  Let  them  give  thanks  whom  the  Lord 
hath  redeemedj  anti  delivered  from  the  liand  of 
the  enemy ; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of  the  lands,  from 
the  east,  and  from  the  west ;  from  the  north, 
and  from  the  south. 

4  They  went  astray  in  the  wiiderness  out  of 
the  way,  and  found  no  city  to  dwell  in. 

5  Hungry  and  thirsty,  their  soul  fainted  in 
(hem. 

6  So  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trou- 
ble, and  he  delivered  them  from  their  distress. 

7  He  led  them  forth  by  the  right  way,  that 
they  might  go  to  the  city  where  they  dwelt. 

8  0  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness ;  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men  I 

9  For  he  satisfieth  the  empty  sou!,  and  fill- 
eth  the  hungry  soul  with  goodness. 

10  Such  as  sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the  shadow 
of  death,  heing  fast  bound  in  misery  and  iron ; 

11  Because  they  rebelled  against  the  words 
of  the  Lord,  and  lightly  regarded  the  counsel 
of  the  Most  Highest : 

12  He  also  brought  down  their  heart  through 
lieavitiess :  they  fell  down,  and  there  was  none 
to  help  thera. 

13  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble,  he  delivered  them  out  of  their 
distress, 

14  For  he  brought  them  out  of  darkness, 
and  out  of  the  shadowof  death,  and  brake  tlieir 
bonds  in  sunder. 
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15  0  that  men  would  therefore  praise  Ihe 
Lord  for  his  goodness;  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men  I 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass, 
and  smitten  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder. 

17  Foolish  men  are  plagued  for  their  offence, 
and  because  of  their  wickedness. 

18  Their  soul  abhorred  all  rnanner  of  meat, 
and  they  were  even  hard  at  death's  door. 

19  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Loud  in 
their  trouble,  he  delivered  them  out  of  their 
distress. 

20  He  sent  his  wore!,  and  healed  them ;  and 
they  were  saved  from  Iheir  destruction. 

21  0  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness ;  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  be  doeth  for  the  children  of  men ! 

22  That  they  would  offer  unto  him  the  sac- 
rifice of  thanksgiving,  and  tell  out  bis  works 
with  gladness ! 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships, 
nnd  occupy  their  business  in  great  waters; 

24  These  men  see  the  works  of  the  Lord, 
and  his  wonders  in  the  deep. 

25  For  at  his  word  the  stormy  wind  ariseth, 
which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 

26  They  are  carried  up  to  the  heaven^  and 
down  again  to  the  deep ;  their  soul  melteth 
away  because  of  the  trouhle. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a 
drunken  man,  and  are  at  their  wit's  end. 

28  So  when  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  he  delivereth  them  out  of  their  distress. 
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29  For  he  maketh  the  storm  to  wase,  so 
that  the  waves  thereof  are  still. 

30  Then  are  they  giad,  because  they  are  at 
rest ;  and  so  lie  bringeth  them  unto  the  haTen 
where  they  would  be. 

31  0  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness;  ami  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men ! 

32  That  they  woald  exalt  him  also  in  the 
congregation  of  the  people,  and  praise  him  in 
the  scat  of  the  eiders  I 

33  Who  turiieth  the  floods  into  a  wilderness, 
and  drieth  up  the  water-springs. 

34  A  fruitful  land  maketh  he  barren,  for  the 
wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

35  Again,  he  maketh  the  wilderness  a  stand- 
ing water,  and  water-springs  of  a  dry  ground. 

36  And  there  he  setteth  the  hungry,  that  they 
may  build  them  a  city  to  dwell  in  ; 

37  That  they  may  sow  their  land,  and  plant 
vineyards,  to  yield  them  fruits  of  increase. 

38  He  blesseth  them,  so  that  they  multiply 
exceedingly ;  and  suffereth  not  their  cattle  to 
decrease. 

39  And  again,  when  they  are  minishcd  and 
brought  low  through  oppres^on.  through  any 
]»lague  or  trouble ; 

40  Though  he  suffer  them  to  be  evil-entreated 
through  tyrants,  and  let  them  wander  out  of  the 
way  in  the  wilderness ; 

41  Yet  helpeth  he  the  poor  out  of  misery, 
viid  maketh  him  households  like  a  flock  <rf 
iheep. 
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42  The  righteous  will  consider  this,  and  re- 
joiee;  and  the  mouth  of  all  wickedness  shaJi 
be  slopped. 

43  Whoso  is  wise,  will  ponder  these  things ; 
and  they  shall  understand  the  loving-kindness 
of  the  Lord.
